Francis M. Mills was born in Williams- 
burg, Va., August 5, 1810, and died at his 
home in Neosho, Mo., March 10, 1900, in 
the ninetieth year of his age. His parents 
moved to Washington, D. C., in 1819, 
where he grew to manhood. He was con- 
verted to God at the age of nineteen in the 
old Foundry Church. The leaders’ meet- 
ing recommended him for license to exhort 
October 4, 1830, and the license was signed 
by that old pioneer of Methodism, the Rev. 
Stephen George Roszell. At the same place 
he was licensed as a local preacher, March 
4, 1831; was received on trial in the Balti- 
more Conference, March, 1832, in Balti- 
more City, Bishop Hedding presiding. In 
1834 he was ordained deacon by Bishop 
Andrew, and in 1836 an elder by Bishop 
Hedding. In February, 1836, he was mar- 
ried to Miss Mary Greiner, of Franklin, 
Pendleton county, Va., who died in 1889, 
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leaving six children, of whom three daugh- 
ters and one son survive. Father Mills 
was an effective itinerant preacher for 
seventeen years, serving acceptably in Vir- 
ginia, Maryland, Pennsylvania, Wisconsin, 
Illinois, Minnesota, and Missouri. In 1849 
the following minute is recorded in the 
Journal of the Baltimore Conference: “On 
motion, Resolved, that the bishop be and 
is hereby requested to transfer our beloved 
brother, F. M. Mills, to this Conference.” 
The bishop granted the request, and broth- 
er Mills was i iced in the superannuated 
list. In 1866 brother Mills cast in his lot 
with his brethren of the majority of the 
Baltimore Conference at the session held 
in Alexandria, Va., and, while feeble in 
health, did good service in that city and 
vicinity. Not long afterwards he removed 
to Neosho, Mo., where he spent the re- 
maining years of his life; was held in high 
esteem as minister and Christian: and at 
each session of the Baltimore Conference 
sent his loving greetings to his brethren. 
He lived to a ripe old age, and was vener- 
ated as a patriarch by the people among 
whom he had a place. His death was sud- 
den; congestion of the lungs caused heart 
failure, and he fell on sleep as quietly as 
an infant in its mother’s arms. His de- 
voted daughter Mary, who had been for 
years the support of her aged father, was 
with him when he breathed his last. She 
writes: “All loved him; old and young 
called him ‘Father Mills,” and he was as 
happy as the days were long, contented to 
go or stay as his Father willed.” He was 
buried in the cemetery overlooking the 
town of Neosho, by the side of his beloved 
companion, who had nine years before 
him gone to the better land. “The mem- 
ory of the just is blessed.” 

James M. Follansbee was for thirty- 
three years a highly esteemed member of 
this Conference. He was born in Wash- 
ington, D. C., May 31, 1828. He was bap- 
tized in infancy by the Rev. Henry Slicer, 
who was at that time a chaplain of Con- 
gress, and was afterwards received by Dr. 
Slicer into the Church in Carlisle, Pa. He 
graduated from Dickinson College in 1844, 
and afterwards studied medicine, expect- 
ing to devote his life to that profession. 
For that purpose he moved South, and set- 
tled in San Antonio, Tex. ; but after a year 
or two he became deeply impressed that 
he was called to devote his life to the 
ministry, and was received into the Texas 
Conference in 1849. After traveling sev- 
eral circuits, he was stationed at Austin 
and Houston, two of the most important 
charges in that Conference. For two 
years he had charge of Andrew Female 
College, and was then called to the presi- 
dency of Soule University, a new institu- 
tion that was afterwards merged into the 
Southwestern University at Georgetown, 



Tex. Failing health caused him to resign 
this position in 1866. He then returned to 
Washington, and was transferred to the 
Baltimore Conference in 1867. He proved 
a valuable addition to this Conference, and 
served in succession the following charges: 
Christiansburg, Bridgewater, Fincastle, 
Leesburg, Hinton, Trappe, East Rocking- 
ham, Shenandoah, and Marksville. In all 
of these charges he did efficient service, 
and was held in high esteem. Six years of 
his ministry were spent in the Western 
Virginia Conference, and he was stationed 
at Huntington, St. Albans, and on the Fay- 
etteville Circuit. He was an able and ear- 
nest preacher, and always exemplified the 
principles and doctrines that he taught. 
Wherever he was appointed he went with 
a willing mind, and left the impress of his 
piety and zeal on every charge that he 
served. In 1893, because of increasing in- 
firmities, he was given a superannuated 
relation by the Baltimore Conference. 
During the latter years of his life he made 
his home with his children, within the 
bounds of the Holston Conference. He 
died at the residence of his daughter, Mrs. 
Fannie L. Stevens, at Glade Spring, Va., 
January 12, 1900, in the seventy seventh 
year of his age. He was buried in the 
cemetery of the Emory and Henry College, 
a few miles from the place of his death. 
During his whole life he had been a con- 
sistent and faithful servant of God, and 
closed his earthly career in the full assur- 
ance of a glorious immortality. 

When the great heart of Jefferson D. 
Martin was stilled in death at the district 
parsonage in Lewisburg, W. Va., Septem- 
ber 2, 1899, the Baltimore Conference lost 
one of its most efficient preachers, the 
Lewisburg District a judicious presiding 
elder, the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
South, a worthy and loyal member, and 
humanity one of its truest friends. He 
was born near Mountville, Loudoun coun- 
ty, Va., January 21, 1859, and died at 
Lewisburg, W. Va., in the forty-first year 
of his age. The early years of his life were 
spent in the vicinity of his birthplace, and 
it was there he received his first religions 
impressions from a Christian mother. It 
was in this community that he also re- 
ceived his education, mainly at the public 
schools, until his conversion to Christ and 
a call to the ministry of the gospel, which 
came simultaneously. Brother Martin was 
converted at twenty-one years of age, in 
the Methodist church at Middleburg, Va.. 
under the ministry of the Revs. L. H. 
Crenshaw and L. C. Miller; and so genu- 
ine was his conversion that of this great 
change wrought by the Spirit of God with- 
in his soul he never thereafter entertained 
a doubt till the day of his triumphant 
death. After his conversion he immedi- 
ately began a conscientious preparation 
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for his life work, and he became a master 
workman. He was licensed to preach by 
the Quarterly Conference of the Middle- 
burg Charge under the administration of 
the Rev. J. S. Gardner, presiding elder of 
the Washington District. He preached his 
first sermon in the fall or winter of 1881 at 
Mountville, Ya. In the spring of 1882 he 
began preaching as a supply on Sudley 
Circuit, the Rev. J. T. Maxwell being 
preacher in charge. He entered the regu- 
lar ministry in the Baltimore Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
in March, 1883, and afterwards served the 
following charges: Sudley Circuit in 1883, 
as junior preacher under the Rev. J. S. 
Porter; Piedmont Circuit in 1884, as junior 
preacher under the Rev. J. H. Waugh; on 
March 25, 1884, soon after receiving the 
latter appointment, he was married to 
Miss Eliza H. Birdsall, at the residence of 
Dr. I. S. Stone. In the spring of 1885 he 
was appointed preacher in charge of Lin- 
den Circuit, serving most successfully there 
for two years. In 1887 he was sent to 
Gaithersburg Circuit, where he served 
efficiently for four years. While here he 
attended a college of elocution and oratory 
in Washington, D. C., from which he de- 
rived great benefit in many ways. In the 
spring of 1891 he was appointed to Buena 
Vista, Va., and remained there three years, 
managing a large church enterprise with 
that energy and skill characteristic of the 
man. Next he went to Fincastle Charge, 
and after a year of great spiritual growth 
in that field he was appointed in 1895 to 
Covington, Va., where, after another year 
of successful labor, his work was recog- 
nized sufficiently to be appointed in the 
spring of 1896 to the presiding eldership of 
the Lewisburg District. Here in the work 
of the district he displayed that energy in 
his work and that fidelity to his Lord which 
we would naturally expect of such a man; 
and he met with that degree of success 
and appreciation by his brethren in the 
ministry and the laity of the Church which 
he so justly merited. Our beautiful dis- 
trict parsonage at Lewisburg, in its present 
improved condition, is due to his untiring 
energy and zeal. This was brother Mar- 
tin’s last appointment on earth. He fin- 
ished the work which had been given him 
to do, and the Supreme Bishop of the 
Church Universal called him to an ap- 
pointment in the skies. Before reaching 
the meridian of life, in the full vigor of his 
well-developed physical powers, intellect- 
ual energies, and moral greatness, “God’s 
finger touched him, and he slept.” He fell 
at the post of duty, with that singular in- 
terest in the Church he loved as dearly 
as his life, and anxiety in its future wel- 
fare, which had always been shown in his 
vigorous life. “How did he die?” said 
one; and before time was given for an an- 
swer, his friend bethought himself, and re- 



plied in language most appropriate: “Just 
as you would expect Martin to die.” He 
looked with eagerness to the coming of 
this Conference, when he could meet his 
brethren with usual cheerfulness, and 
more than usual joy, because he would 
surrender his commission by reason of 
limitation of the trust committed to his 
hands as presiding elder of the Lewisburg 
District, after four years of successful and 
happy service there for his Church and his 
Lord. But while it belongs to man to pro- 
pose, it is God’s to dispose. After ardu- 
ous labors at the Bushy Ridge Camp and 
the Marvin Grove camp meetings, brother 
Martin had come home to die — a privilege 
which seemed most providential. Tne 
summons came, and he was ready. He 
knew full well that the end of his earthly 
career was at hand, and without a tremor 
of alarm, or an apparent wish that it were 
otherwise, only that he might labor longer 
for the Lord, following feebly yet deliber- 
ately and firmly his devoted companion in 
the quotation of Charles Wesley’s immor- 
tal sonnet, “Jesus, lover of my soul,” and 
the twenty- third Psalm, he closed his eyes 
on all that had been dear to him on earth, 
and went to join the hosts above “that 
have obtained the prize.” His life work 
is well known, and will be more fully writ- 
ten, for his name deserves to live in the 
history of our Church. His memory will 
live in the hearts of a grateful people whom 
he served. To his bereaved companion 
and little daughter the sympathies of the 
Baltimore Conference are extended. One 
of his brethren, who had known him best 
and longest and was with him to the end, 
most fittingly said at the memorial services 
which were held in Lewisburg: “Jefferson 
Davis Martin was no ordinary man. He 
was a many-sided man. In the social cir- 
cle he had but few peers; in the pulpit he 
was a man of incisiveness and power, be- 
cause his heart was filled with that which 
is best and strongest (and strongest be- 
cause the best of all) — the power of the 
Holy Ghost. In the business affairs of this 
world he was well qualified, faithful to all 
his trusts, genial, sunny in his disposition; 
and, above all, he was a man of Christian 
character and nature multiform, well 
rounded, and symmetric. No ordinary 
witness that life of his to the saving power 
of the gospel and grace of our risen Lord.” 
Testimonies to his worth could be multi- 
plied, but this is not the time and place for 
more than a brief sketch of one we loved 
in life and mourn so widely in his untime- 
ly death. A man, a preacher, a pastor, a 
manager of ecclesiastical affairs, a revival- 
ist, and a Christian gentleman of the high- 
est type has been transferred to that largest 
Conference in heaven. With a slight va- 
riation of those immortal lines of the poet, 
we would close this tribute of tender respect 
to the memory of our ascended brother:

lie was a man among the bravest men; 

We shall not soon behold his like again. 

J. Newman Hank was but little known 
to the members of the Baltimore Confer- 
ence. From 1857 to the time of his death — 
a period of nearly forty-three years — he 
was not engaged in the regular work of 
the ministry. He was born in Fincastle, 
Va., October 18, 1827, and was, therefore, 
at the time of his death a little past seven- 
tv-two years of age. He was received into 
tne Baltimore Conference in 1851. After 
his graduation from Dickinson College in 
1846, he chose the vocation of school-teach- 
er, and devoted several months to that 
work. But he soon felt it his duty to enter 
the ministry of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and began to make all necessary 
preparations for efficient service. After 
entering the Conference he served several 
important appointments; but while sta- 
tioned at the William Street Church, in Bal- 
timore City, his health failed, and he be- 
came affected with a throat trouble from 
which he never recovered. His voice grew 
so weak that he was rarely able to preach, 
and for many years preceding his death he 
did not attempt to do so. But he never 
for a moment lost interest in his Confer- 
ence and Church. He was still a Metho- 
dist preacher, ready and willing to do 
everything in his power for the advance- 
ment of his Master’s cause. After the fail- 
ure of his voice he again devoted himself 
to teaching. In this vocation he had very 
decided success. He first was in charge of 
a seminary for young ladies at Huntsville, 
Ala. He then taught in different schools 
in Baltimore, until 1882, when he became 
professor of Latin in the Baltimore City 
College. Here he was in great favor with 
the students, who never failed to respect 
him for his high character and manly bear- 
ing. His duties were discharged in the 
most conscientious manner. He never 
failed to exert a strong moral and spiritual 
influence over those who were placed under 
him. For several years before his death 
his health was not strong, but he attended 
divine worship whenever possible, and was 
always ready to assist our pastors in Balti- 
more to the full measure of his ability. He 
was very liberal to the Church, and was 
ready to devote his means to every worthy 
cause. During all these years he remained 
a supernumerary member of this Confer- 
ence. He never married. His life closed 
peacefully in December, 1899. and on Tues- 
day, December 12, after services at the Cen- 
tral Southern Methodist Church, his re- 
mains were laid to rest in the Greenmount 
Cemetery, Baltimore. 

Wesley Hammond, the son of John and 
Charlotte Hammond, was born in Botetourt 
county, Va., July, 1888. He was convert- 
ed in the summer of 1857, under the min- 



istry of the Rev. William C. Blount, of the 
Virginia Conference, and at once connect- 
ed himself with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. He was especially favored 
both in his educational and religious ad- 
vantages, and these were not neglected by 
him. His father was a man of more than 
usual intelligence and piety, and gave care- 
ful attention to his son's intellectual and 
spiritual culture. He was for some time a 
student at Emory and Hemy College, until 
his entrance into the Confederate army 
suddenly interrupted his college curricu- 
lum. He entered the army in 1861, and 
became sergeant of the “Dixie Grays.” 
Forty - second Virginia Regiment. He 
served under General Robert E. Lee in 
Western Virginia, until his health failed, 
and he was compelled for awhile to retire. 
He subsequently served as chaplain of a 
Virginia regiment to the close of the war. 
In November, 1864, he joined the Virginia 
Conference, and was appointed junior 
preacher on the Chesterfield Circuit, under 
the Rev. A. M. Hall. The next year he 
was in charge of Fairfax Circuit of the 
same Conference, but was transferred with 
that part of the Virginia territory to the 
Baltimore Conference, anti stationed at 
Christiansburg. In 1867 he was appointed 
to Collierstown: in 1868. as second man on 
Loudoun Circuit: in 1869 70 ju Fairfax Cir- 
cuit. In 1871 he located in order to pursue 
a course of study in the University of Vir- 
ginia. He was readmitted into the Balti- 
more Conference in 1878, and sent to Kent 
Circuit; then in 1874 to Martinsburg. W. 
Va., where he served as preacher in charge 
until 1875. From 1875 to 1879 he served 
the Church in Keyser, W. Va.; from 187*J to 
1881 in Christiansburg, Va.: in 1881 the Lex- 
ington Circuit; from 1882 to 1886 the South 
Branch (now Romney i Circuit. His home 
was in Romney during this pastorate, and 
here he continued to reside when granted 
a superannuated relation in 1886. In May, 
1879. he was married lo Mrs Anna Heald, 
nee Ward, who, with two children, a son 
and a daughter, survives him. He was an 
industrious and indefatigable worker, and 
continued in the active service of the 
Church when the state of his health would 
have fully justified his retirement. Con- 
secrated to the ministry to which he had 
been called, of a kindly heart, genial and 
gentle in his manners, he was greatly be- 
loved as a pastor, while his earnest presen- 
tation of truth was the means under God 
of winning many souls to Christ. For 
fourteen years he suffered from a disorder 
that at last proved fatal; and yet when he 
could no longer perform the xvork of an 
itinerant minister, he was employed in 
such work as he could do. even to the pe- 
riod of his late illness. For nearly a week 
before his death he lay in an unconscious 
condition, and at last passed away peace- 
fully, without a struggle or a sigh. There 
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was needed no final expression of his faith 
and hope. His pure and consistent life 
was the best testimony to his preparation 
for the change which happily released him 
from all suffering, and introduced him into 
the presence and joy of his .Lord. The 
funeral services were held in the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, South, in Romney, 
on Friday morning, February 23, and were 
conducted by the Rev. B. F. Ball, presid- 
ing elder of the Moorefield District, assist- 
ed by the Revs. D. L. Reid, H. M. Strick- 
ler, and W. A. Sites, of the Baltimore 
Conference, and E. D. Washburn, D.D., of 
the Presbyterian Church, who had been a 
fellow-student of brother Hammond at the 
University of Virginia. His remains were 
taken to Frostburg, Md., where they were 
interred on the afternoon of the same day, 
and where they lie awaiting the resurrec- 
tion of the just. 

Archibald Chisholm Hamill was born 
about sixty -four years ago, in Garrett 
county, Md., and was the only child of 
Henry and Nancy Hamill. His mother 
died before he became of age. He may be 
said to have been religious from his early 
youth, and in the face of many discourag- 
ing circumstances maintained his piety, 
and in the locality of his home was as a 
light that shineth in a dark place. No ad- 
versity seemed able to move him from 
either the consistency or purpose of a god- 
ly life. Soon after the establishment of 
our Church at Piedmont, W. Va., brother 
Hamill became the sole representative of 
our Church west of that point, and in the 
territory now embraced in Elk Garden 
Circuit. Then he served as local preacher 
with acceptability and efficiency until he 
united with the Baltimore Conference in 
1891. He may be called the originator of 
that circuit. He served the following 
charges: Morgan, three years; Listonburg, 
two years; Levelton, two years; Alvon, 
three years; and Gveenbank, lacking a lit- 
tle of one year. He died in the Methodist 
parsonage at Greenbank, Pocahontas coun- 
tj T , W. Va., on Saturday morning, Febru- 
ary 24, 1900. and was buried in nis native 
county in Maryland. We have no fears 
concerning brother Hamill’s future, for he 
lived the life of a devout Christian, and 
passed into the eternal world with a prayer 
on his lips. He is survived by a wife and 
several children, with whom we deeply sor 
row in their sad bereavement. Brother 
Hamill was a preacher of marked ability. 
Although enjoying but a limited education 
in early life, yet, through his natural gifts 
and taste for knowledge, he acquired no 
small preparation for the ministry, which, 
e.dded to his sterling piety and fine com- 
mon sense, made him a man of usefulness 
in the influence of personal character as 
well as in his public ministry. He was 
■quiet, unpretentious, gentle, and withal 



faithful in every position to which the 
Church appointed him. He was not a 
man to demand choice places, but like a 
loyal Methodist preacher accepted what 
was given him cheerfully, and like his 
Master “went about doing good.’’ He 
was a man of prayer, and faith, and hope; 
and he died as he lived. Brother Hamill 
will be missed. He will be remembered 
by those he has helped, and while he “rests 
from his labors, his works do follow him.’’ 

Edward H. Henry was born in North- 
umberland county, Va., October 12, 1832, 
and died April 7, 1900, at Marshall, Va., 
in the sixty-eighth year of his age. His 
ancestry dates back to the colonial times 
of old Virginia. His great-grandfather, 
James Henry, was a member of the Con- 
tinental Congress, and Judge of the Vir- 
ginia Court of Admiralty. His grand- 
father, E. H. Henry, married, first, Mar- 
tha Catherine, daughter of Patrick Henry; 
and for his second wife, Elizabeth Wash- 
ington Peyton. Her son, Edward H. Hen- 
ry, M.D., married Elizabeth Fitzhugh, of 
Prince William county, Va.; and their son, 
the subject of this memoir, was named for 
his father. He was educated at William 
and Mary College, Va., where he took the 
degree of Master of Arts in 1852. For the 
next five years he taught in the Episcopal 
High School, Fredericksburg. Va., and was 
a member of Washington Masonic Lodge, 
and a leader in gay society life. During 
the great revival of 1857, in the old St. 
George Episcopal Church, at a prayer 
meeting to which he was induced to go by 
a pious lady friend, he was converted to 
God, and became a zealous Christian work- 
er. His unconverted father and wild com- 
panions became the first objects of his ear- 
nest efforts. On the 20th of August, 1861, 
he was married to Mary Anna Stone, niece 
of Mrs John T. Bronaugh, at the home of 
the latter, Green View, Warren ton, Va. 
He spent the following six years in teach- 
ing and preaching in the state of Georgia. 
Previous to his marriage, and while absent 
in Texas, he began reading the works of 
John Wesley and of the early Methodist 
authors. From these pages he learned his 
theology, and soon sought a place in the 
Methodist ministry, never ceasing to love 
her doctrine and discipline, and preach- 
ing without intermission for forty years, 
with zeal, power, and success. He was 
admitted on trial (an ordained elder) into 
the Baltimore Conference in 1868, and was 
appointed to Fauquier Mission, where he 
served four years; 1872-74, Fairfax; 1875- 
77, West River; 1878-81, Stafford. 1882- 
84, Hillsboro; 1885-88, Frankford; 1889-90; 
Covington; 1891-94, Gaithersburg; 1895-98, 
Calvert; 1899, Marshall. Edward H. Henry 
was a man of more than ordinary parts. 
He was possessed of a sound logical mind 
and a vivid imagination, blended with a 
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wholesome degree of practicalness. He 
had the instincts of a true Christian gen- 
tleman, the refinement which broad cul- 
ture brings, and, above all, the deep piety 
which sanctifies all human attainments. 
“He was a man of prayer, getting up reg- 
ularly, even in the coldest nights, often 
more than once, to pray at his bedside. 
The barn, the fields, the woods, he made 
places of prayer. A more unselfish father, 
a more loving husband, a more faithful 
pastor, it would be difficult to find.” Such 
is the testimony of one who knew him best. 
He never failed to attract and impress his 
congregations from the pulpit, preaching 
often with power and success. During 
his ministry many souls were brought to 
Christ. His zeal, tempered with knowl- 
edge, stimulated both the spiritual and 
temporal activity of the churches under 
his charge. He was beloved by all who 
came in personal contact with him. His 
life in his home was beautiful, his work in 
the Church was faithful even to the last. 
He is now crowned victor at his Saviour’s 
side. The prevailing epidemic, the grippe, 
seized him on his work and detained him 
from the session of the Conference. It was 
hoped that the worst had passed, but death 
came suddenly, from pneumonia, on Sat- 
urday evening at 8:30 o'clock, April 7, 1900. 
His remains were taken to Warrenton for 
burial. Rev. J. Lester Shipley, his person- 
al friend and colaborer, conducted the fu- 
neral services.

John Wesley Faubion was born in 
Platte county, Mo., May 13, 1847. His 
parents died when he was a child, and in 
the year 1852 he came to Kansas to live 
with a cousin. In 1866 he was married to 
Julia A. Meredith. Eight children were 
born of this union, and all but one were 
present when the father died. On the 31st 
of December, 1866, he was converted and 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, at Plum Grove, Jefferson county, 
Kans. He was licensed to exhort the fol- 
lowing year, and in 1869 he was licensed 



to preach. He was ordained deacon by 
Bishop Wightman and elder by Bishop 
Marvin. He served one year as agent of a 
high school at Oskaloosa, Kans. Up to nine 
years ago, with the above exception, his 
time was spent on circuits in Atchison, 
Leavenworth, Jefferson, Jackson, and 
Brown counties. In 1891 he was appoint- 
ed presiding elder of the Council Grove 
District, which he served four years. At 
the Conference held in Atchison' five years 
ago he was appointed to Arkansas City 
station, which charge he served three 
years. During the third year his health 
failed, and at the following Conference, 
held at Kansas City, he was placed on the 
superannuated list. At the Conference 
held at Elk City, last August, his health 
having improved, he was put on the su- 
pernumerary list. Atlanta and Bowers's 
Chapel being left to be supplied, his pre- 
siding elder, brother Downs, requested 
him to supply it, which he did w r ith his 
usual zeal up to within five weeks of his 
death. Brother Faubion was a hard work- 
er, and his work abides. He built six 
churches and one parsonage and repaired 
a number of others. He was a good 
preacher and pastor — popular with all the 
people. Nearly everywhere he went re- 
vivals followed, and scores were added to 
the Church of his choice. He loved his 
Church, and especially the Church within 
the bounds of the Western Conference, and 

f ladly gave his life in its service. Brother 
aubion was one of our most faithful 
preachers and one of our very best men. 
He lived well, and consequently died well. 
On Sunday, the day before he died, he felt 
the end was near. He called his wife and 
children to him and delivered his dying 
message to each; had them sing, and tried 
to sing with them, the one hundred and 
forty-second hymn in the Young People’s 
Hymnal, “Good-night.” He then made 
some arrangements for the funeral serv- 
ices, and gently fell asleep. He was sick 
nearly five weeks, and suffered intensely 
till death came to his relief on the 19th day 
of March, 1900. 

Jacob Lee Miller w T as born in Bland 
county, Va., December 22, 1862. He was 
licensed to preach in 1892, and recom- 
mended for admission into the Annual 
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Conference February 20, 1892, and ap- 
pointed to Oskaloosa. He was on Oska- 
lposa Circuit for three years. He was or- 
dained deacon at Arkansas City, Kans., by 
Bishop Hendrix, in 1895. He was sent to 
Fairmount, where he remained one year. 
In 1896 he went to Bucyrus, which charge 
he served for three years. He was or- 
dained elder by Bishop Candler at Kansas 
City August 28, 1898, and sent to Arkan- 
sas City Station. His health broke down 
in February, 1899, and a trip was taken to 
Colorado, but without results; and in the 
summer he returned to his old home in 
Morris county to await the end. During 
all his sickness, with that terrible disease, 
consumption, no one ever heard him com- 
plain. His last testimony was; “It’s all 
right. If God wants me, I’m ready.” We 
have never found any one with anything 
but good words for Lee Miller. He was a 
grand preacher, a faithful pastor, and a 
worthy example to his dock. What more 
could we say? He died November 4, 1899, 
surrounded by his family and loving friends; 
and we shall see him again. On November 
6 his remains were taken to the church at 
Kelso, where appropriate services were 
conducted; after which loving hands laid 
the body away to await the resurrection. 

Albert R. Sandlin was born in De 
Kalb county, Tennessee, September 12, 
1856, and died in Kickapoo, Kansas, April 
80, 1900. He was married to Miss Emma 
llawf, of Illinois, October 3, 1880. The 
widow and live children mourn the loss of 
a faithful husband and loving father. 
Brother Sandlin was licensed to preach by 
the Cumberland Presbyterian Church in 
1884, and did effective work in said Church 
until August 17, 1899, when he was re- 
ceived in elder’s orders into the Western 
Annual Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South. Bishop Granbery 
appointed him to Kickapoo and Potter 
charge, where he did faithful service until 
within ten days of his death. Without in- 
dulging in labored eulogy, it is an honored 
and desirable custom to pay affectionate 
tribute to the dead. To write of the vir- 
tues of our friends, when they are taken 
away from us by the “insatiate archer,” 
death, is a sweet privilege and pleasant 
duty. Being a member of our body but 
a few months, we had not time nor oppor- 
tunity fully to know him. but the impres- 
sion he made upon the people of his charge 
reveals to us the fact that he would soon 
have become a very efficient member of 
<>ur body. His social qualities and Christ- 
like spirit were such that he had endeared 
himself to all classes of men. As a preach- 
er he was clear, scriptural, and spiritual. 
Conscious that he was nearing “the land 
of fadeless beauty,” he had no fears and 
no doubts. He died in the blessed hope. 
We held the funeral service on May 1, and

laid all that was mortal of Albert R. Sand- 
lin to rest in the Kickapoo cemetery, to 
await the resurrection morn. Let us cher- 
ish the memory of this gentle, devout, con- 
secrated man by perpetuating his teach- 
ings in our lives. “Faithfully faithful to 
every trust, honestly honest in every deed, 
righteously righteous and justly just” — 
this is the work of the good man’s creed.

Richard Alexander Claughton was 
born in Louisa county, Virginia, February 
15, 1806, and passed away from earth June 
8, 1900. It is due to us and to the deceased 
to say that on account of brother Claugh- 
ton’s having been blind' for many years 
previous to his death his books and papers 
were scattered and records of his work are 
not to be found, so that we are dependent 
upon the memory of some of his friends 
for what we have. Brother Claughton 
was the son of a Baptist minister, and at 
an early period in life he was deeply con- 
victed of sin and thoroughly converted to 
God. He was impressed that it was his 
duty to preach the gospel, and entered the 
ministry of the Methodist Church in Vir- 
ginia. Previous to the war of the states 
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he transferred to the Western Virginia 
Conference, where he spent a short time; 
he then transferred to the St. Louis Con- 
ference, where he spent a few years, and 
was returned to our Conference, where he 
served the Church faithfully until old age 
disqualified him for duty, and about twen- 
ty years ago he was placed on the super- 
annuated list. Brother Claughton was 
married three times, and was the father of 
several children, but his wives and most 
of his children preceded him to the grave. 
He was a man of strictest honor and in- 
tegrity, and was in the highest sense a 
Christian gentleman. He was a tine 
scholar, a good theologian, and an able 
expounder of the word of God. In all of 
his affliction he was submissive to the will 
of God, but he became weary and longed 
to depart and be with Christ. His life was 
ure, his work faithfully performed, and 
is death was most triumphant. May his 
mantle fall on his brethren who remain on 
the field! 

Adam Given was born in what is now 
Webster county, West Virginia. He was 
admitted into our- Conference on trial at 
its session held in Catlettsburg, Kentucky, 
September, 1870, and was admitted into 
full connection at Parkersburg, September 
18, 1872. He was elected to elder’s orders 
September, 1874, at the session held in 
Philippi, W. Va. He traveled for twenty- 
nine years in the Conference. He was a 
man of strong convictions, and one who 
had the courage to express them. He was 
really an able preacher. Had he been a 
scholar, he no doubt would have been a 
star of the first magnitude in the ministe- 
rial firmament. He never complained of 
hardships nor failed to do the work as- 
signed him. He was strictly loyal to the 
Church, and to every trust committed to 
his care. He lived the gospel which he so 
faithfully and ably preached. Brother 
Given was granted a superannuated rela- 
tion one year ago, not many days before 
his death. He was sick during the session 
of the Conference. He had been twice 
married. His first marriage was blessed 
with a number of children, who still sur- 
vive him. His last wife was Miss Missouri 
Davis, of Wayne county, West Virginia. 
To her we extend our deepest sympathy, 
and we feel we are pledged as a Confer- 
ence for her comfort and support. Broth- 
er Given was a Christian man, rich and 
ripe in experience, and the summons found 
him ready for the change. He now rests 
from his labors, and his works do and will 
follow him; and while he rests in his Mas- 
ter’s love and presence, let us toil on in 
this field and prove ourselves worthy suc- 
cessors of our faithful fathers, that when 
our work is done we may greet them in 
the great assembly to go out no more for- 
ever. 
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Charles Wesley Shearer was born at 
Liberty, Greenup county, Kentucky, June 
5, 1848. and departed this life November 
28, 1899. Being reared by parents who 
walked with God, brother Shearer was 
early impressed with the importance of a 
religious experience, and united with the 
Church. When he was quite a young man 
he was licensed to preach, but did not en- 
gage in the active work until the year 
1878, when he united with the Western 
Virginia Conference, and was appointed 
in charge of Mt. Zion Circuit, where he 
spent two years. The next two years of 
his ministry were spent on the Big Sandy 
Circuit; then one year on the Newfound- 
land Circuit. From this charge he went 
to Pleasant Ridge Circuit, spending two 
years; thence to Greenup Circuit, spend- 
ing two years; thence to Marion Circuit, 
two years; thence to Lubeck, where he 
spent three years, at the close of which he 
was made presiding elder of Fayette Dis- 
trict, in which office he served four years. 
Closing this term, he went to Barbours- 
ville Circuit; thence to Cedar Grove, and 
then to Greenup, serving each one year. 
He was then placed as presiding elder on 
Prestonsburg District, serving out the limit 
of four years. He was then appointed to 
Wayne Circuit as pastor. Closing up the 
first year, at the last session of our Confer- 
ence he was appointed to the same charge, 
where he labored about two months, when 
he was taken suddenly ill while engaged 
in a revival meeting, and in a few hours 
passed away into the great beyond. On 
the 14th of October, 1868, brother Shearer 
was happily married to Miss Pauline Pen- 
nington, of Carter county, Kentucky; and 
to them were born four sons and four 
daughters, who, with their mother, remain 
to mourn his death. As a husband and 
father, • brother Shearer was devoted and 
true, setting an example before his house- 
hold worthy of their imitation. As a 
Christian he was exemplary and faithful, 
always manifesting the charity and pa- 
tience that become the household of faith. 
As a theologian he had studied the word of 
God and learned thoroughly its fundamen- 
tal teaching. He was familiar with the 
standards of the Church, and was always 
ready to drive away strange doctrines. 
He was not a controversialist, but ever 
ready to defend the doctrines of his Church. 
As a preacher he was thoughtful, clear, and 
deliberate. While we were all shocked and 
ained at the sudden departure of our 
rother, we rejoice that he died on the field 
of battle. May the Father of all mercies 
tenderly care for the widow and orphans! 

Edward S. McClung, son of Alexander 
and Eleanor McClung, was born in Green- 
brier county, Virginia, now West Virginia, 
March 18, 1846. On March 26, 1873, he was 
united in marriage to Miss Mary C. Hoff, 



of Greenbrier county, West Virginia. He 
professed a living faith in Christ, December, 
1877. and in the same month united with 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
under the pastorate of the Rev. R. CL 
Wiseman; and on November 14, 1885, he 
was licensed to exhort, which office he 
filled until May 22, 1886, when he was 
licensed to preach by the Quarterly Con- 
ference of Meadow Bluff Circuit, Fayette 
District, Western Virginia Conference, 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, the 
Rev. Fletcher Golden, presiding elder; and 
on August 21, 1886. he was recommended 
to the Annual Conference for admission 
on trial in the traveling connection. He 
was admitted October 14, 1886. at the Con- 
ference held in Charleston, W. Va., pre- 
sided over by Bishop Duncan, and was 
appointed to Sewell Circuit. Second, New 
Martinsville, 1887. Third, Elizabeth Cir- 
cuit, 1888, which he filled for two years. 
Fourth, East Bank. 1890, where he labored 
for two years. Then in 1892 he was ap- 
pointed presiding elder of Prestonsburg 
District by Bishop Keener, which position 
he filled for two years with credit to him- 
self and honor to the Church. His next 
appointment was Braxton Circuit, 1894, 
which he filled for four years successfully. 
His last work was Boothsville Circuit. 1898; 
he was returned to the same in 1899, but 
soon after Conference he broke down, and 
on April 23, 1900, the Great Head of the 
Church called him to join the Conference 
on high. Yet he will be long remembered 
by many people for his wise counsel and 
kind acts. For several years he was a suc- 
cessful school-teacher in his native county. 
He was once elected magistrate, which 
office he filled for four years with honor 
to himself and credit to his constituents. 
He filled many other places of honor, both 
in Church and State. He was a wise coun- 
selor, a faithful and true man in the strict- 
est sense. Let us seek to live the high life 
that he lived. As a Conference we tender 
our sympathies to his bereaved wife. 

Joseph H. McClaugherty, standing 
upon the threshold of this Annual Confer- 
ence, and in the morning time of life, was 
called home to God on the 6th day of June, 
1900. He came to us from the Holston 
Conference in the spring of 1898, and was 
assigned by the presiding elder of Prestons- 
burg District to Williamson Charge. He 
served faithfully at Williamson until the 
Annual Conference at Catlettsburg, Kv., 
in September of that year. At this Con- 
ference he was admitted on trial, and re- 
assigned to Williamson by Bishop Har- 
grove. After an arduous year’s work, he 
was assigned to Davis Station, Clarksburg 
District, by Bishop Wilson at Conference 
in Ashland last year. Soon after his ar- 
rival at Davis he found the climatic condi- 
tions unsuited to his health. His physician 
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advised him to leave this high altitude and 
seek a milder climate, but so loath was he 
to lay aside his work that he labored on 
until he found it impossible to go any 
longer, and after two and a half months at 
Davis he sought to regain his health in the 
softer climate and rest of his home at 
Princeton, W. Ya. The search, however, 
was futile. Consumption had fastened 
upon him, and after lingering through the 
winter months, surrounded by the loved 
ones of his home, he peacefully passed 
away on the morning of the 6th of June, 
aged twenty-three. Those who knew Joe 
McClaugherty in life will know that his 
death was triumphant. He lived well and 
wrought nobly, and the end was victory. 
His handiwork may be seen in the charges 
he served. He was among us only about 
two years, but in that snort time those 
who knew him learned to love him as a 
pure man and devout Christian. He 
proved himself worthy of a place among 
the ministers of the gospel of Christ. His 
death is a loss to this Conference which 
we recognize, and while we bow submis- 
sively to the will of God, we shall not for- 
get our brother who lingered with us so 
short a time. Our deepest sympathies go 
out to the family and friends of brother 
McClaugherty in their sad bereavement, 
and we commend them to a Father who 
“doeth all things well.”

Makvin Vincil Williams was born 
July 20, 1874, near La Plata, Mo., and died 
at the hospital in Quincy, 111., January 
10, 1900. He was happily converted and 
united with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, during the winter of 1891 
in his seventeenth year. His parents ded- 
icated him to God in infancy and trained 
him up in the nurture and admonition of 
the Lord, and in his case, as in every other 
of, like nature, the promise of God was 
sure and steadfast. He was in youth and 
young manhood a faithful and obedient 
son, and his life was singularly free from 
the follies that overtake and ingulf so 
many boys and young men. Carefulness, 
cleanliness, and modesty were prominent 
elements in his life. He was not perfect, 
but the imperfections of his life were large- 
ly negative. In April, 1896, he was licensed 
to preach by the Macon District Confer- 
ence at La Plata, Mo., Bishop Duncan pre- 
siding. For the next two years he taught 
school in a community near his home with 
satisfaction to both patrons and pupils. 
For two years following he attended Cen- 
tenary College at Palmyra. The first of 
these two years, in addition to his school 
.work, he was appointed as a supply to as- 
sist the pastor of the Paris Circuit. The 
next year he supplied Saverton Circuit. 
Last fall he was admitted on trial into the 
Missouri Annual Conference and appoint- 
ed preacher in charge of the Maywood 
Church, in the Hannibal District. He was 
well received by the people, and entered 
upon his work with that joy of heart which 
is the peculiar treasure of the true preach- 
er of the gospel of our Lord, which all 
Methodist preachers fully understand. On 
October 4, 1899, he was united in marriage 
to Miss Ada V. Rogers, an active member 
of our Church in Palmyra. She was a true 
helpmeet to him in his work of an itinerant 
preacher. Everything seemed bright with 
promise for the future. But the work soon 
came to an end. “God moves in a mys- 
terious way, his wonders to perform.” On 
New-year's day he was stricken with what 
roved to be appendicitis. After the very 
est treatment was used, it was thought 
necessary as a last resort to submit to an 
operation. On January 7 he was moved 
to the hospital and the operation was per- 
formed, but this only confirmed the opin- 
ion of the physicians that nothing could be 
done to preserve the young life. Within 
forty-eight hours his soul went up to God 
who gave it. He died well, was conscious 
to within an hour of his death. Just a lit- 
tle while before he became unconscious he 
said to his heartbroken but singularly 
strong young wife: “I wish you woulcl 
sing that beautiful hymn, ‘Meet Me 
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There’”; and in a clear voice she sang 
one verse, and then he passed out of sight. 
His body, after funeral service, was laid 
to rest in the cemetery at La Plata, near 
the home of his father and mother. We 
ask special prayers and sympathy for his 
young wife, so soon a widow.

John H. Headlee was born in Maury 
county, Tennessee, November 13, 1820. and 
came to Missouri in 1837. His father, Dan- 
iel Headlee, settled at the north edge of the 
Roberson prairie, ten miles north of Spring- 
field. Here John, who was the oldest child, 
spent four years, making and cultivating a 
farm in a new country, the best place and 
way in the world to make a stalwart man 
out of a healthy boy. During these years 
he was converted at Ebenezer camp ground 



and joined the Church. At the same place, 
August 21, 1841, he was licensed to preach 
ana recommended to the Missouri Annual 
Conference as a suitable person out of 
whom to make an itinerant Methodist 
preacher. The Conference received him 
on trial at Palmyra in a class of fifteen, 
almost all of whom became famous, and 
one of whom developed into the greatest 
man Southern Methodism has ever pro- 
duced. Brother Headlee was the last of 
this illustrious class to receive his crown. 
His fields of labor were: Greenville, Bloom- 
field, Crooked Creek, Charleston, New 
Madrid, Potosi, Fredericktown circuits, 
and Wesley Chapel, in St. Louis. This 
brought him to 1849, when he located. He 
was readmitted in 1851 and served Cape 
Girardeau, Jackson, New Madrid, Harri- 
sonville, Jefferson City, and Caledonia. 
Here, in 1860, he located again. In 1870 
he reappears in Charleston District. The 
next three years he was president of Belle- 
vue Collegiate Institute, then presiding 
elder of Iron Mountain District two years, 
Farmington Circuit two years, Charleston 
District two years, Plattin Circuit two 
years, Caledonia one year, Charleston Dis- 
trict one year, Irondale Circuit one year, 
Potosi one year, Arcadia one year, and 
Potosi one year. This brought him to 
1888, when his name was placed on the list 
of superannuates, where it has since re- 
mained. This relation was terminated 
January 20, 1900, when, at his home in 
Caledonia, the Master said to him: “Thou 
hast been faithful over a few things; I will 
make thee ruler over many things. Enter 
thou into the joy of thy Lord.” The above 
outline of his labors shows that he wrought 
in the local ranks twelve years, was an 
effective itinerant thirty-five years, and a 
superannuate eleven and a half years. 
Brother Headlee was twice married, first 
to a Miss Baker, whose parents were 
among the first Methodists of the state, 
and lived near where Bonne Terre now is. 
Baker Headlee, of Potosi. was the only 
child of this marriage. His second wife, 
whom he married in Jefferson City, was 
an Eastern lady and a school-teacher. She 
is still living. While local, he lived on a 
farm on Flat River. About the close of 
the war he visited his wife’s people in the 
East for safety, and while there preached 
a few years for the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. Our departed brother was of no- 
ble lineage. One of his brothers and two 
of his cousins have been members of this 
Conference. Other cousins have distin- 
guished themselves in medicine and poli- 
tics. He was a preacher of more than or- 
dinary ability. His sermons were well ar- 
ranged and forcefully conveyed to his 
hearers by choice, correct language, which 
readily came to him from a well-supplied 
vocabulary. He was the “soul of honor.” 
He was called by his neighbors on Flat 
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Creek “Honest Jolin.” At the last Con- 
ference he ever attended in De Soto, two 
years ago, he said in the love feast: “I 
reckon I am one of the happiest men in 
the world. If I am not, I ought to be. My 
relations now and hopes and prospects for 
the future are just such as ought to make 
me perfectly happy.” But three men are 
yet living whose names antedate his on the 
roll of Methodist preachers in Missouri. 
They are: J. C. Berryman, D. T. Sherman, 
and G. W. Love. In a notice of his death, 
brother Berryman, with whom he had la- 
bored for more than fifty years, said of 
him: “I never knew a better man.” One 
of the noblest encomiums ever conferred 
on the Man of Galilee was in these words: 
“He went about doing good.” In this our 
sainted brother was a true disciple of his 
Lord. 

Albert Jackson Green was born in 
East Tennessee, October 30, 1852. In early 
boyhood he came with his parents to the 
vicinity of Patterson, Wayne county, Mis- 
souri. His education was in the schools of 
the neighborhood, of Cape Girardeau Nor- 
mal, and of Bellevue Collegiate Institute 
at Caledonia. He was converted April 11, 
1870. In 1877 he was so deeply impressed 
with a call to preach the gospel that he 
had no rest until in a place in the forest, 
whither he had resorted to settle the mat- 
ter with the Lord, in complete self-surren- 
der to do the work to which God was call- 
ing him, clear as a sunburst the light and 
peace of heaven came into his soul; and 
in the surrender for service he found a 
satisfaction that made that day one never 
to be forgotten, and, . as he himself ex- 
pressed it, “the happiest of his life.” In 
1879 he was licensed to preach by L. F. 
Aspley, then presiding elder of the Poplar 
Bluff District, at Mill Springs, and by the 
Quarterly Conference was recommended 
for admission on trial. On September 25 
of the same year he joined the St. Louis 
Conference at Fredericktown, and was ap- 
pointed to Doniphan Circuit, where he was 
continued two years. His next appoint- 
ment was to Alton Circuit, which charge 
he served one year; then West Plains Sta- 
tion two years; and the following two 
years he served Plattin and De Soto charge. 
This ended his circuit and station work for 
eight years. Receiving his appointment as 
presiding elder, he served Popular Bluff 
District four successive years, and was 
afterwards appointed each of four years 
to the Washington District. Last of all, he 
served Sikeston, continuing into his fourth 
year. When he received the last appoint- 
ment his health was breaking down, and 
he was able to preach but four times after 
his return from Conference. A severe 
spell of sickness came in the beginning of 
his last year; and finding himself a phys- 
ical wreck, he removed to Fredericktown 



about the middle of the year, having been 
supported on his charge till that time. He 
took a trip to Texas, hoping it might help 
him. Finding no relief, but waxing worse, 
he came home to Fredericktown to die. 
Here, lovingly attended by his family, phy- 
sician, and friends, he lingered till June 20, 
1900, when he quietly breathed his last. 
Brother Green was a good preacher, hon- 
est, earnest, and true. Having himself a 
deep and clear religious experience, he 
urged others to seek it. He was accus- 
tomed to bring home with earnestness and 
good effect the inquiry as to a personal 
consciousness of acceptance with God, and 
it seemed to him dangerous for professed 
Christians to be living without it. His 
sermons were thoughtfully and prayerful- 
ly arranged. Some of them were of spe- 
cial worth and excellence. His sermon on 
the “Israelite indeed” is remembered by 
many, and its influence will abide in com- 
ing years. Under his ministry sinners 
were converted and the Church edified. 
Brother Green was a just man. As a mem- 
ber of the board of finance, he was always 
ready to contend for the strictest justice in 
the distribution of benevolent funds. He 
believed in business integrity. Churches, 
according to his view of it, were censura- 
ble for failing to pay their preachers; but 
preachers were bound, nevertheless, to pay 
their bills. For a preacher to go off from 
a charge leaving bills for friends to pay 
only to save the Church from scandal, or 
not to be paid at all, he believed to be 
not only wrong in principle, but terribly 
damaging in practice. A minister, he be- 
lieved, should be a scrupulous exemplar of 
business integrity. He was ready when 
the summons came. To the question. 
“How is it with you now?” the answer 
was, “All is well! All is well!” A little 
later he gasped, and then once again, and 
he had peacefully fallen on sleep. Thus 
Albert Jackson Green, on the 20 tn day of 
June, 1900, ended his earthly career and 
entered into rest. Having lived well, he 
died well; and the mourners are a widow 
and four children, with relatives and 
friends and all his brethren of the St. 
Louis Conference who knew him, and the 
membership of the churches wherever he 
labored. 

John W. Robinson was born in Camp- 
bell county, Virginia, April 15, 1824. At 
the age of seventeen he was brought by his 
parents to, and settled in, Callaway coun- 
ty. While residing there he was sent to 
St. Charles College, and spent two years in 
that institution. Later in life he was a 
teacher in that school. When quite young 
he was converted at a camp meeting in the 
country where his parents lived, and be- 
came identified with the Methodist Church 
for life. On the 10th of July, 1849, he was 
granted license to preach, and exercised 
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the functions of a local preacher for twen- , 
ty-five years. in the interim being ordained 
deacon* by Bishop Early, and subsequently : 
elder by Bishop Kavanaugh. Though a 
young man, he concluded that it was “ not 
good for man to be alone,” and at the age 
of twenty-one (in 1845) he was married in 
St. Charles county to Miss Dorcas Griffith. 
This happy union, begun in young life, 
lasted for more than fifty years. March 
26, 1895, this aged and beloved couple cel- 
ebrated the fiftieth anniversary (golden 
wedding) of their marriage. Many friends 
gathered on that occasion at Clayton, 
where brother Robinson was pastor of the 
Methodist church, and paid due reverence 
to the pilgrims who had journeyed thus far 
in loving unity, a unity unbroken by any 
sorrow. Respecting the life of such a lov- 
ing pair, it may be said that deep affection 
for, and a proper consideration of, each 
other’s duties and responsibilities marked 
their course and lightened many a heavy 
burden. The chain that bound them as 
one for more than half a hundred years, 
running like a golden thread through an 
eventful life, was broken a few years since, 
when the loving wife and devoted mother 
of his children, now doubly orphaned, 
weary, worn, and exhausted by many toils 
and cares, “fell on sleep,” leaving her 
companion to journey alone a few years 
longer. Brother Robinson was never him- 
self after the departure of his wife. He 
felt that “something had gone out of his 
life” that could never be found here. 
There was a manifest yearning for the 
sweet companionship that had become a 
part of his very life. He had not long to 
wait for a reunion, one that will never be 
broken. On the 22d of September, 1900, 
in the city of Chicago, he “ceased at once 
to work and live, and died, his father’s 
God to meet.” While his Conference was 
in session in St. Louis, his purified spirit 
passed to the “regions beyond” to join 
the glorified hosts of God, and renew the 
companionship with “Dorcas,” the lovely, 
no longer infirm and a sufferer, as in life, 
but bright and glowing in all the splendor 
of youth immortal. The memorial serv- 
ices at St. John’s Church, conducted by 
his brother ministers, and participated in 
by many loving friends, was one of those 
sweet and touching occasions when the 
heart swells with hope and faith exults in 
triumph that the law of life is mightier 
than decay and death. We all felt tnat it 
was good to be there, even though the hour 
was tinged with sadness at parting with 
one so long honored and loved. Brother 
Robinson was admitted into the traveling 
connection in 1874, and became actively 
identified with the St. Louis Conference, 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and 
remained a member thereof until his trans- 
fer to the “General Assembly and Church 
of the Firstborn.” The life of brother 



John W. Robinson was singularly charac- 
terized by unselfishness, simplicity, and 
sincerity. It was well said of nim that he 
was “free from jealousy, a just man, and 
a loving character.” His work was his 
passport to confidence. His life was a liv- 
ing comment upon his profession, and 
monumental now that he is gone. He was 
one of the “old-time” Christians, who 
taught what he believed, and lived what 
he taught. From a deep and all-satisfying 
experience he could say, “I know whom I 
have believed.” This knowledge of Christ 
was the source of his strength. From it he 
never departed, and it was his consolation 
in life, as well as his support in the last 
hour.

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^ Hiram Pierce Walker was born in 
Fleming county, and died in Lexington, 
Kentucky, June 23, 1900, aged sixty-four 
years. He joined the Kentucky Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
in the fall of 1856. Brother Walker was 
called by his brethren to many places of 
honor and trust. He was elected to the 
General Conference in 1870, and, with one 
or two exceptions, continued to represent 
his Conference in that body until failing 
health compelled him to retire from active 
work. Besides his service on circuits and 
stations, filling many of the first appoint- 
ments of his Conference, he was many 
years in the office of presiding elder, whicn 
responsible position he filled with great 
credit to himself and acceptably to the 
Church. At the close of the civil war, 
when the interests of Southern Methodism 
were in great peril, he was appointed to 
the pastorate of Hill Street Church in Lex- 
ington, Ky.; and it is very lai'gely due to 
his wise and conservative course during 
those years of strife and confusion that we 
were able to hold our place in this young 
and growing city. Then in 1876 he was 
the second time appointed to serve this 
same church. In addition to this he was 
presiding elder of the Lexington District 
two full terms. In the truest and best 
sense he was an evangelist. During his 
astorate in the city of Covington, Ky., he 
eld one of the greatest revivals ever held 
in that city; and while serving the Lexing- 
ton church he held a meeting in which 
more than one hundred were added to the 
Church. These meetings were continued 
from eight to twelve weeks. For a num- 
ber of years he was an active and useful 
member of the parent Board of Missions. 
When the Church decided to publish the 
Pacific Advocate on our western coast, he 
was selected by the General Conference as 
its first editor, but for some reason declined 
the office. As a student he was painstak- 
ing and diligent, as a writer accurate and 
clear, as a speaker fluent and effective. In 
his investigations he sought to sound to 
their utmost depths all questions of doc- 
trine and polity. With a firm grasp he 
held, and with an ardent and cumulative 
devotion he sought to defend and propa- 
gate, the faith of our Zion. From the first 
he was a leader, and for forty years he 
walked in company with the best men of 
his Church. That period covered by his 
life was not free from conflict, and he was 
not slow 10 meet the foe in all ecclesiastical 
contests. Perhaps he best disclosed, with 
the beauty of perfection, the more noble 
traits of his manly and Christlike character 
in his personal intercourse with men. His 
heart was enlarged by grace, and to a large 
store of natural tenderness he added that 
wealth of affection which comes as the fe- 
licitous possession of that life whose build- 
er and maker is God. Like his divine 



Master, he sought to do good. In his 
home life the fruits of the Spirit came to 
rare maturity. To him each member of 
his family was a peculiar care. He car- 
ried his loved ones upon his heart, and the 
devotion was mutual. During the last four 
or five years of his life he sought to over- 
come a fatal malady. The struggle was 
long and bitter; shadows interspersed with 
sunshine, now a hope, then a fear, until at 
last the strong man succumbed to the in- 
evitable; and most sublimely beautiful was 
the quiet hour of life’s sunset. Some fifteen 
years ago his wife, the mother of his chil- 
dren, the companion of his youth, entered 
into rest. He carried her back to their na- 
tive county and buried her in the Fleming 
county cemetery. It was to this same 
sacred spot that loving hands bore the 
crumbling casket of our departed brother, 
to await the will of God and the coming of 
Him who is the Resurrection and the Life. 
Fleming county has had many illustrious 
sons, but' no truer man has ever come 
forth from her gates, bearing as his only 
resource the fair and exhilarating prophe- 
cy and promise of youth, than he who, 
after life’s weary and toilsome journey is 
finished, comes to his last rest with untar- 
nished name amid the graves of his fathers. 
Kentucky Methodism, especially in this far- 
famed and fertile Bluegrass region, has had 
a unique history. Many of the bravest and 
truest men have wrought well; but from 
the time of the sainted Asbury to this 
eventful day, she has produced no man 
who sought more assiduously her welfare, 
while her fortunes rested upon his heart 
until he finished his course. There never 
was the slightest blur or blot upon the fair 
name of this true and valiant son of the 
Church. Let us lay this last flower upon 
his grave, emulate his example, cherish the 
memory of his virtues, and live to see him 
again. 

Eli H. Godbet was born in Pulaski 
county, Kentucky, October 4, 1858. He 
was married August 2, 1877, to Mary E. 
Wesley. Several years after his marriage 
he was converted, and soon thereafter en- 
tered the ministry, and joined the Ken- 
tucky Conference at Versailles in 1885. 
His first appointment was Moreland Cir- 
cuit, where he stayed four years. His next 
charge was Salvisa, where he remained 
four years. Here he held some great re- 
vivals, and large numbers were converted, 
and the churches were greatly strength- 
ened with additions and spiritual life, and 
the charge was divided into two circuits 
in consequence of it. His next work was 
Clay Village, or Christiansburg Circuit, 
where he stayed only one year on account 
of his wife’s health, and at his own request 
was moved. His next appointment was 
Perryville. He stayed there four years, 
and while there his wife died. He was 
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married to Miss Anna F. Leachman No- 
vember 14, 1895. He was next sent from 
Perryville to Chaplin Circuit, where he 
“fell on sleep,” in the second year of his 
ministry, November 28, 1899. His funeral 
was preached the same day in his church 
at Chaplin. He was followed the next day 
by a large procession of his parishioners 
from the circuit to Perryville, where they 
mingled their tears with those of his old 
parish, as they placed the body to rest by 
the side of his first wife, to await the call, 
“Arise, ye dead, and come to judgment.” 
He was blessedly sanctified at Wilmore 
camp meeting in the summer of 1895, and 
lived a happy, cheerful life. “In labors 
he was abundant.” He knew how to per- 
suade sinners with pathos. He spoke from 
the heart, and with that fervency of zeal 
so necessary to reach men. He was very 
agreeable in private conversation, ever 
willing to communicate to others. There 
was nothing gloomy about him, but he was 
singularly cheerful and charitable in dis- 
position. He was also wonderfully endued 
with modesty. There was no rudeness 
about him on the one hand, and no guile 
on the other. How amiable a life this is, 
and how desirable! Was this not the spir- 
it of our friend and brother? Why should 
it not be ours? What the foundation of 
his integrity and sincerity? Not excel- 
lence of natural temper, not the force of 
education, but faith in God and a “lively 
hope” of an “inheritance incorruptible.” 
Truly, he “being dead, yet speaketh.” 
Hear him to family, congregation, and all: 
“Be ye followers of me, as I am also of 
Christ.” He leaves five orphans by his 
first wife, and a faithful and devoted wife 
with two small children to mourn the loss 
of a loving husband and kind father. The 
people of his charge at Chaplin gave him 
every needed attention, and paid all prop- 
er respect to his memory after death.

Timothy C. Frogge was born April 21, 
1821, on Wolf River, in Fentress county, 
Tennessee, just at the base of the foothills 
of the Cumberland Mountains, a lovely 
and picturesque spot of the earth. He was 
the son of Cornelius and Deborah Carpen- 
ter Frogge, and a grandson of the Rev. 
Timothy Carpenter, one of the pioneer 
preachers who helped to plant Methodism 
in Kentucky and Tennessee long before 
Timothy Carpenter Frogge was born. T. 

C. Frogge was converted in August, 1837, 
at a camp meeting conducted by the Cum- 
berland Presbyterians in the Popular Cove, 
eight miles from his home. He joined the 
Methodist Church under the ministry of 
Elijah Bosley, September 18, 1837, at Mt. 
Pleasant, in Wayne county, Ky. He was 
called of God to preach a few days after 
his conversion. He always esteemed it a 
great honor to be put into the ministry. 
In telling his experiences he often said: “I 
hailed with delight my call of God to the 
ministry.” He never had any desire or 
ambition to be anything but an humble 
minister of the Lord Jesus Christ. This, 
to him. was the highest honor that could 
be conferred on man. No one ever heard 
him say that he had a hard time. He was 
licensed to preach at a quarterly meeting 
of the Albany Circuit by James King, 
August, 1840, in his nineteenth year. He 



traveled one year as a supply, and was ad- 
mitted on trial into the traveling connec- 
tion in the Kentucky Conference in 1843, 
and admitted to full membership in 1845 
at Franklin, and ordained deacon by Bish- 
op Andrew, and elder by Bishop Paine in 
1847. The appointments which he tilled 
during his long ministry are as follows: 
Columbia, Greensburg, Wayne, Albany, 
two years; Neetsville Mission. Bowling 
Green Circuit, Scottsville, two years: 
Franklin, two years; Hartford, two years; 
Greenville, two years; Bowling Green Cir- 
cuit, two years; Russellville Circuit, two 
years; Bowling Green, one year; Bowling 
Green District, three years; Hopkinsville 
District, four years; Henderson District, 
four years; Columbia District, four years: 
Auburn Circuit, one year; Lewisburg Cir- 
cuit, two years: Rich Pond Circuit, four 
years; Smith’s Grove Circuit, one year; Lew- 
isburg Circuit, four years; Sharon Grove 
Circuit, two years; Gold City, one year, 
and the remainder of his life superannu- 
ated. He was twice married, first to Har- 
riett C. WMson, of Albany, Ky., January 
7, 1847. By this marriage there were born 
to him four children. Two died in infan- 
cy, and his wife died at Hartford in 1855. 
He was married the second time to Mrs. 
Mary C. Pillow, whose maiden name was 
Duncan, on May 8, 1856. The fruit of this 
marriage was two children, one dying in 
infancy, and T. W. Frogge, at whose home 
he died, is the other. If there ever lived 
and died a man who had complete mastery 
of himself by divine force, T. C. Frogge 
was that man. One intimate with him 
says: “He was my presiding elder eight 
years, and spent many days and nights in 
our home, and we have often been in his 
house; we have been together in many of 
the homes of our people. For years and 
years we roomed together at Annual Con- 
ferences. I have heard him in debates 
with ministers of various denominations: 
have been his moderator; have seen him 
in almost every conceivable phase of life, 
and I speak but truth when I say I never 
saw him manifest an unkind spirit, never 
heard him say an unkind word, nor do an 
unkind or wrong thing. So far as out- 
ward manifestations were concerned, from 
my standpoint, he was a perfect man.” 
As a preacher he was far above the aver- 
age, though never a very popular preach- 
er with the masses. He was usually slow 
and deliberate in speech. He said more in 
a few words than any man we ever heard, 
for he never used a surplus word. If per- 
fection in speech consists in brevity and 
the use of the best words to convey the 
clearest idea, then he reached perfection 
on this line. Being complained of for 
preaching too short and speaking too low 
in the beginning of his sermons, he said: 
“I preach short that I may preach long; l 
preach slow that I may preach fast: I 
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preach low that I may preach loud.” If it 
■could be said that brother Frogge had a 
fault, it was seen in his fondness for public 
debate with other Christian denominations. 

If ever a man had a divine call to publicly 
defend the truth and drive away all strange 
doctrines it was T. C. Frogge. Any Metho- 
dist who ever heard him debate and was not 
charmed with his Christian spirit and a be- 
lief of the necessity of his work, was surely 
blinded by a dislike of controversy. About 
the time brother Frogge was in the prime 
of intellectual Christian manhood there 
was being waged an unreasonable and an 
unchristian warfare all over Kentucky 
against the Pedobaptists and the baby- 
sprinklers, as we were contemptuously 
called. So there was nothing left for us to 
do but to fight or give up the field. Fully 
appreciating the situation, brother Frogge 
threw himself with all his Christian powers 
into the midst of the fight. He had about 
seventeen regular pitched battles with the 
immersionists and three with the univer- 
salists. He never lost a battle, nor was he 
injured in spirit or doctrine. Brother 
Frogge was the safest and most successful 
debater Methodism ever had in Kentucky. 
There were many more learned and re- 
nowned than he, but none ever impressed 
the truth more clearly upon the minds and 
consciences of the people. His strong 
points in debate were, first, his inimitable 
Christian spirit; second, his mastery of 
himself — he never became excited and lost 
his bearings; third, he was perfectly famil- 
iar with his subject, and with the doctrine 
of his opponent. He knew all the strong 
positions of his antagonist, and the lurking 
places of the enemy — he was never taken 
by surprise; fourth, he fortified all his po- 
sitions by the word of God, and was never 
driven from his stronghold; his proof-texts 
were clear-cut and impregnable; fifth, his 
power to show in the fewest words the 
error of his opponent. His powers of rep- 
artee were wonderful. No man who knew 
him ever dared to cross swords with him 
here. His knowledge of New Testament 
Greek was wonderful, when we are told 
that he never went to school but three 
months in his life. He was a fine student 
through all his ministerial life. He had a 
fine knowledge of the pui*est and best En- 
glish, and he never seemed to use a super- 
fluous word. He never tried to be popular. 
If he ever spoke a word in flattery no one 
ever heard it. He was as polite and cour- 
teous to the poorest and most ignorant as 
he was to the most refined and cultured. 
He had only one set of manners; these he 
used at home on all occasions, as well as 
abroad. He was kind and even polite to 
his horse, his dog, and the cats. Every 
living man or beast that came in close 
touch with him loved him. After four 
days and a half of intense suffering from 
a complication of diseases incident to old 



age, he fell asleep at his son’s — the old 
homestead, on Mud River, three miles east 
of Russellville — on November 28, just a year 
and a few days after the death of his wife. 
When told that he could live but a day or 
two, he said: ‘‘It is all right; I am ready.” 
‘‘Have you any word to send to your 
brothers of the Conference?” He said; 
‘‘Tell them to live right and meet me in 
heaven.” ‘‘Have you any text of Scrip- 
ture now that gives you comfort?” He 
said: ‘“The Lord is my Shepherd; I shall 
not want.” He was greatly beloved by 
his brethren of the Conference. He was 
presiding elder fifteen consecutive years, 
and was once elected to the General Con- 
ference. A large concourse of relatives 
and friends and five ministers of the Con- 
ference were at his funeral. We laid him 
away by the side of his wife, in the Duncan 
graveyard, where sleeps Dr. Edward Ste- 
venson. One-half mile east from there 
sleeps the Rev. John Littlejohn; and one- 
half mile east of him, in sight of where 
brother Frogge died, sleeps the Rev. Val- 
entine Cook — four great and good men. 
It is a beautiful valley where these godly 
heroes slumber.

John N. Allen was born September 29. 
1829, in Cheatham county. Tennessee; was 
converted under the preaching of the Rev. 
C. C. Mayhew, when eighteen years of age: 
licensed to preach when twenly-one years 
of age, and joined the Tennessee Conference 
the same year. Coming to Illinois in 1881. 
he was appointed to Canton Station; to 
Rushville the following year; was presid- 
ing elder of Murphysboro District for four 
years, commencing with the fall of 1883. 
lie afterwards tilled stations and circuits. 
For the last two years he had preached at 
Fountain. He was twice married, first to 
Miss Nancy Greer, with whom he lived 
happily until she was called away by 
death. He was again married to Mrs. 
Clara Cooney, who survives him. He 
peacefully fell asleep in Jesus, July 4, 1900. 

Herbert Reed was born in St. Louis. 
Mo., December 1, 1841. His parents moved 
to Kentucky and remained there until he 
was twelve years of age, when they re- 
moved with him to Jasper county, Illinois, 
where he volunteered to serve in the Union 
army. He served three years, and received 
wounds that he carried to his grave. He 
was converted and joined the Methodist 
Episcopal Church in early life, and during 
his service maintained his Christian char- 
acter. He was licensed to preach by the 
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Rev. J. W. Westcott, at Moccasin, in 1876; 
and was ordained deacon by Bishop Kav- 
anaugh, in Marion, September, 1880. He 
served two years as a supply, and then 
united with the Illinois Conference, and 
was ordained elder by Bishop McTyeire in 
1884. He traveled in the Conference for a 
number of years. His health failing sev- 
eral years ago, he was given the supernu- 
merary relation, during which time he was 
eminently successful in the evangelistic 
work, and through his labors many have 
been brought to Christ. His end was 
peace. He rests from his labors, and his 
work will follow him.

R. P. Holt was born in Jefferson coun- 
ty, Kentucky, January 25, 1809. Early in 
life he moved to New Albany, Ind., and in 
1885 he settled in Hannibal, Mo. He made 
the right kind of a start in life by seeking 
the “Kingdom of God and his righteous- 
ness.” At the age of eighteen he was con- 
verted and joined the Methodist Church. 
In 1841 he joined the Missouri Conference. 
Nearly all the charges in north Missouri 
were served by him. When the Church di- 
vided, he went with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. He was presiding elder in 
Missouri before coming to Illinois, in 1869, 
where he helped in completing the organiza- 
tion of the Illinois Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South.

He was a regular at- 
tendant upon divine service, and his pres- 
ence lent a constant inspiration. He de- 
lighted to testify to the goodness of God. 
and as the lamp of life gradually burned 
lower and lower, the light from above 
grew brighter. His faith was ready when 
the Master called.” He was married to 
Miss Nancy Hatton, of New Albany, Ind., 
in August, 1884. She preceded him in 
1882. Two daughters mourn their loss. 
He fell on sleep December 11, 1899. We 
feel that our brother is at home.

Jacob Gruwell was born in Pible coun- 
ty, Ohio, July 16, 1807, and died at his 
home in San Jose, May 2, 1900, aged nine- 
ty-two years, nine months, and sixteen 
days. When five years of age he moved 
with his parents to what is now the state 
of Indiana, but what was then known as 
the “Jackson Purchase.” Here he grew 
to manhood. At the age of seventeen he 
was powerfully convicted at a revival 
meeting held near where he lived. One 
night as he was riding through a dense 
wood amid the deep darkness of the night, 
his sins pressed so sorely upon him that he 
alighted from his horse, and falling upon 
his knees he determined never to leave 
that spot until God for Christ’s sake should 
convert him. In the midst of that dark- 
ness the light of God’s smile broke into his 
soul and the raptures of pardon over- 
whelmed him. So clear, so bright was the 
change that he never doubted it, and ever 
after in his ministry he labored to bring 
others into the same clear experience. He 
knew how to point sinners to the Saviour, 
and was wonderfully successful in this 
work. After his conversion he joined the 
Methodist Church, although his parents 
were Baptists. When he was twenty-two 
years of age he married Miss Margaret 
Lightfoot, with whom he lived happily for 
nearly half a century. Moving to Illi- 
nois, he engaged in farming for a number 
of years. He next went to Iowa, where 
he was licensed to exhort May 18, 1840. 
and to preach June 28, 1848. He was or- 
dained deacon by Bishop Waugh in 1847. 
In 1849 in the great rush to California he 
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name with his family, and amid untold 
hardships and suffering he reached our 
golden shores in the fall. He was sepa- 
rated from his family at Salt Lake City by 
the Mormons, who marked him as a victim 
of the IJanites, or “destroying angels.” 
Nor did he see them again until near 
Christmas of that year after reaching Cal- 
ifornia. The manner in which he battled 
with the difficulties in desert and moun- 
tains, over a trackless region, marked the 
energy and courage of the man. In 1850 
he came to Stockton, and in the fall of that 
year moved to Santa Clara, where he made 
his home. In 1852 he was elected a mem- 
ber of the California Senate, the capital of 
the state being then at Vallejo. Soon 
after reaching California he united with 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, as 
he declared, from principle. He was thor- 
oughly in sympathy with the economy of 
our Church. In 1856 he was admitted on 
trial into the Pacific Conference. He was 
wonderfully successful as a revivalist. 
His great power lay in his gift as an ex- 
horter. He had also a faculty of persuad- 
ing men to act upon their religious convic- 
tions. Nor were his efforts expended in 
merely persuading them to join the Church. 
He believed in a Holy Ghost religion — a 
genuine change of heart; and he was un- 
willing that any one should stop short of 
it. He had as much to do with planting 
our Church in the Santa Clara Valley as 
any one man. He was recommended from 
the Santa Clara Circuit Quarterly Confer- 
ence to the Pacific Conference held in 
Sacramento, Bishop Kavanaugh being 
present for the first time. He was first 
sent to the Gilroy Circuit as junior preacher 
under J. S. Saunders. In 1857-8 he served 
Santa Clara Circuit. On account of sick- 
ness he could not attend Conference that 
year, and was not admitted till the follow- 
ing year. In 1859 the Oregon District was 
organized and O. Fisher appointed presid- 
ing elder, and brother Gruwell was ap- 

S ointed to Eugene City in that district. 

[e and brother Fisher, taking their fam- 
ilies in private conveyances, made the 
entire trip overland, as the winter was 
coming on. They encountered rain and 
snow-storms as they crossed the moun- 
tains, enduring hardships and suffering 
that can never be recorded, counting them- 
selves happy that they were esteemed wor- 
thy to suffer such things for the sake of the 
Lord Jesus. The next fall brother Gruwell 
made the entire trip to Conference on 
horseback, that he might in person report 
the prospects of our Church in Oregon. 
Another district was organized — the Jack- 
sonville District — and he was appointed 
presiding elder. In 1861 he served the 
Suisun Circuit; 1862 he was presiding elder 
on the Marysville District; 1868, presiding 
elder of the Washoe District in Nevada 
Territory; left without an appointment in 



1864: in 1865 located at his own request: 
readmitted in 18G8, and sent to the Silvy- 
ville Circuit; 1869. returned to Silvyville; 
1870, Dixon Circuit; 1871, Hicksvillc Cir- 
cuit; 1872, Dixon Circuit; 1873-4, Knight s 
Landing; 1875-6, Sonora; 1877-8, Oakdale 
Circuit; 1879. Stockton; 1880, Lemoore Cir- 
cuit; 1881. Oakdale Circuit; 1882, Goliad 
Circuit; 1883 he was superannuated, which 
relation he held until his death. He spent 
his last days in San Jose in the heart of the 
valley where he had reared his family, and 
which was the field of so much of his labors. 
Not a shadow fell athwart his pathway as 
he approached the end of his pilgrimage. 
Nothing delighted him more than to have 
his brethren of the ministry visit him, and 
his greatest joy was to talk of the home he 
was nearing. Sometimes he would break 
out into singing, sometimes into a shout. 
His faith took hold of that which was real 
and enduring. The day before he died he 
said to brother Squires, his pastor: “I am 
farther out than you have ever seen me.” 
He was not afraid of the deep as the shores 
of time receded. He knew what was be- 
fore him. and that the haven was not far 
off, on whose banks lay “ the city that had 
foundations, whose builder and maker was 
God.” As his mind began to wander, 
earth and heaven seemed to be mingling. 
He had not fully left the one nor reached 
the other. Those who stood round his bed 
watching the change heard him preaching 
a funeral sermon, most touching and beau- 
tiful. Then he performed a marriage cere- 
mony; that was the last. Lifting his hands 
and raising his eyes, he exclaimed. “Moth- 
er [the name by which he always called his 
first wife] and the children!” We of earth 
heard no more, for he went in with them 
and came no more out.

William G. E. Cunnyngham was born 
in Knox county, Tennessee, December 3, 
1820. His ancestors on his father’s side 
were among the earliest Scotch-Irish pio- 
neers in the state; and his own father, the 
Rev. Jesse Cunnyngham, of blessed mem- 
ory, was carried off by a raiding party of 
Indians when only four years old, and res- 
cued after his captor had been pursued and 
killed. This Jesse Cunnyngham was mar- 
ried to Miss Mary Etter, of German extrac- 
tion and of line character. She was as 
steady as clockwork in all her ways. It is 
related of her that she kept on attending 
to all her household duties without inter- 
mission while the shells were flying close 
about her during the battle of Lookout 
Mountain. In all his earlier years Dr. 
Cunnyngham lived the plain and whole- 
some "life of a country boy, working on the 
farm, going to school as he had opportuni- 
ty, and laying the solid foundation for fu- 
ture usefulness. The best of his mental 
training came from his contact with his 
father, whom he greatly admired and 
loved, and from certain good old English 
books, including Addison’s Spectator, that 
formed a part of the family library. He 
early contracted a decided love for read- 
ing/ and learned to write a hand that was 
as perfect as copperplate, and- that lost 
none of its firmness and roundness with 
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advancing age. His religious education 
was not forgotten. Both his parents re- 
garded it as the main thing. No gross 
sins defiled his youth. Very early he ex- 
perienced the grace of regeneration, and 
formally assumed the vows of Church 
membership. In 1843 he joined the Hol- 
ston Conference on probation, in a class of 
thirteen, only one of whom, the venerable 
J. C. Pendergrast, of the Pacific Confer- 
ence, still remains. From the beginning 
his ministry was successful. In some of 
his charges he witnessed great revivals of 
religion, and everywhere he was a useful 
and acceptable preacher. During the first 
decade of his itinerancy he filled the fol- 
lowing charges: Estillville, Chattanooga, 
Athens, Knoxville, Tazewell, and Abing- 
don. In 1852 he was married to Miss Bet- 
tie Litchfield, of Abingdon, Va., and soon 
afterwards was appointed to our new mis- 
sion in China. The journey to his distant 
Held, vastly more difficult then than now, 
was full of strange experiences and vari- 
ous hardships. On arriving in China he 
addressed himself to the study of the lan- 
guage, and soon became able to use it as a 
vehicle for preaching. Not content with 
superficial methods, he also undertook to 
master the literature and philosophy of the 
strange people to whom he had been sent, 
and met with the most gratifying success. 
But his studies did not abate his ardor for 
evangelistic work. He preached incessant- 
ly for nine years on the streets and in the 
chapels, and saw much fruit of his labors. 
The universal testimony of those who were 
associated with him is that he was one of 
the most faithful and diligent missionaries 
on the field. The failing health and threat- 
ened death of his wife compelled him in 
1861 to return to the United States. Not 
being able to get through the Federal lines, 
he was transferred by Bishop Kavanaugh 
to the Kentucky Conference and stationed 
at Shelby ville, Ky., where he also taught 
classes in the Science Hill Academy, of 
which Mrs. Julia Tevis was the noted 
principal. In the spring of 1865, the war 
being over, he returned to Abingdon, Va., 
and lived there till 1873, holding for the 
greater part of that time the pastorate of 
the church at that place, and also occupy- 
ing a chair in Martha Washington College. 
As always and everywhere, he was much 
beloved in that old town. In the fall of 
1873 he was appointed to Church Street 
Station at Knoxville, and continued in it 
for two years, at the end of which time he 
was elected to fill the vacancy created by 
the resignation of Dr. A. G. Haygood, as 
Sunday-school editor. This latter post he 
retained by successive reelections till 1894, 
or for eighteen full years. The rest of his 
life, instead of being idled away, was spent 
in doing literary work. He wrote two val- 
uable books: “The Foreign Missionary” 
and “A Young People’s History of the 
5 



Chinese.” A spell of the grip through 
which he passed four years ago left him 
much debilitated, and quite gradually he 
relaxed his grasp on life and its duties. 
His last days were very beautiful. He 
kept sweet and gentle to the end. Every- 
body looked up to him with a sort of ten- 
der reverence. The wife of his youth min- 
istered to him with incessant fidelity. His 
son and daughter, both of whom he had 
the happiness of seeing well settled in life, 
and his grandchildren also, petted and ca- 
ressed him. Best of all, the peace of God 
abode with him. He was “calmly un- 
afraid of death.” When the end came on 
March 31, 1900, he was ready for the sum- 
mons. After suitable and simple service 
in old McKendree Church, his body was 
buried in Mt. Olivet Cemetery, and his 
soul departed to be “forever with the 
Lord.” Any effort to fully appraise his 
character would be out of place here. A 
few things, however, may be said in that 
regard. He was a man of rare intelli- 
gence. His stock of knowledge was both 
wide and accurate. In a social circle or 
about a family fireside he was the most 
charming of companions. As a preacher 
he always commanded the attention of 
thoughtful and devout hearers. The mat- 
ter of his sermons was both clear and 
strong, and his expression chaste and ele- 
ant. At times he spoke with great free- 
om and power. Those who listened to 
him often appreciated him best. His ed- 
itorial work received almost universal 
approbation, and left an indelible impres- 
sion upon the Church. As far as his Cnris- 
tian character is concerned, it is doubtful 
whether w r e have ever had a man among 
us who surpassed him. From his youth 
up he maintained an unbroken record of 
consecration. He was sensitively clean in 
thought, word, and life. It was not his 
habit to talk much of himself. He had a 
very humble view of his own merits, and 
was utterly averse to anything like parade 
or boasting. Yet on tit occasions he did 
not hesitate to bear a firm testimony to the 
saving grace of Jesus Christ. His faith 
was strong and steady, and his spirit as 
serene as the stars. It may be said of him 
now, as was said of him at fifty-six annual 
sessions of this Conference: “There is 

nothing against him.” 

Joseph F. Wampler was born in Wise 
county, Virginia, January 3, 1848. He 
was converted at the age of sixteen, and 
was licensed to exhort soon thereafter. 
He was admitted on trial into the Holston 
Conference, Methodist Episcopal Church. 
South, at Bristol, Tenn., in 1876, and faith- 
fully served the Church for twenty-four 
years without a break in his ministry. 
During this time he received fourteen ap- 
pointments. as follows: In 1876, Laurel 
Mission; 1877-8, Vanderbilt Mission; 1879- 
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81, Burnsville Circuit; 1882-3, Catawba 
Circuit; 1884, Brevard Circuit; 1885, Ba- 
kersville Station; 1886-7, Pigeon River Cir- 
cuit; 1888-9, Coal City and Etna Circuit; 
1890, Madisonville Circuit; during this 
year— June 18, 1891 — he was married to 
Miss Ara Moore, at Shell Mound, Tenn.; 
in the fall of 1891 he and his bride were 
sent to Spring City and Evansville; in 1892 
he was transferred to the Western North 
Carolina Conference, where he remained 
but a short time. At the death of the Rev. 
J. L. M. French, of Mary Street Church, 
Bristol, brother Wampler was appointed 
to that charge, and the official notice of his 
transfer back to Holston was recorded at 
the ensuing Annual Conference. From 
that Conference he was sent to Jonesboro 
Circuit, where he remained four years; in 
1897 he was sent to Jacksboro Circuit, and 
in 1898-9 to Charleston Circuit, where he 
“fell on sleep,” May 24, 1900. He wit- 
nessed, under his ministry, between two 
and three thousand conversions. His 
power was in the pulpit. One of his pre- 
siding elders once declared that he was a 
veritable cyclone of religious zeal. He 
carried a congregation by storm with the 
imperial sweep of his oratory. Shouts in- 
terrupted his eloquence, and the Spirit’s 
power was present. In prayer he was not 
less effective. He was a good pastor, not 
only among his own people, but with the 
members of other Churches. He loved his 
widowed mother with strong and tender 
devotion, and left her a little home in. 
North Carolina, in which to spend the 
remnant of her days. He loved his family 
with unselfish affection, and labored for 
them in many ways. For the two boys he 
purposed a finished education, saying often 
that he himself had felt the need of it so 
much in his work. An invalid wife elicit- 
ed his tender ministration and care. Dur- 
ing his last sickness she returned a wealth 
of loving attention, standing heroically at 
her post by his bedside until he became 
unconscious, when she broke down, and 
was carried to bed herself. Once, when 
she began to realize that he could not get 
well, she turned her face away to hide her 
falling tears. But he understood, and sa'd 
gently; “Don’t cry mamma; have more 
faith.” He talked to her of dying, and 

S ave specific directions about his affairs. 

\o sick man ever had kinder neighbors. 
But tender nursing and medical skill could 
not stay the hand of his disease — pneu- 
monia. The funeral scene at the church 
in Charleston, Tenn., at an early morning 
hour, will not soon be forgotten. The 
faithful wife was carried to the place in 
a rocking chair. Several preachers of the 
Holston Conference were present. The 
services were simple but impressive. Dr. 
Sullins sang “I want to go there, don’t 
you?” Tears fell almost like rain. We 
buried the dead soldier of the cross near 



Shell Mound, Tenn., where some nine 
years before he had gone for his happy 
bride. A letter from her recently, says: 
“A purer, better man never lived than Mr. 
Wampler.” Who knew him better, or 
could pay to his memory a richer trib- 
ute? 

John Alley was born August 11, 1825, 
and died April 10, 1900. He was licensed 
as an exhorter in 1844, and as a preacher 
he was licensed in 1845. He entered Hol- 
ston Conference in the fall of 1845, was 
ordained deacon by Bishop Andrew, at 
Jonesboro in 1847, and was ordained elder 
by Bishop Andrew in 1848, at Chattanoo- 
ga. He went to the Jasper Circuit in 1847, 
and was married to Miss Elizabeth J. Kirk- 
lin, September 27, 1848. Brother Alley 
stood second in the chronological roll of 
Holston Conference at the time of his 
death, William Robeson above and R. M. 
Hickey next below him. He was devoted 
to the Church in all her interests and en- 
terprises. He loved the work of the itin- 
erant ministry, and never seemed better 
contented than when he had the harness 
on. He went direct from the labors of the 
Methodist Church to the rest of the Church 
triumphant. His good wife preceded him 
to the better land only one year, three 
months, and three days. The major part 
of his life and ministry was spent in Se- 
quatchee Valley. It can be truthfully said 
that he married more people and preached 
more funeral sermons than any Methodist 
preacher that ever lived and died in this 
valley. But his long, eventful, and useful 
life has ended at last. He sleeps beside his 
companion at Chapel Hill, where he had 
done more preaching than at any other 
place. During his last illness, in conver- 
sation with loved friends, he said all was 
well, that his moral sky was bright and his 
hope of heaven sweet. He left two chil- 
dren behind to fight the good tight of faith 
(W. T. Alley and Mrs. Mary Thurman). 
So one by one the old guard are quitting 
the shores of time, and answering to the 
roll-call on the other side. The line of 
workers in the Church is being thinned at 
one end and recruited at the other. Now 
and then the young as well as the old fall 
out of the line of battle; so it will continue, 
till we all obey the summons. May we all 
be ready.

William G. Dorris was born in Sumner 
county, Tenn., May 6. 1815; and died April 
8, 1900. He was twice married. At the age 
of twenty years he was married to Miss 
Charlotte Cain, of Huntsville. Ala. • The 
union was a happy one. On October 26, 
1853. he was married to Miss Elzira Ruth, of 
Shelbyville, Tenn., who survives him and 
was worthy of the love he lavished upon 
her. Ten children survive him: two by his 
first wife and eight by his last marriage. 
The exact time of his conversion is not 
recalled. Dates are valuable, but the 
things they represent are often of supreme 
importance. When his intellectual eyes 
were opened he was amazed at the possi- 
bilities opening upon him. He saw a mag- 
nificence in Christianity which thrilled his 
whole being. The Latins invented a word 
which we translate by this term — magnifi- 
cence — which means the best greatness to 
be found. This he sought assiduously, and 
erelong grasped by faith the truth as it is 
in Jesus, and passed into this new empire. 
As is always the case, his newly found hap- 
iness so wrought upon his inner self that 
e was willing to sacrifice earthly successes 
for the best things of God. He saw that it 
was a sacrifice of the low and small. Some- 
thing had to be put aside. When your 
child reached a certain age, you said : 
“It is time to put aside your toys; the 
hour has come for higher things, and 
you must enter upon a larger life.” The 
Holy Spirit thus appealed to his soul 
in what we: Methodists term a “ call to 
preach.” He hesitated, not because that 
call would involve sacrifice, but owing to 
inadequate preparation. When he made 



the discovery that God had welded happi- 
ness and imperfection, he at once decided 
to lay aside earthly prospects that lie 
might help humanity in its upward march. 
He was a prosperous merchant in Decatur. 
Ala. ; had been a judge of one of the 
courts: and was said to be the most popu- 
lar man in Morgan county, Ala. He was 
then about forty-three years old. He con- 
secrated all to God according to the true 
meaning of that word — “full-handed.” 
Everything was laid at the feet of Jesus. In 
1849 he joined the Tennessee Conference. 
Invisible hands impelled him to this step, 
pushing him forward. He bowed in sad- 
ness, not because earth was a failure, but 
because mankind moved up the divine 
height with so slow a step. He had associ- 
ated with men, and saw that, though born 
into the magnificent schoolhouse of the 
age. they would not study its high course, 
he would therefore contribute his influ- 
ence in persuading them to seek the best 
things of God. He became ambitious to 
weave the truths of Christianity into their 
hearts, as musicians weave notes into mu- 
sic. Our brother was a believer in the su- 
pernatural. He learned that God makes 
virtue a supernatural act. not in the sense 
of the miraculous, but in the sense of de- 
riving its impulse from God in him. Thus 
taught, he went in and out before the 
Church of God for forty years, retiring 
from the active work in 1890. Some one 
has said: “Great men are the stakes which 
God has driven down, indicating to what 
the rest of humanity should aspire, and 
after what it should reach.” W. G. Dor- 
ris was a man so well rounded in qual- 
ities as to be classed, according to God's 
measurement, with those lofty souls worthy 
of imitation. His life was one of moral 
beauty. Those most closely identified with 
his life assure us that he would take an 
insult rather than break a friendship. It 
is said he never had a difficulty with any 
one. He was a very fine specimen of phys- 
ical manhood, and also a superb specimen 
of a Christian gentleman. He might have 
adopted Tennyson’s famous lines without 
exaggeration : 

My strength is as the strength of ten. 
Because my heart is pure. 

Brother Dorris was a man who possessed 
a number of qualities that fitted him for 
usefulness in the ministry. He was not a 
genius, but was more. We sometimes use 
a word the force of which is not always 
understood. This word enlarges one’s con- 
ception of the height to which one may 
climb. It is the word “magnanimity.” 
from magna . “great,” and animus, “spir- 
it,” which signifies great-mindedness. Our 
brother was broad-minded, and followed 
the divine method of enlarging and enrich- 
ing his soul. He availed himself of the 
forms of power devised for man’s enno- 
bling. One of the elements of his character 
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was the absoluteness of his self-sacrifice; 
another, the transcendence of his faith. It 
might be said of him, life meant that in- 
ward condition of energetic manhood in 
which the whole man is in harmony with 
itself, and with the whole of the divine 
will, and is entirely surrendered to the di- 
vine purpose. Perhaps his tact was one of 
the most conspicuous qualities of the minor 
elements which go to make the true man. 

A large number stress talent, which is a 
quality of great value; but between talent 
and tact, the latter is far preferable. It 
may not be a sixth sense, but it is the life 
of all the five. If we look into the aggre- 
gation of his qualities, we find he held great 
heart-power. Wise men tell us all power 
begins in heat, and every thought that has 
a history begins as a passion. Heated 
thought only has motion. It is heat that 
makes the world the active force it is. 
This minister poured forth from his heart 
sentences aflame with love. When on cir- 
cuit or station, or when traveling as pre- 
siding elder, his sentences were in a glow, 
and produced a glow in other hearts. 
While not an overshadowing man, you 
rarely find one possessed of so many qual- 
ities which fit one to lead the hosts of God. 
His very gentleness of spirit added to his 
power over men. He was under the sway 
of a law governing one of the kings of 
Athens, wno boasted that no family in 
Athens should ever wear mourning on his 
account. It was the rule of our brother to 
put no drop of bitterness into any one’s 
cup. He was one of the most delightful 
characters in the Tennessee Conference. 
Brother Dorris was not taken by surprise 
when death came knocking at his door. 
During the last two years of his life his 
family witnessed the rapidity of the ripen- 
ing proeess in his spirit and bearing. He 
was constantly singing and talking about 
going home. When the family physician 
notified him the hour had come, he said : 
“I am ready. I have been preparing for 
this for fifty years.” 

Jesse G. Rice, pastor of South Street 
Church, Nashville, Tenn., went to his 
Father and our Father, Tuesday night, 
April 17. 1900. He joined the Conference 
on trial in 1848. Last year, at our Confer- 
ence at Columbia, brother Rice had deter- 
mined to accept a superannuated rela- 
tion, and allow himself to go on the honor 
roll at the close of his forty-nine years 
of service. A little later the brethren 
were very anxious to have him complete 
his fiftieth year in the itinerant service, 
and he was appointed to South Street 
Church, with its cozy little parsonage next 
door to the church and its little congrega- 
tion of kind-hearted laboring people. He 
found his way, as he did always, to the 
hearts of the people, but did not wait for 
the honor roll of the next Conference. He 



heard the Master calling him higher, and 
with his usual cheerful smile entered into 
rest. J. G. Rice was a model itinerant 
preacher. After his eldership began it be- 
came thoroughly understood that he was a 
four-year man. He never asked to be moved, 
and the people never asked that he be 
moved. The longer he remained on a 
work the more he loved his people, and 
the more the people loved him. Not only 
the elder people, but the children took 
him into their hearts. With bright eyes 
and eager questionings they gathered 
about his knees, his keen observations of 
nature enabling him to introduce to them 
the habits of flowers, vines, and trees, and 
the peculiarities of animals, birds, and in- 
sects. When we, by his own request, laid 
him to rest at Green Brier, the church he 
had served four years before coming to 
South Street, the packed church was one- 
third filled with children. As he grew 
riper, he loved more and the people loved 
him more, so that he and the people at 
Green Brier were one in asking that he 
sleep there. We laid him to rest beneath 
the cloudless sky. Two peach trees were 
in full bloom near the grave, and we felt 
sure that the song birds he loved so well 
would come and sing a requiem over his 
sleeping dust. The service at South Street 
before we removed him to Green Brier was 
made particularly interesting by the pres- 
ence. of a large number of preachers who 
had known him longest and best. An 
opportunity was given them to pay a 
tribute to his memory. One of them 
said: “He was a wise man, read the 
best books, knew with singular accura- 
cy the whole breadth of theological teach- 
ing, and belonged to the best class of in- 
structive preachers. He was a fine critic 
of preaching, and had the remarkable fac- 
ulty of correcting the young preachers’ er- 
rors in a way that would make them love 
their critic. He was a fine conversation- 
alist, his words always chaste and clean.” 
Another said: “In all the years I have 
known him, he neither sought an appoint- 
ment nor complained of one that was given 
him.” Another said: “He wasarareman, 
such as we sometimes meet in the shady 
nooks of life. Had Burns, Goldsmith, 
Leigh Hunt, George Macdonald, or Ian 
Maclaren met him, they would have added 
to their repertoire a character as unique 
and beautiful as any to be found in their 
descriptions of noble living in everyday 
life.” Yet another said: “He always 
taught me something. One day when we 
were holding a meeting together, during 
an hour of rest we were sitting where a 
number of butterflies were flitting in the 
sunlight. The smaller were circling about 
little pools of water, restlessly putting in 
their beaks here and there. He said: ‘Now 
watch, and you will see that the large gold- 
en-winged butterflies fly high and keep a 
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straight direction south.’ As I remember 
it to-day my heart says he always flew 
high, and his course was directly heaven- 
ward.” Another, alluding to his tine taste in 
poetry, said: “One day two of us were ap- 
proaching his house in a hard shower of 
rain; the day had been full of rain, with oc- 
casional suspension of the showers. Dur- 
ing these suspensions he had been in his 
garden at work — his clothing and feet were 
soiled with earth. In this deshabille he 
sat on the front porch reading. Calling 
to us, ‘Come in, boys,’ we found that he 
was reading a copy of Burns. After read- 
ing aloud, to our great enjoyment, a num- 
ber of poems, he began to talk of the poet, 
his singular naturalness, which he contrast- 
ed with Milton, Byron, and others; con- 
cluding this instructive talk by saying 
‘ Bobbie ’ was the most natural of them alL 
His sense of quaint humor was with him 
to the last. As I sat by his bedside the 
last time I was with him, his mind wan- 
dering, and only now and then clear, I 
mentioned something that his doctor had 
said. He replied: “Oh, now about doctors, 

I don’t know if they are not very much 
like a farmer who once said of rain after a 
flood had swept away his fences and most 
of his plowed ground, ‘ It is hard to tell 
whether taking it by small and large there 
is most bad or most good in rain,’ ” closing 
with a quaint smile. The most beautiful 
of all that was spoken was in private con- 
versation with his eldest son when he said: 
“ Yesterday brother and I were talking to- 
gether of father. I said to him: ‘For 
some years past whenever I have seen a 
new picture of Christ, studying it has 
brought to me more and more the fea- 
tures that have been ripening in our fa- 
ther’s face for some years past.’ I asked 
my brother if this thought had ever oc- 
curred to him, when he replied, ‘Often.’ ” 
No son ever laid a more honorable wreath 
upon the brow of a father. 

Joseph J. Pitts, son of Joseph B. Pitts 
and his wife, Jane Pitts, was a native of 
Robertson county, Tenn., having been 
born May 14, 1832. He was born again 
November 9, 1849, at Adairville, Ky., and 
received on probation into the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, July 21, 1851, but 
was never formally received into full con- 
nection in the Church. That was not a 
singular experience; this writer had the 
same, and it was a common fact. Pastors 
were sometimes negligent at this point, 
and not unfrequently probationers became 
members of the Church by the statute of 
limitation, and others, for reasons sat- 
isfactory to those in authority, were 
dropped without ceremony. The law may 
have been wise; but the administration 
being faulty in some cases, loss was sus- 
tained both by the Church and individuals. 
The first position which Joseph J. Pitts 
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filled in the Church was that of assistant 
class leader, and the next was that of ex- 
horter. He was licensed to preach by the 
Quarterly Conference of the Red River 
Circuit, Tennessee Conference, August 26, 
1854, and was recommended by the same 
body to the Tennessee Annual Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
as a suitable person to be received on trial 
in the traveling connection. The Confer- 
ence was held that year at Florence, Ala., 
and he was duly received and appointed 
junior preacher on the Dixon Circuit, by 
Bishop Paine; and for forty-five years he 
served circuits and stations, and in the 
forty-sixth year of his ministry he laid his 
credentials down, as clean and unsullied as 
they were when they were placed in his 
hands by the bishop presiding at the time. 
He died at his happy home in Nashville, 
Tenn., August 8, 1900, leaving a widowed 
wife and five children to mourn, but not to 
sorrow as those who have no hope. Under 
all conditions he was amiable and cheerful, 
and his face was wreathed in smiles. Envy, 
that vilest of human passions, whose rec- 
ord in the Holy Book is the worst, could 
never have taken root in a heart so full 
of love. “Let each esteem other better 
than themselves,” was the law of his life, 
and “in honor preferring one another” 
ever marked his treatment of the breth- 
ren. “Am I my brother’s keeper?” ever 
had affirmative answer in his consciousness, 
and he would have felt that he was guilty 
of a mortal sin if he had even listened ap- 
provingly to a suggestion to harm a fellow- 
man. Jesus was the ideal upon which he 
consciously labored to model his character 
and order his life, and he succeeded. Who 
that knew him did not “take knowledge 
of him that he had been with Jesus ”? He 
was a successful pastor, nearly two thou- 
sand souls having been brought into the 
Church under his ministry. For this fact 
we are- indebted to his journal, a unique 
record which is a comprehensive autobiog- 
raphy. Every essential fact of his history is 
there epitomized, and with a simplicity and 
naturalness of style characteristic of the 
author and refreshing to the reader. He 
died with his armor on, having been uni- 
formly a man of one work for nearly a half 
century. If he had no conveyance, he 
walked to his appointments, and traversed 
many a league on foot to meet his engage- 
ments, His average annual receipts for 
his services were less than three hundred 
dollars, and yet he never complained. He 
was twice married, and reared and edu- 
cated five children, and finally died not 
owing any man a cent. He was a good 
preacher and a sweet singer. With a 
voice of great volume and compass, and 
withal melodious, he stirred and moved 
congregations with his wonderful power of 
song. Though his journal sets out in de- 
tail the facts of his ministry, his usefulness 
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cannot be determined by bare statistics 
and arithmetic. It took a wider range 
and reached greater depths than these can 
express. Like Abraham, “he was the 
friend of God,” and as such his impress 
was upon a wide circle of immortal souls, 
many of whom that he knew not of will 
rise up in the judgment and call him 
blessed. If “he is the greatest preacher 
who does most good,” then Joseph J. Pitts 
is worthy to have his name recorded on 
that roll of honor. Dear, faithful, loving 
brother, farewell till the resurrection. 

Absalom H. Reams was born near Spring 
Hill, Tenn., September 27. 1821, and died 
triumphantly September 28, 1900. He was 
converted September 15. 1840, and was ad- 
mitted on trial into the Tennessee Annual 
Conference in October, 1843, and in due time 
Mas received into full connection. He re- 
ceived also in due time his ordination as 
deacon and elder. He traveled as preach- 
er in charge of work seven years, when ill 
health and a delicate and sensitive throat 
forced him to ask and obtain a supernu- 
merary relation, which he sustained until 
October, 1898. when he felt that his work 
was done, and took a superannuated rela- 
tion, but never was an incumbent on the 
Conference for material support. January 
4, 1853, he was married to Miss Martha J. 
Burger; and to them were born eight chil- 
dren. five boys and three girls, six of whom, 
four boys and two girls, are yet living. His 
faithful Christian wife died in peace Sep- 
tember 10, 1877, and about eleven years aft- 
er her death he was married to Miss Sa- 
mantha Gilbert. While he could not re- 
main in the active itinerant work in a pas- 
toral sense, no man was ever more thor- 
oughly itinerant in feeling and consecrated 
purpose. He was a good man, full of faith 
and of the Holy Ghost, and in his sphere 
accomplished much. When he was forced 
by ill health to give up the itinerant work 
of the ministry, he chose the practice of 
medicine, feeling, as he often said, that he 
would become less secularized in that than 
almost any other secular calling. At the 
bedside of the sick he ministered both to 
soul and body, and in the entire bounds of 
his practice ne was truly “the beloved 
physician. ” Asa preacher he was far above 
ordinary; well informed on all the doc- 
trines of his Church, abundantly able and 
always ready to defend them when occa- 
sion required. He was a man of meek and 
quiet spirit, gentle and affectionate disposi- 
tion, tender and conscientious in all his 
dealings with men, firm and decided in 
his convictions, brave and determined in 
his purpose to do right in all things, a large- 
hearted man, with charity for all and mal- 
ice to none; a high-toned Christian gentle- 
man, whom it was easy to love. He was 
a lover of children, and easily won their 
hearts. He was a great peacemaker. No 



wonder he died triumphantly. His son, II. 
B. Reams, who is an honored member of this 
Conference, wrote as f ollows : ‘ ‘A month ago, 
next to my last visit to my father, he was, 
during the whole time of my visit, as clear 
in mind as 1 ever saw him. We talked, as 
we had always done, much about the Bible 
and religious experience. I felt on leaving 
that perhaps that might be, as it was, our 
last conversation. Bending over him, I 
said: ‘Father, how is it with you in this 
hour of suffering and trial? If I should 
not see you again, shall I feel that you are 
all right?’ With meekness, resignation, 
and great deliberation he said: ‘Herschel, 
our relations here must soon be broken up, 
and I feel that God is sustaining me. His 
grace is sufficient for me, and I am all 
right.’ I reached him before he died, but 
he could not speak to me then.” Blessed 
be the God of all comfort, who sustains his 
children as they walk through the valley of 
the shadow of death! He rests from his 
labors, and his works do follow. “Thanks 
be to God, which giveth us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ !”

J. L. Yelton was born in Tennessee, 
February 15, 1840; was converted and 
joined the Church at Ross’s Chapel in East 
Texas in 1870; married Miss Florida Castle 
in 1868. Brother Yelton served several 
years as a supply in the North Texas Con- 
ference. He came to this Conference in 
1892, and served as a supply until 1897, 
when he was admitted on trial, and into 
full connection in 1899. Brother Yelton 
was a pure, transparent, Christian charac- 
ter, of whom it could well be said, “Be- 
hold an Israelite indeed, in whom is no 
guile.” He was not a great man as the 
world counts greatness, but measured by 
the standard that God applies no greater 
man has appeared among us. He was 
consecrated to God. loved his work, and 
loved the people. He was honest, sincere, 
and sympathetic. No envy, prejudice, or 
unholy ambition ever cast a shadow over 
his heart. At the close of the Conference 
of 1899 his name was read out by Bishop 
Key for Moral charge in the Wvnnewood 
District. He was sick then, but like a true 
itinerant he went to his work. He was 
never able to preach after reaching his ap- 
pointment. Being unable to attend his 
first Quarterly Conference, brother Sher- 
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wood, his presiding elder, went to his 
home and administered the sacrament of 
the Lord’s Supper to him and his family. 
A few days after, on the 6th of March, 
1900, the angels came for him, and he went 
home to be with God.

E. G. Duval, son of the Rev. A. B. 
Duval, was born in Tennessee about sixty 
years ago. He died in great peace in the 
hospital in Austin, Tex., October 5, 1900. 
He joined the ranks of the itinerant preach- 
ers of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, about 1863. He was never married. 
He was for many years an active member 
of the West Texas Conference, but for 
many years more he sustained the super- 
annuated relation. During the years of 
his activity he was a zealous, faithful, and 
successful minister of Christ. No man of 
equal ability ever accomplished more. 
Sons and daughters were born unto God 
where he labored, but the time came for 
him to retire. This he did reluctantly. 
As a superannuated preacher he lived the 
life of the righteous. For years he was 
greatly afflicted and almost entirely help- 
less, but his heart was full of love and joy, 
and his mouth was full of praises to God. 
He was an earnest, consistent, happy, 



shouting Methodist preacher, and he died 
full of joy and peace. 

Alanson Brown, son of Alanson and 
Sallie J. Brown, was born in Huntsville. 
Ala., May 3, 1837. He died at his home in 
San Marcos, Tex., April 30, 1900. The six- 
ty-three years of his life were spent in Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, Tennessee, and Texas. 
In 1858, December 14, he was married to 
Miss A. F. Buford, who lived but a few 
years, leaving him one son, Alanson. 
Brother Brown was a civil engineer in an 
Arkansas infantry brigade in the Confed- 
erate army. It was during the war, in 
1863, that he was converted and joined the 
army Church, being baptized by a Primi- 
tive Baptist preacher. He joined the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, at the 
close of the war, and, with R. L. Fagan as 
presiding elder, was licensed to preach 
November 21, 1868. He was admitted into 
the traveling connection in the Tennessee 
Conference in 1869. There he traveled 
several circuits, and there he was married 
to Miss C. E. Moore, who, with seven chil- 
dren, survives him. In 1876 he transferred 
to the West Texas Conference. His charges 
were Beeville Circuit, San Marcos Station, 
Gonzales, Lockhart, Seguin, Corpus Christi 
District, San Antonio District, Leesville 
Circuit, San Marcos Circuit, and Belmont 
Circuit. In 1892 he was placed on the 
supernumerary list, and in 1897 was super- 
annuated. He was a good pastor, a strong 
preacher, being especially strong on the 
doctrines of our Church. He was a great 
sufferer during the last few months of his 
life, but he bore it all bravely, with strong 
faith in God. He talked calmly of his de- 
parture, said he loved everybody, and had 
no fear of death. He has joined the Con- 
ference above, and is with the Great Bish- 
op of our souls, for which we give glory to 
God. 

J. P. Rogers was born in Coosa county, 
Alabama, April 10. 1843, and died in San 
Marcos, Tex., October 27, 1900. He came 
to Jamestown, Tex., quite early, and was 
there converted and joined the Church 
under the ministry of the Rev. T. M. 
Stovall. He was. licensed to preach under 
the Rev. W. K. Masten in the Dallas Dis- 
trict, East Texj'S Conference, March 26. 
1864. At the time of his being licensed he 
was in the Confederate army in north 
Georgia, his examination being conducted 
by the army chaplain, the Rev. J. K. 
Street. At the time he received the letter 
containing his license he was in line of 
battle at New Hope Church in north Geor- 
gia. He was admitted on trial into the 
traveling connection at Paris, in the East 
Texas Conference, October, 1866, Bishop 
Wightman presiding. He was ordained 
deacon by Bishop Wightman at Paris, and 
ordained elder by Bishop Keener, Novem- 
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her 27. 1878. He was discontinued Octo- 
ber, 1867. In 1869 he entered the Trinity 
Conference, located 1874, and was read- 
mitted into the East Texas Conference in 
1881. He was afterwards transferred to 
the West Texas Conference, and was an 
honored superannuated member of it at 
his death. He was a great sufferer from 
bodily afflictions, but has now passed into 
that place where pain shall be no more. 
He loved the Church and her doctrines. 
His work is done, his reward is sure. 

Matthew W. Francis, son of John W. 
and Cynthia W. Francis, was born in Mor- 
gan county, Alabama, January 17, 1863, 
and died at the home of his father-in-law, 
Frank Lancaster, in Gaudalupe county. 
Texas, June 20, 1900. He was converted 
September, 1876, at the age of thirteen, 
under the preaching of brother Ward. He 
came to Texas with his parents in 1882, 
and was licensed to exhort in 1884, when 
J. G. Gillett was his pastor, and H. G. Hor- 
ton his presiding elder. He was licensed 
to preach by the Quarterly Conference of 
San Marcos Circuit, August 22, 1891, and 
was admitted on trial into the West Texas 
Conference at San Marcos in the fall of the 
same year. He was ordained deacon by 
Bishop Wilson in 1893 at Beeville; or- 
dained elder at Llano, 1896, by Bishop 
Keener. He married Rebecca Jane Lan- 
caster January 28, 1896, and she, with two 
children, survives him. Brother Francis 
was a spiritually-minded man, and zealous 
and faithful in the ministry. He traveled 
the Mil burn Circuit two years, the Oxford 
Circuit one year, and again the Mil burn 
Circuit two years, the Helena Circuit three 
years, a .d the Brady Circuit part of the 
year 1900, till his health became so bad he 
could no longer preach. He was entirely 
void of all unholy ambition. He was holy 
in life and all "manner of conversation. 
His last days were of the greatest physical 
suffering, but he constantly rejoiced and 
praised God, dying a most wonderfully 
triumphant death. A true man has gone 
from us, but he is at rest with God.

Alexander Gustavus Brown, the 
youngest son of Dr. Gustavus A. S. Brown 
and Nancy his wife, was born at Stephens- 
burg. a small village south of Winchester, 
in Frederick county, Virginia, on Wash- 
ington’s birthday, February 22, in the year 
1833. His parents were devout members 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church. The 
father, a physician, died when Alexander 
was less than two years old, leaving his 
young family dependent upon their wid- 
owed mother’s exertions. A woman of un- 
common strength of character, she nobly 
met the responsibilities of her sad situation 
and brought up her children independent- 
ly and in the fear of God. Living to a 
great age, she saw the little one she held 
in her arms by his father’s coffin, grown to 
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eminence in the Church and ministry, ten- 
derly caring for her comfort, under his 
roof, through her declining years, and on 
her deathbed heard from his lips cheering 
words of godly exhortation. To her, more 
than to all other human agencies, he al- 
ways ascribed his early conversion and 
consecration to God. At a meeting held 
at Shiloh, in Rappahannock county, under 
the ministry of the Rev. Joseph Carson, in 
the summer of 1848. he was “ born again,” 
being then in his sixteenth year. His 
struggles with poverty had restricted his 
opportunities of education, but he was for 
a time a student in Green way Court Acad- 
em 3 r , Clarke county, Va. Beginning to 
feel impressed by a divine call to the min- 
istry of the gospel, he sought better prepa- 
ration at the academies at Hillsboro and 
New Lisbon in Loudoun county. There 
several sessions were spent. But having 
obtained license as a local preacher in the 
spring of 1853, he decided, on the advice 
of influential ministers, not to delay his 
entrance into the itinerancy; and after 
service on the Manassas Mission under 
the presiding elder, he was received into 
the Virginia Conference on trial at Lynch- 
burg in October, 1853. Thenceforward 
his life was identified with this body, and 
spent in service in the ranks of its clergy. 
That service extended over a period of 
more than forty-five years of active and 
efficient labor. It embraced a great varie- 
ty of duty, bearing on many important in- 
terests. Without tiresome recapitulation, 
it may be said that he was a circuit preach- 
er five years; in charge of small stations, 
including the chaplaincy of Randolph-Ma- 
con College at Bo 3 T dton, two years; in sta- 
tions in cities twenty-two years — in which 
probably his best ministerial work was 
done — at High Street, Petersburg; Third 
Street, Lynchburg; Trinity and Clay Street, 
Richmond; Main Street, Danville; Cum- 
berland Street, Norfolk: Financial Secre- 
tary of Randolph-Macon College four years; 
and presiding elder fifteen years, in two 
periods separated by an interval of nine- 
teen years. In this last work he finished 
his career, his health failing soon after his 
appointment to the Norfolk District at the 
Conference of 1898. He was a strong, vig- 
orous preacher, attaining ultimately a good 
style, with thorough handling of his topic, 
animated delivery, and an earnest spirit. 
He was a careful student; by close and ju- 
dicious reading he overcame the defects 
and disadvantages of the lack of early 
training and in good degree supplied the 
want of collegiate education, and his ex- 
cellent common sense preserved him from 
losing adaptation to the popular taste. 
He was eminently evangelical in the pul- 
pit; abhorred the tendency, often seen, to 
a mere ethical preaching; delighted to en- 
large on redemption and salvation by faith 
alone and to offer free and full and instant 



pardon and deliverance from sin to every 
hearer through Jesus Christ. He had 
great fruit; hundreds of souls were brought 
to God under his ministry. He was a dili- 
gent and attentive pastor, and showed un- 
common skill and wisdom in the admin- 
istration and prudent government of a 
church. All grew under his pastorate; 
at Lynchburg he carried to completion the 
new church since known as Centenary, 
and perhaps no one else could have built 
the parsonage at High Street when he did. 
As a presiding elder he possessed the first 
order of ability. Whether in his regular 
rounds, or at District Conference, advising 
the bishop as to the appointments, he was 
alert, sagacious, far-seeing, broad-minded, 
fervent in spirit, at once progressive and 
conservative. He was full of resources, 
and often, when he seemed to have failed 
to carry his point, came around to a suc- 
cessful issue by another route, to the sur- 
prise of those who supposed him to be 
foiled. Before he was forty years old, he 
began to come to the front in the affairs of 
Southern Methodism, serving in the Gen- 
eral Conference of 1870 as alternate for 
Dr. Duncan who was absent. In this, his 
first, appearance in the chief legislature of 
our Church, he made a marked impression 
by his business ability, his judgment, and 
his power of debate. When, twenty years 
later, he again entered that body, he had 
gained largely in experience, knowledge 
of our polity and history, and influence 
over men; and easily took a commanding 
position in that and the two succeeding 
sessions, upon all questions of practical 
legislation. Whether in Annual or Gener- 
al Conference, he was a strong debater, a 
powerful advocate of the measures he fa- 
vored, and an antagonist not to be under- 
rated. He was particularly serviceable on 
important standing committees. His ca- 
reer as a presiding elder was first inter- 
rupted by a call, in 1871, to take charge of 
the financial interests of Randolph-Macon 
College. He gave himself to this labor for 
four 3 r ears, which time covered the period 
of the greatest financial disturbance in our 
country for fifty years past. He systema- 
tized the college business, then in much 
confusion; guarded it against some special 
perils, by wise piloting brought it through 
stormy waters, and preserved the best re- 
sults of the labors of many good and wise 
men for its firm establishment. While in 
this place, he was probably misunderstood 
and misjudged by not a few persons; cer- 
tainly antagonisms arose which, in some 
cases, never wholly wore away. He was a 
trustee of the college for about twenty-four 
or twenty-five years, and in that capacity 
was greatly useful, giving without stint the 
resources of a ripe judgment and experi- 
ence in public affairs to the management 
of the institution. Especially was this the 
case in his later years, when living at Ash- 
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land, in closest contact with the life there. 
His counsels as chairman of the executive 
committee and of the finance committee 
were of the greatest value. Only those 
who mingled in the often difficult and se- 
rious deliberations of those years know 
fully of what worth he was to our venera- 
ble college. In the performance of duties 
of stations like this some of his most char- 
acteristic traits were drawn out. He was 
a man of strong convictions, not easily 
changing his opinions. As such, he fre- 
quently collided with other minds; but he 
very generally maintained a good-humored 
and cheerful mood, and was hard to pro- 
voke to personal or excited controversy. 
Indeed, he had so large a fund of good 
spirits and self-reliance that he readily 
threw off the waves of conflict and made 
his way through them with the satisfaction 
of a strong swimmer breasting a heavy 
swell. Perhaps the most valuable service, 
outside of strictly ministerial work, which 
he rendered to our Church in Virginia, 
was as chairman of the Joint Board of Fi- 
nance. As is well known, that great man. 
Dr. William A. Smith, was for many years 
the head and ruling spirit of that impor- 
tant board. He perceived young Brown’s 
special fitness for the place, ami when he 
retired from the position in 18G6, he desired 
to place Brown in his stead. But he was. 
at first, thought too young, and for a brief 
while another was appointed. But his 
waiting was short. Providence had brought 
about the opportunity and prepared the 
man; and for more than thirty years his 
hand was upon the helm of our Conference 
finances. His work here was heavy, and 
its importance and permanent benefit can- 
not well be exaggerated. To him more 
than to any other person we owe the sys- 
tem which works like a well-oiled machine, 
without noise, distraction, or friction: and 
while in this office his judgment, advice, 
and cooperation in every measure affect- 
ing our business matters have been sought, 
and were ready and effectual. For about 
ten years he has been managing our book 
business in Virginia, as the Agent of our 
Virginia Conference Colportage, and since 
the General Conference of 1898 as “Gener- 
al Colporter” for the Conference under 
the changed law on this subject. To the 
management of this important work he 
gave many laborious days, aided by his 
children, whose help enabled him to attend 
to this interest without neglecting his du- 
ties as presiding elder of a district. With 
the cooperation of the preachers, which he 
secured very generally, our literature has 
been distributed in comparatively large vol- 
ume; no debt or embarrassment has been 
created or brought about, nor loss of any 
serious description been suffered; our wants 
and needs have been supplied in considera- 
ble measure; a reliable and accessible source 
of supplies established and maintained free, 



for the most part, of long delays and heavy 
freight charges; and the Publishing House 
has received an average monthly cash re- 
mittance of about $500. Of Church honors 
and public trusts in Methodism Dr. Brown 
was not lacking. Emory and Henry Col- 
lege conferred upon him the honorary de- 
gree of Doctor of Divinity. Besides elec- 
tion to the General Conferences before 
named, of 1870, 1890, 1894, and 1898, he was 
appointed as one of the delegates of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, to the 
Centenary Conference of American Meth- 
odism which met at Baltimore in Decem- 
ber, 1884, and served in that capacity. On 
the 6th day of January, 1859, he was married 
to Miss Fanny A. Cooksey, of Fairfax coun- 
ty, Va., who was a blessing to him all his 
days, gladdening and brightening his home, 
and ministering with rare faithfulness and 
tenderness to his wants in his languishing 
and decline. She and a large family of af- 
fectionate children survive him. The good 
example and faithful training of the parents 
have found happy reward in the useful 
and consistent lives of the children. There 
are few happier and better ordered homes 
than that which for these latter years has 
stood at Ashland with “its latch-string on 
the outside” and the light of Christianity 
glowing on its altar. Dr. Brown was a man 
of a friendly, cordial, and hospitable spirit; 
fond of the company of his brethren, never 
better satisfied than when they formed the 
circle around his fireside or sat at his table 
while he did its honors and dispensed its 
bounties. Pleasant conversation flowed 
naturally in his presence; he was buoyant 
and free-hearted, devoid alike of unseemly 
levity and of gloom or sourness or a sar- 
donic temper; he had a fund of anecdote 
and reminiscence, amusing and instructive, 
and no little power of reproduction of the 
interesting and singular characters he had 
met and known. He w r as a true and fast 
friend. Where he had formed an attach- 
ment, with complete confidence in his 
friend’s character, he remained faithfully 
devoted under all circumstances. He never 
forsook such a friend nor cooled in the ex- 
pression of his friendship because of trouble 
and adversity befalling the one w ho was 
dear to him. At whatever risk of damage 
to himself, he was steadfast in such a crisis. 
His religious character was natural, with- 
out deformity or affectation, austerity, nar- 
rowness, or cant. He loved his Saviour and 
his Saviour’s people with undisguised sin- 
cerity. He held fast to the fundamentals 
of doctrinal and experimental religion. 
Free of bigotry and intolerance, he easily 
consorted with believers of all denomina- 
tions. He had decided, cheerful views of 
the fullness of salvation through our blessed 
Lord. One of his favorite passages of Scrip- 
ture, and a favorite text to preach from, 
was 2 Tim. i. 12, “For I know whom I have 
believed, and am persuaded that he is able 
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to keep that which I have committed unto 
him against that day.” Perhaps his favor- 
ite hymn, one he often sung with much rel- 
ish, was, 

How firm a foundation, ye saints of the Lord, 

Is laid for your faith in his excellent word! 

In June, 1899, he said: ‘‘I know that I am 
in a critical condition. I have tried to live 
before God in his fear and love; am not con- 
scious of having done anything from an un- 
worthy or unholy motive; but I put no trust 
in anything I have ever been or done; all 
my trust for salvation is in the merits of my 
Saviour, and I am resting contented and 
without fear on Him, resigned to his will, 
and expecting to be saved by his blood.” 
He added with much feeling, “All other 
ground is shifting sand ! ” He was remark- 
ably good at leading an “experience meet- 
ing.” At a District Conference at Chat- 
ham, Va., in 1875, he gave at the close a 
clever turn to the occasion which took the 
form of an extempore “love feast,” with a 
wonderfully happy effect upon all present. 
Probably his last conversation on personal 
religion was with his family and Bishop 
Granbery, in July, after the crisis of his 
disease had been passed unfavorably. In 
this the same clear note of unshaken faith 
was sounded. The failure of his health 
came quite unexpectedly. His frame was 
large and robust and his constitution ap- 
parently the best. Through life he had 
had few sicknesses of severity. Enduring 
much exposure, performing great labor, he 
seemed to have promise of the more than 
fourscore years granted to his mother. 
And, indeed, there was granted to him a 
length of days but little below the “three- 
score and ten” which is man’s traditional 
limit. He had occasional visitations, in la- 
ter years, of rheumatic gout, which each 
time crippled him for some weeks. But he 
had been free of these for some years. Sud- 
denly in April, 1899, there came on a threat- 
ening of paralysis, a nervous “letting 
down,” accompanied by symptoms of seri- 
ous brain disturbance, which made it nec- 
essary to abandon work. He came for a 
day or two to the Richmond Centennial 
Celebration of the Methodists in the latter 
part of April, and by advice of physicians 
and accompanied by his son, a young phy- 
sician, went to the sanitarium at Clifton 
Springs, N. Y., where, for a time, there 
was apparent improvement. Coming back 
home about the first of June, he remained 
for a time in a critical state, but able to go 
about. In J uly a stroke of paralysis entire- 
ly disabled his left side and laid him on his 
bed permanently. There he lay, for eight 
or nine months, the shadow deepening; 
without much, or perhaps any, sharp pain; 
at times unconscious, at others recognizing 
friends and family and able to converse 
briefly. During the winter of 1899-1900 the 
stages of beclouding became more frequent 



and longer, and after some weeks of evi" 
dent drawing nearer to the day of release, 
the signal of nis Lord’s hand came on March 
16, 1900, and his soul was liberated from its 
confinement. On the afternoon of Sunday, 
March 18, loving hands conveyed his body 
to Park Place Church, Richmond, where 
funeral service was conducted by his life- 
long and greatly beloved friend, Bishop 
Granbery, assisted by other ministers; and 
he was buried in Hollywood, in the section 
he had made ready, years before, and in 
which his dust lies by that of the aged 
mother whom he so much venerated and 
whom he loved so deeply. The spot over- 
looks the sweep of the James, with its rocky 
islets and picturesque “Falls.” Not far off 
repose the bones of great preachers, Meth- 
odists and others. In such company he 
“sleeps well.” 

Robert Milton Saunders was born in 
Culloden, Upson county, Georgia, May 80, 
1830. His father was from North Carolina, 
and his mother from Virginia. His parents 
and grandparents were Methodists, and 
their nouses were homes for the itinerants. 
His grandfather on his mother’s side was 
an officer in the war of the revolution, 
having received a grant of land from the 
commonwealth of Virginia for his services. 
He was converted in 1844, and at once joined 
the Methodist Church. He was received on 
trial into the Alabama Conference in 1848. 
He was in charge of a circuit before he was 
eighteen years old, and continued in the 
itinerant work, filling various appointments 
in the Alabama Conference until 1859. when 
he was elected president of Tuscaloosa Fe- 
male College, which was under the patron- 
age of his Conference. He remained in 
this position until 1865, when he resigned. 
For one year he was principal of a school 
in Columbus, Georgia, after which, in 1866. 
he went to Germany, where, at Berlin, he 
engaged in teaching and also in study and 
research. In 1869 he returned to his native 
land, and, after several years of private 
teaching, became the president of the N or- 
folk Female College, in Norfolk, Va., re- 
maining until he resigned in 1887. During 
these years he was a member of the Vir- 
ginia Conference, and won the love and es- 
teem of his brethren. He was president of 
the Mississippi Female College, at Meridian, 
Miss., from 1888 to 1890, and of the Martin 
Female College, at Pulaski, Tenn., from 
1890 to 1894. In 1896 he became chaplain 
of the Randolph-Macon Woman’s College, 
at Lynchburg, Va., which position he held 
at the time of his death. He was twice mar- 
ried. His first wife was Miss Rebecca Hill, 
of Greene county, Alabama. He is survived 
by one child of this marriage, Mrs. Viola S. 
Kinnier, at present residing in Opelika, Ala. 
His second wife was Miss Mary Jane Too- 
mer, of Portsmouth, Va., and he is survived 
by her and the following children of this 
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marriage: Mr. James T. Saunders, of Cor- 
dele, Ga.; Mr. William F. Saunders, of St. 
Louis, Mo.; and Mrs. Nancy Toy, the wife 
of Professor Tov, of Harvard University. 
He died at the Woman’s College in Lynch- 
burg, June 21, 1900. Brother Saunders was 
an admirable type of the true Christian 
gentleman. He was always kind and cour- 
teous, his very bearing betokening the ab- 
sence of all that is rude and ungenerous. 
He was always brotherly, desiring nothing 
more than to live peaceably with all men, 
and deeply deploring any evidence of strife 
between his brethren. Indeed, nothing 
pained him more than to hear an unkind 
word uttered; and he was slow to believe 
any criticism he heard, until it was proved 
beyond a peradventure; and even tnen he 
did not repeat it to others. But with all 
this he had his convictions on the great 
questions which from time to time agitated 
the Church and the nation, and these, upon 
proper occasion, he dared maintain. His 
soul revolted against everything unseemly. 
He was intensely sympathetic. Tender to 
all in trouble with a tenderness which 
brought its help to such even before he spoke 
a word, he could weep true tears with those 
who wept; while what is equally if not 
more difficult, he rejoiced in the prosperi- 
ty of his brethren as though it were his own, 
being willing to take the second place him- 
self, and obeyed the apostle’s noble injunc- 
tion, “Look not every man on his own 
things, but every man also on the things of 
others.” His was a pure life out of a pure 
heart. He spoke no unclean word, but al- 
ways such words as were good to the use of 
edifying. His nearest friends believed that 
his snow-white hair was a symbol of the 
purity of his heart, and that the well-nigh 
transparent face was indicative of his en- 
tire ingenuousness. His work, during most 
of his life, brought him in closest contact 
with literature, and with the new thought 
of this progressive, thinking age. His mind 
was ever open to new truth, but he saw in 
it, as if by intuition, its harmony with the 
unchanging truths of God’s inspired Book. 
He had a large experience in the things of 
God which amid the fierce waves of mod- 
ern doubt held firm his bark. He w’as never 
pedantic, but showed that his sudies had 
brought to him that true culture and refine- 
ment which all truth, whether from the Bi- 
ble or from that other book divine, called 
nature, brings to true manhood. He was 
among men as one that served, never re- 
fusing to do any work asked of him, wheth- 
er great or small, even when his decreasing 
strength seemed to his friends to make his 
consent unwise. Gladly would he preach 
for an absent or sick brother, or help in the 
administration of the Church ordinances, 
or meet a new student at an incoming train, 
or render any simple service to make more 
pleasant the life of any of the girls — sacri- 
ficing his own comfort that he might aid 
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others. Although he had been at the head 
of several important institutions, he filled 
with all cheerfulness his more humble place 
at the Woman’s College, and magnified his 
office. Whatsoever he did in word or deed, 
he did all in the name of the Lord Jesus. 
Those who were under his care in his school 
work uniformly testify to his fidelity and 
earnestness, as well as to the high ideals 
which he set both for himself and for them. 
As a preacher, he was clear, thoughtful, 
helpful, scriptural, and often reached the 
heights of purest eloquence. He never came 
before the people with a message having in 
it signs of slovenliness or carelessness in 
the preparation; with him the work of the 
preacher was too solemn and momentous a 
work for that. Nothing rejoiced him more 
than to know that his sermon had helped a 
sorrowing Christian or saved a soul from 
sin. Many were the words of esteem and 
love for him written by former friends to 
his grief-stricken wife. One of the mem- 
bers of this Conference writes: “We all 
loved brother Saunders. He was a noble, 
sweet-spirited, and lovable man.” The 
wife of a preacher in another communion 
says: “ I believe his was one of the gentlest 
spirits I have ever known.” A prominent 
Presbyterian clergyman writes: “ His high- 
mindedness, his incapacity in all things 
small and mean, his intelligent Christian 
faith, his devotion to duty, impressed and 
influenced me.” A prominent Baptist pas- 
tor speaks of him as follows: “I had known 
Dr. Saunders slightly for a long time, and 
knew, of course, his high reputation as a 
preacher and a teacher. But, during my 
several days’ stay at the college in May, I 
learned, on more intimate acquaintance, to 
admire and love him.” A prominent pro- 
fessor in a Southern university sends these 
words: 4 4 1 was always touched by the blend- 
ing of a simple, unaffected dignity with un- 
selfish affectionateness in Mr. Saunders.” 
A former pupil speaks of “his beautiful 
life.” Another tells how she was brought 
to Christ by one of his sermons. One of our 
bishops says: “Your husband I loved very 
much. He was very dear to me. The days 
of other years I can never forget, and I 
cherish them as very precious.” His end 
was. like his whole life, as calm as a sum- 
mer’s eve. He left in the minds of all who 
knew him, particularly of those who talked 
with him during the last sad days, the as- 
surance that his was the death of the up- 
right man. His funeral services were con- 
ducted in the college chapel, and his body 
was laid to rest in Spring Hill Cemetery, 
Lynchburg, where rests the dust of Bishop 
Early and of other of God’s saints and he- 
roes, in hope of the resurrection at the last 
day. 

Robert Henry Mullen was born in Fred- 
ericksburg, Va., May 19, 1834, and died at 
the parsonage of the North Mecklenburg 
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Circuit, North View, Va., on June 29, 1900. 
Though the child of a Baptist mother, he 
was baptized at the age of seven by the Rev. 
J. H. Kabler, a Methodist minister, an event 
that deeply impressed him. At the age of 
fifteen, feeling it his duty to support his 
widowed mother, he declined the offer of 
an education and the opportunity of study- 
ing law, and sought in the printing busi- 
ness an opening for making ready money 
for immediate needs. In 1852 he removed 
to Warrenton, Va., and in 1855, at a Meth- 
odist meeting, was happily converted. He 
felt the call to preach, but for years he re- 
sisted it, and steadily followed his trade. 
In the shifting life of his calling his Church 
membership was lost, but in 1860 at Union 
Station Church, Richmond, he renewed his 
vows and his Church affiliation. During 
part of the war he served as a private in the 
Confederate States army. Five years after 
its close, he yielded to his conviction of 
duty, and sought and obtained license to 
preach the gospel from the Quarterly Con- 
ference of the “Rocketts ” Church as it was 
then called. At the following Conference 
he was appointed to this church as a sup- 
ply, and at his suggestion the name was 
changed to “Nicholson Street.” It is now 
called Denny Street. At the close of his 
term here he did not receive work from the 
Conference, but became State Lecturer of 
the Sons of Temperance. He took work 
again in 1875, and served successively West 
Goochland, James City, New Kent, and 
West Goochland again. He applied more 
than once for admission into the traveling 
ministry, but objection was made to the 
size of his family, and it was not until 1886, 
when by his zeal and energy he had in the 
words of the lamented E. M. Peterson “won 
his spurs” and proved his value, that he 
gained admission. He was then appointed 
to Orange Circuit, Dan, West New Kent, 
Hyco, and North Mecklenburg, his last 
charge. Perhaps the most enduring work 
of his ministry was on the Dan Circuit, 
long considered well-nigh a hopeless field. 



and praised God on his deathbed. Brother 
Mullen was twice married; first, in 1859, to 
Miss Bouis, of Richmond, Va., and ten years 
later to Miss Marks, of the same city. The 
latter lady was the mother of his seven 
children and lives to mourn his loss. A 
kind and devoted husband, a tender father, 
a warm and loyal friend, a pure and honor- 
able man, and a useful and consecrated 
minister of the gospel, he has gone to meet 
his Captain and to gain his crown.

Preston Brock Hopkins was born at 
Oakland, Tenn., January 30, 1848; came to 
Elm Springs, Ark., in 1854j joined the Con- 
federate army in the spring of 1864: was 
converted in October, 1866, and joined the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, No- 
vember 4, 1866, under the ministry of Dr. 
M. D. Steele. He was married first to 
Mary E. Cunningham, December 22. 1868: 
licensed to preach February 15, 1872; or- 
dained deacon by Bishop Kavanaugh at 
Fayetteville, Ark., October 21, 1877; admit- 
ted on trial in the Arkansas Conference 1878: 
ordained elder by Bishop Granbery, No- 
vember 19, 1882. His first wife having died 
January 21, 1885, he was again married De- 
cember 30, 1885, to Miss Heber Blake, who, 
with seven children of the first marriage, 
survives him. He served the following 
charges in the order named, without miss- 
ing a single roll-call, covering a period of 
twenty-one years: Bloomfield Circuit, two 
.years; Central Point Circuit, two years; 
Boonsboro Circuit, three years; Prairie 
Grove Circuit, four years; Center Point 
Circuit, four years; Elm Springs Circuit, 
one year; Eureka Springs District, three 
years; Center Point Circuit, one year. As 
a man, brother Hopkins stood among his 
fellows the embodiment of honor and faith- 
fulness; never was he known to prove will- 
fully or carelessly recreant to a single trust 
reposed in him by his fellows or the Church. 
Those who knew him longest and best were 
more and more drawn to him by his regal 
manhood, till friendship ripened into a 
brotherly love. Perfectly sincere, he was 
never extravagant in his praise of men, but 
made them feel the greatness of his love for 
all men. As a husband, he was devoted; as 
a father, he was faithful, standing at the 
head of a happy Christian home. As a 
Christian, he was sober, righteous, and god- 
ly in his daily walk and conversation. To 
him there was nothing so glorious as the 
<;ross, nothing so great as the love of Christ. 
As one evidence of this, the two hymns. 
“Rock of Ages” and “ I am Thine, O Lord,” 
were his favorites, and, at his request, they 
were used at his funeral. No human pen 
■can describe the patience, submissiveness, 
faith, love, and triumph with which, as an 
humble follower of our Lord, he lingered 
and suffered upon the bank of the last river. 
With tears of joy mingled with tears of pain, 
he would say: “I can feel the surges, but 
see the light on the other shore ! God is so 
good — talk to me of God and heaven!” 
When he was perfectly at himself, though 
at death’s door, he declared he saw the an- 
gels. The brethren of this Conference who 
missed being with him the last weeks of his 
life will never know how rich was his ex- 
erience, how large and tender his love, 
ow strong and clear his faith, how full 



and buoyant was his hope of heaven. As a 
preacher, our dear friend and brother was 
not classed among the great preachers of 
the Church. He did not have the advan- 
tage of an early education, but possessing 
naturally a strong and well-balanced men- 
tal power, the Scriptures and the current 
literature of the Church were diligently 
studied, and he laid up a rich store of things 
both old and new. Out of these, as also out 
of a continually ripening experience, he 
preached earnestly but calmly a full, strong 
gospel. The eternal verities of the gospel 
were his only themes, and hundreds were 
converted under his ministry. As a pastor, 
he was faithful, firm, and tender. The chil- 
dren and young people were attracted by 
him and held under his ministry; their love 
for him was strong and beautiful. As a 
presiding elder, he was true to the preach- 
ers of his district, and maintained a wise 
faithfulness to the interests of the Church. 
The young preachers and struggling pas- 
tors who came under his administration 
found in him a true friend and capable ad- 
viser. In the fall of 1899 he underwent a 
surgical operation to arrest a cancerous 
growth, and soon after, at the Springdale 
Conference, he was placed on the list of su- 
perannuates. The operation failed to ar- 
rest the disease, and he continued to grow 
worse until, at sunset on November 15, 1900, 
he laid down the burden of a life of service 
and entered into the joys of his Lord. On 
the morning of the same day, his Confer- 
ence being in session at Fort Smith, his 
name was called by the bishop under the 
twentieth question, and his brethren, as 
they had always done, answered, “There 
is nothing against him.” In the evening 
the Master said, “Well done, thou good and 
faithful servant,” and our friend joined the 
Father of the Great Conference above. 

Burton Williams was born in Missouri, 
February 20, 1824; came to Arkansas with 
his parents when a boy. In early life he 
was converted and joined the Methodist 
Church. In 1852 he joined the Arkansas 
Conference. After the organization of the 
Little Rock Conference he was for a few 
years a member of that body. In 1872 he 
transferred to the Arkansas Conference and 
tilled a number of important charges in this 
Conference — old Lewisburg, Bentonville, 
Eureka Springs, Fayetteville Circuit, and 
various other charges of relative impor- 
tance. At the session of the Conference 
held at Bentonville in 1892 he was placed 
on the superannuate list and remained 
there until his decease. He was first mar- 
ried to Miss Clara Brown, who died in 1873. 
He was afterwards married to Mrs. Farmer*, 
who survives him. There were born to him 
by his first marriage six children — Mrs. 
Freeman, of Conway; Mrs. Kellem, of Fort 
Smith; Miss Emma, John. Frank, and Rev. 
Amos H.. of the White River Conference. 
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Brother Williams preached at a time when 
it was necessary to make sacrifices and suf- 
fer hardship for Christ, but like a brave 
hero he went forward in the work, counting 
all things but loss that he might win Christ. 
When on November 20, 1809 (the very day 
that his brethren were returning home from 
the session of his Conference at Spring- 
dale), he heard the Master call, he was 
ready, and laid the heavy burden down and 
went home to wear an immortal crown. 
Brother Williams was of a social nature, 
and enjoyed having his friends about him; 
and be it said to nis praise, the grace of 
Christian hospitality was in him and did 
abound. When the Arkansas Conference 
met at Eureka Springs in 1890, he enter- 
tained the bishop and his cabinet in his own 
home. His last days were spent at Eure- 
ka Springs, where he had lived since his su- 
perannuation, and where he had done so 
much to build up and maintain the Church. 
After this long and useful life this old sol- 
dier went to rest, his sun set in a clear sky, 
and he no doubt heard the Master say, 
“Well done, thou good and faithful serv- 
ant.”

James H. Peeler was born of Methodist 
parents in Greene county, Ga., February 13, 



1817; born of the Spirit at Warm Springs 
camp ground, Meriwether county, August 
8, 1836; licensed to preach in May, 1839; 
and admitted on trial into the Alabama 
Conference at Selma in January, 1841. He 
was ordained deacon in January, 1843, and 
elder in March, 1845, by Bishop Andrew. 

In 1849 he transferred to the Florida Con- 
ference. In 1857 his health declined and he 
located. He moved to Texas in 1866, and 
in 1868 he was readmitted into the travel- 
ing connection by the Northwest Texas 
Conference at Springfield. In 1882, by ces- 
sion of territory, he was transferred to the 
Texas Conference, but at the unanimous 
request of the N orth west Texas Conference 
he was returned to us the same year. He 
was superannuated in 1876, but kept up 
regular appointments until his death at his 
home in Cameron, Texas, January 20, 1900. 
He was twice married. First, January 23, 
1836, to Miss Mary Lawless. Eleven chil- 
dren, five of w T hom survive, blessed this 
union. They are prominent in Church 
and State, and their names are in the pub- 
lic press. He was a business man. While 
a local preacher he invented the Peeler 
plow, which made him a handsome fortune, 
and but for the confiscation of his patent 
by the government, during the war, he 
would have been immensely wealthy. He 
husbanded his resources, but lent or gave 
to the poor as his judgment dictated, and 
that was done ungrudgingly. He annually 
gave fifty dollars to our Conference collec- 
tions, receiving nothing. He was a volun- 
teer in the Confederate army, and the chap- 
lain of the Twenty-eighth Georgia Regi- 
ment. In the same army his son, who bore 
his name, laid down his life. He was mar- 
ried to his second wife, Mrs. Fannie Schroch, 
in 1893. She survives him. wearing his 
name with loving reverence and treasuring 
his memory above all price. James Peeler 
was a unique character. His name is on 
the roll of heroes, left unfinished in the 
eleventh chapter of Hebrews. To name 
him along with Axley and Cartwright is to 
suggest striking differences, yet he belongs 
in their company. He seemed a law unto 
himself, yet he was not a free lance. He 
respected authority, and always obeyed 
orders. His philosophy was stoical, his 
habits ascetic, but his heart was warm and 
his affections abiding. The frugality and 
simplicity of his home life were softened by 
the tenderest love, and even pride in the 
vigor and ambition of his children. So that 
they along with his widow revere his mem- 
ory, and rejoice in their family history. He 
hated long prayers and sermons. He was 
never known to weary his congregation 
with either. He did not preach by the 
watch, but he seldom exceeded thirty min- 
utes. He knew how to utter ‘ * two thoughts 
to the word.” For clearness, cogency, and 
incisiveness none could surpass him. His 
habit was to go from the throne of mercy 
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to his throne of power, and when he did 
so his homely features were transfigured. 
Then his sermons interpreted the Scrip- 
tures and his exhortations overwhelmed the 
hearers. He traveled circuits, stations, mis- 
sions. He was successful in all, but he was 
greatest as a circuit rider. This very station 
where we now hold the Conference is the 
fruit of his labors. He feared no foe. He 
hated nothing but sin. He lived in full ac- 
cord with the doctrine and discipline of his 
Church — a life without a stain — and died 
without a spot upon his character. He was 
no anachronism in the dawn of the twenti- 
eth century, but wide-awake, up-to-date, 
living in the present and looking to the 
future. He scarcely knew when past, pres- 
ent, and future gathered up into the eter- 
nal now. A prince has passed from us. 
Those who only knew his irregular features 
and bending form may regret nis departure. 
The few who knew his generous heart, his 
royal brain, his cloudless intellect, and his 
noble achievements can join with the sor- 
rowing family in warmest sympathy, and 
hope to see him soon in the home of the re- 
deemed. 

John T. Rascoe came to our Conference 
from the Little Rock Conference in 1889. 
He was born at Hickory Plain, Ark., March 
2, 1854. In August, 1876, he was converted, 
and in 1878 was licensed to preach by the 
Rev. N. E. Watson. Though he was now 
twenty-four years old, he felt so much his 
need of a better equipment for his life work 
that he entered Vanderbilt University at 
once and remained there until 1881. " On 
the 8th of November he was admitted on 
trial into the Little Rock Conference, and 
served successively the following works: 
Arkansas Post, Holly Grove Circuit, Lokes- 
burg Circuit, and Camden Circuit. He 
was ordained deacon by Bishop Granbery 
in 1885, and elder by Bishop Key in 1888. 
His first appointment in this Conference 
was to Rising Star and Pisgah, which he 
served one year. Then in succession Buf- 
falo Gap two years, Glenrose one year, 
Walnut Springs two years, Hamilton two 
years, Springtown one year, Snyder one 
year. At our last session he was appointed 
to Channing Circuit, but before he could 
get ready and move he received a transfer 
from the great Shepherd and Bishop of 
souls from the Church militant to the Church 
triumphant. So instead of his being here 
to make report of a faithful year’s work, 
as he had done every year for sixteen years, 
we are here to pause for a few moments 
over his grave, recount briefly his labors, 
and mingle our tears of sympathy with those 
of his bereaved wife and children, and at 
the same time “rejoice for a brother de- 
ceased. Our loss is his infinite gain.” 
Brother Rascoe was a plain, unpretentious, 
hard-working, self-sacrificing Methodist 
preacher; one of those noble heroes whose 



unwritten lives have made possible the 
glowing annals of Methodist history, who 
are content to labor and look not for a re- 
ward here, but for a crown hereafter. For 
some months before his death he was a great 
sufferer, but he bore his sufferings with 
Christian patience and resignation. He 
made a brave fight against the dread malady 
with which he was afflicted, but was finally 
overcome and laid down at once his life and 
his work on the 5th of December, 1899. 
The esteem in which he was held by the 
people of Snyder, to whom he had preached 
and among whom he had lived for a year, 
was shown in the fact that the county court 
adjourned and every business house in 
town closed its doors to attend his funeral. 
His last sermon was preached on the sub- 
ject, “God our Father.” May we not hope 
that the good Father, whom he commend- 
ed to others as a solace for every sorrow 
and a protection from every storm, will 
keep the faithful wife and orphan children 
under his protecting care and bring them 
all together again in the home beyond? 
Brethren of our Conference, let not these 
annual memorial occasions fail to make a 
deep impression on us. 

Robert O. Eustace, son of William S. 
and Anna B. Eustace, was born May 10, 
1857, in Saline county, Mo. ; was converted 
at Nevada, Mo., and joined the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South; was licensed to 
preach July 21, 1888, and joined the Mis- 
souri Conference the same year; was or- 
dained deacon by Bishop Key September 
29, 1890, and elder by Bishop Galloway Sep- 
tember 25, 1892. He served faithfully the 
several charges to which he was sent until 
1894, in which year his health failed, and in 
order to regain it he was transferred to 
Texas and did mission work in Fort Worth 
eight months. In N o vember, 1895, he joined 
the Northwest Texas Conference, and was 
appointed to Canadian charge, where he 
did faithful work for two years; from there 
he was sent to Tulia and Silverton, where 
he spent one year; from there to Amarillo 
Circuit; and afterwards to Channing, at 
which place he did his last active work as 
pastor. At our last Annual Conference he 
was appointed to serve Floydada Circuit 
on the lower plains. From Cleburne Con- 
ference he went to Channing, and made 
preparations and moved to his last field of 
labor, and at once began to arrange for a 
hard year’s work. His zeal was seeming- 
ly unlimited. When his brethren begged 
him to rest, his physician advised it, yet he 
said, “I will die if I do not preach.” But 
soon after moving he found that he could 
battle no longer against that dread disease, 
consumption, and he gave up his work. 
Truly a good man has fallen. He fell asleep 
in Jesus May 29, 1900, in Canyon City, and 
left his dear wife whom he had wedded at 
that same place November 14, 1897. She was 
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formerly Miss Vina Mitchel. Sister Eustace 
is sorely afflicted, but she weeps not as 
those who have no hope, for she knows 
where to find him. Brother Eustace was a 
saintly man and a man of great faith. He 
seemed to live in constant communion with 
God, and would talk to him as one would 
to an earthly father. Once, when enter- 
tained at the home of one of the stewards, 
his host’s wayward boy became deeply con- 
victed of sins by being associated with the 
reacher, and testified that brother Eustace 
y his godly walk had led him to Christ. 
Brother Eustace was a good preacher. He 
made preparation for the pulpit. He was 
ready on all occasions when called on to 
preach. His sermons showed thought and 
system. As a Conference we have sustained 
a great loss in the death of our departed 
brother. We hope to meet him again. 

John Poweel, a superannuated member 
of the Northwest Texas Conference, died in 
Alvarado, Texas, July 12, 1900. In him was 
fulfilled the promise of God, “Thou shalt 
come to thy grave in a full age, like as a 
shock of corn cometh in its season. ’ ’ F rom 
a sketch of his life prepared by his own 
hand we learn that he was born in the town 
of Lomister, England, March 23, 1813. With 
his parents he crossed the Atlantic Ocean 
in 1817, being one of a large family. Their 
first settlement in the new world was at 
Warrick, on the James River, some miles 
below Richmond, Va. The father, with a 
view to agriculture, had paid the passage 
of some poor families, who were to repay 
him in work. These soon forsook him. and 
misfortunes gathered about him, so that he 
turned westward, crossed the mountains to 
the great West, and settled on a farm on 
the Ohio River, near Steubenville, Ohio. 
At this time the family were religious, they 
having been members of the Established 
Church of England, but knowing nothing 
of the power and life of god 1 ness. In a 
few years after their establishment in their 
new home the Methodist preachers came 
into their neighborhood and began preach- 
ing. A revival soon followed, and thirty- 
two found peace. Among the number was 
the subject of this sketch. The Methodists 
were not held in high repute at that time, 
and the father was offended and laid the 
alternative at his son’s feet either to give 
up his religion or leave his roof. He chose 
the latter. With his little pack on his shoul- 
der, he bade adieu to home and mother, 
and turned his pilgrim feet to the wilds of 
Arkansas, then a territory. In October, 
1834, he reached his destination, a stranger 
in a strange land. A call to preach was 
sounding in his inmost soul, but he shrank 
from the responsibility and thought to es- 
cape it by flight. The struggle within is 
best expressed in his own words. In Oc- 
tober, 1834, he writes: “Having lost my 
health by distress of mind about my duty 



to preach, I thought I would test my con- 
viction as to my call by going to the Terri- 
tory of Arkansas, where I supposed, as it . 
had the character of great wickedness, I 
would be outside of Church influence and 
old religious friends, and if these convic- 
tions were not real they would leave me. 
But. to my great astonishment, the second 
night after leaving Montgomery’s Point I 
stopped at Mrs. Simpson’s, where I met two 
Methodist preachers — Charles T. Ramsey 
and William T. Ratcliff. That night brother 
Ratcliff preached. I had my certificate of 
membership in my pocket, and thought, ‘ If 
I cannot get beyond Methodist preachers, I 
will join them.”’ He deposited his mem- 
bership with the Methodist church, and was 
licensed to preach in 1835 at a camp meet- 
ing at Ramsey’s camp ground, on the Pine 
Bluff Circuit of the Missouri Conference, in 
the state of Arkansas, supposed by him to be 
the first camp meeting ever held below Lit- 
tle Rock. His license bears the signature of 
Charles Ramsey, presiding elder. He was 
at the same time recommended to the Mis- 
souri Conference as a suitable person to be 
received on trial in the traveling connec- 
tion. The Conference was held at Arrow 
Rock. He was not present, but was re- 
ceived and appointed to Jackson Circuit, 
where, on account of his youth, he was 
coolly received, as the people were asking 
and looking for an old preacher to put 
things in shape. What his distress was God 
only knows. Under the blessing of God, 
success attended his labors. In 1836 the 
Arkansas Conference was created by the 
General Conference held at Cincinnati. 
The Conference embraced the state of Ar- 
kansas and the western part of Louisiana. 
It met at Batesville. It was a small Con- 
ference, and he was the youngest man in it. 
In 1837 he was sent to Bartholomew Cir- 
cuit, the second preacher ever sent there. 
In 1838 he was appointed to St. Francis Cir- 
cuit, on Croley’s Ridge. In 1839 he was 
sent to Franklin and New Iberia. This 
year, in going to and returning from Con- 
ference, he rode fourteen hundred miles on 
horseback. He labored in this Conference 
until 1846. He was appointed presiding 
elder of the Attakapas District. The Mexi- 
can war coming on, he went to New Orleans 
and joined a New Orleans regiment and 
went with Zachary Taylor as chaplain to 
Mexico. After the war he returned to his 
old Conference, and was married to Miss 
Elizabeth Hines, a daughter of Colonel 
James Hines, a Louisiana planter. In 1849 
he removed by transfer to Texas, and set- 
tled near Crockett, Houston county, in the 
bounds of the Texas Conference, in which 
he took membership. In 1866 he moved to 
Alvarado. While located there the North- 
west Texas Conference was organized, and 
by division of territory he became a char- 
ter member in a supernumerary relation, 
where he remained most of the time till he 
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was superannuated some ten years ago. At 
Alvarado he was engaged in the mercantile 
business, in which he was a success. In 
1880 he moved to Jacksboro, Texas, where 
in 1885 his wife died; after which sad event 
he lived with his children, alternating as he 
chose, and was living with his daughter, 
Mrs. M. Sansom. at the time of his last 
sickness and death. He was taken sick 
July 6, 1900, but was not thought to be se- 
riously ill until Tuesday morning. His ab- 
sent children were summoned, and. with 
the exception of a sick daughter at Whitt, 
they reached his bedside in time to see 
his peaceful death July 12, being eighty- 
seven years, three months, and sixteen 
days old. His remains were carried to 
Jacksboro and laid to rest by the side of 
his departed wife in Oakwood Cemetery, 
after the funeral services at the Methodist 
church by the pastor and others and the 
Masonic ritual by the order. His last min- 
isterial act, only a few weeks prior to his 
death, was to baptize into the Church Ma- 
jor Sparks, wffio was eighty-nine years old, 
and then sick in bed where he lingered 
until brother Powell w 7 as taken sick, and 
both became unconscious about the same 
time; brother Powell dying on the 12th and 
Major Sparks on the 13th of the month, 
their beds being distant from each other 
about three hundred yards. A reflection 
is made and the question asked, “Did God 
call the one, old and strong in faith, to go 
ahead and blaze the wav for the other, old 
in years but new in faith? ” May his chil- 
dren follow him as he followed Christ, and 
at last compose an undivided family in 
heaven.

Ephraim E. Hamilton died at his resi- 
dence in Dyersburg, Tenn., January 6, 
1900. His death was not unexpected to his 
family and friends. For more than a year 
he had been subject to partial paralysis, 
and was almost helpless. A few years 
prior to his death he had a sudden attack 
which affected his brain and nervous sys- 
tem so completely that he remarked at the 
time; “I think 1 am lying down to die.” 
And so it proved. The subject of this 
sketch was the son of Andrew and Jane 
Catherine Hamilton, and w r as born at Ab- 
beville, S. C., June 19, 1827. He was the 
youngest of eight children. An older broth- 
er, the Rev. A. F. Hamilton, was also a 
Methodist preacher and a member of the 
Memphis Conference, and, if we are not 
mistaken, died in prison during the war 
between the states, being the colonel of a 
Mississippi regiment of Confederate sol- 
diers. Andrew Hamilton emigrated with 
his family from South Carolina to Itawam- 
ba county, Miss. , about the year 1844. Here 
Ephraim" grew up, receiving such literary 
training as the common country schools af- 
forded, which was meager. He acquired a 
fair knowledge of the English branches, 
however, and, above all, attained a relish 
for books which enabled him to pursue his 
studies to good account. The family were 
plain, poor people, but intelligent, honest, 
and thrifty, so that the children acquired 
habits of "industry and self-reliance that 
made them useful and respected citizens. 
The example and teaching set before Ephra- 
im in his childhood and youth were such 
that he escaped the grosser vices of lewd- 
ness, drunkenness, profanity, and such 
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like, and grew up to he a moral, upright 
young man. At the age of twenty he sought 
and obtained the witness of the Spirit to his 
adoption into the heavenly family, llis 
joy was abundant. He soon felt impressed 
to enter the work of the ministry, but post- 
poned any application for license to preach 
for about two years. These were years, 
however, of diligent application and prep- 
aration. He read the Bible and a few of 
the best books, and accompanied the cir- 
cuit preachers on their rounds frequently, 
and took part in the revival meetings un- 
der their direction. Thus he began the 
exercise of public address, and rapidly ac- 
quired the art of extemporaneous speech. 
In his early ministry, and, in fact, through 
his career as a preacher, he was unusually 
fervent and animated as a speaker, and an 
exceedingly popular preacher. He had 
many of the gifts of oratory. He spoke 
without manuscript, and, most of the time, 
without notes; his enunciation was clear 
and distinct; his trains of reflection were 
consecutive and orderly; his language was 
chaste and often eloquent, never coarse; 
his gestures natural, though sometimes, 
owing to his excessive animation, rather 
violent. He was at times tender and pa- 
thetic, and then again remarkably vehe- 
ment. as if swept by a storm of passion. 
His voice seldom or never failed him. It 
was a rare thing for a congregation to grow 
weary under his preaching. His solution 
of a text was invariably in keeping with 
the mind of the Spirit, so that, aside from 
the pleasing effect of his discourse, he edi- 
fied his hearers. His sermons were pre- 
pared with much care, but he relied upon 
the inspiration of the hour for language in 
which to clothe his thoughts. He possessed 
one of the chief qualifications of the extem- 
poraneous speaker, the ability to carry on 
two or more trains of reflection at the same 
time, notwithstanding his strongly emotion- 
al nature. Brother Hamilton was licensed 
to preach in the summer of 1850 by the 
Quarterly Conference of the circuit in 
which he mainly grew up. The Rev. Thomas 
H. Boswell was presiding elder. In Novem- 
ber of that year he was admitted on trial 
into the Memphis Conference, and appoint- 
ed to Trenton Circuit, with Finley Bynum 
as preacher in charge. His second charge 
was Camden Circuit. From there he went 
to Paris Station, at that time one of the most 
important charges in the Conference. F rom 
that time forward he continued to occupy 
responsible places. He was appointed pre- 
siding elder two or three times, and, while 
he did well, that was not his field; his tastes 
and adaptations suited him for the pastor- 
ate. In his vigor any of the principal 
churches were delighted to have him as pas- 
tor. Paris, Trenton, Somerville, Browns- 
ville, Dyersburg; First Church. Jackson; 
Hernando Street, Memphis; and Grenada. 
Holly Springs, and Macon, Miss., were all 



favored with his ministry. For many years, 
perhaps twenty, he was recording secre- 
tary of the Memphis Conference, and this 
labor he performed cheerfully without fee 
or reward. The journals that he kept are- 
models of neatness and accuracy. It is 
with the greatest of pleasure that we bear 
testimony to the purity of his life and his 
excellence as a Christian gentleman and 
minister of Jesus Christ. In May, 1854, he 
was married to Miss Tennessee Poyner, of 
Paris, Tenn. She died at Somerville the 
following year. In January, 1858, he was 
again married, to Miss Annie E. Poyner, 
sister of his former wife. This dear woman 
was the mother of all his children, and the 
joy of his life. During their more than 
forty years of pilgrimage through the wil- 
derness she was a helpmeet indeed. In his 
moments of great nervous excitement, 
which were many, she had but to speak and 
to lay her hand upon him, and he became 
quiet. Her hand also soothed his pillow in 
his last hour, and ministered such comfort 
as no one else could give. His last charge 
was Trimble Circuit, which he served under 
many difficulties in 1894 and 1895. At the 
close of the last year, like nearly all preach- 
ers when disabled, he reluctantly requested 
the brethren to grant him the superannu- 
ated relation, which was done. He preached 
a few times afterwards, but settled down 
into a mind willing to spend the evening of 
his days in the safe retreat of domestic life. 
Here he found every attention and com- 
fort, and calmly resigned himself to the 
will of God. The instinctive dread of death 
that had harassed him so much in life tied, 
and in the end he had “ministered unto 
him an abundant entrance into the ever- 
lasting kingdom of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ. ” 

Matthew" M. Taylor, son of Simeon and 
Matilda Taylor, was born November 17, 
1887; professed religion and joined the 
Methodist Church in his schooldays; was 
licensed to exhort at Mount Pleasant 
Church, Trenton Circuit, November 19, 
1856, D. C. McCutcheon preacher in charge; 
licensed to preach by the Quarterly Con- 
ference of Trenton Circuit, May 16, 1857, 
Nathan Sullivan presiding elder; admitted 
on trial into the Memphis Conference at 
Jackson, Tenn., in November, 1861; was 
ordained deacon by Bishop Paine at Cov- 
ington, Tenn., October 8, 1865. and or- 
dained elder by Bishop Pierce, November 
11, 1867. We could not get a complete list 
of the appointments served by brother Tay- 
lor, but we give a number: Trezevant Cir- 
cuit, two years; Yorkville Circuit, two 
years; Milan Station, three years; Dyers- 
burg Station, two years; Alamo and Bell’s, 
two years; Kenton Circuit, two years; 
Wingo Circuit, one year; and Bard well and 
Wickliffe, three years. Brother Taylor 
was an acceptable, successful itinerant 
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6 readier, popular in pulpit and pastorate. 

[e was clear, forcible, and earnest, edify- 
ing and instructive to believers, and con- 
vincing to unbelievers. He won souls for 
Christ, and did all the work of an itin- 
erant faithfully and well. He was loyal 
and true, loved the doctrines and politv of 
the Church, and did the work assigned Kim 
as a loyal son in the gospel without mur- 
muring or complaining. He had a satis- 
factory experience of the regenerating 
grace of God, growing steadily from year 
to year until manhood was reached. He 
believed God’s word with all his heart and 
preached it with all his might. Brother 
Taylor was a clean, pure man. Never was 
there a shadow upon his character. He 
lived above reproach. The last eighteen 
months of his life were spent in the super- 
annuated relation, patiently suffering the 
will of our heavenly Father. Just before 
the end he said to his pastor, Rev. J. R. 
Hardin: “I have the conscious approval of 
my heavenly Father, both upon my life and 
ministry. ” He was twice married — first in 
1856 to Miss Martha W. Patton, with whom 
he lived happily twenty-eight years. Three 
children blessed this union. One of these, 
a grown son, is left to sorrow. His second 
marriage was to Miss Mary L. Ross. To this 
union there were born two children. One 
went on before; the other, little May Mat, 
is with mother, contending with life’s strug- 
gles. After a brief illness our dear brother 
crossed over the death river on May 19. 
1900, “leaning on Jesus,” and is safe on the 
other shore. 

J. T. C. Colons, having completed his 
pilgrimage of nearly seventy-five years, en- 
tered into rest at his home in Fulton, Ky., 
July 2, 1900. He was the son of McKissick 
and Elizabeth Collins, and was born in 
Madison county. Tenn., August 28, 1825. 
He had three brothers, two of whom, like 
himself, were Methodist preachers. These 
all went before him to the better land. 
When nearly fifteen years of age he was 
converted, July 1, 1840, and on August 2, 
1841, joined the Methodist Church. On 
March 18, 1848, he was licensed to exhort; 
and, having cultivated his talent as an ex- 
horter for more than two years, he received 
license to preach September 12, 1845, being 
then a little more than twenty years old. 
Having spent three years as a local preach- 
er, he was admitted on trial into the Mem- 
phis Annual Conference at Aberdeen, Miss. . 
in November, 1848. Two years thereafter, 
being found worthy, he was received into 
full connection by the Conference at Tren- 
ton, Tenn.; and was ordained a deacon in 
the Church of God by Bishop Capers, No- 
vember 17, 1850. He was ordained an elder 
at Brownsville, Tenn., December 5, 1852, 
by Bishop Andrew. Not having the Min- 
utes at hand, we are unable to trace his ap- 
pointments for the first six years, but are 



of the opinion that during this time he was 
stationed at Jackson and Brownsville, and 
perhaps Somerville. He was sought after 
in these earlier years, and, notwithstand- 
ing acknowledged and lamented deficien- 
cies in educational equipment, by diligent 
application, assisted by grace, soon took 
rank as one of the most promising and suc- 
cessful young men of the Conference. In 
the fall of 1854 he was stationed at Asbury 
Chapel — now Hernando Street — in the city 
of Memphis. It is said that brother Col- 
lins was the most popular and the most 
successful preacher of any denomination in 
the city at that time. The house in which 
his congregation worshiped was a large 
frame building, capable of seating about 
five hundred people. Every Sunday, morn- 
ing and night, every seat was occupied and 
the aisles filled with chairs, and it was no 
uncommon thing for a hundred or more to 
be turned away for want of room. In the 
membership of that time were a number of 
eminent men — supreme court judges, law- 
yers, physicians, and successful business 
men — all of whom sat under his ministry 
with delight, and were edified. The next 
two years he was stationed at Wesley Chap- 
el — now First Church — in the same city, 
where he was equally successful and popu- 
lar. The city has grown since then and 
churches have multiplied, but it is doubtful 
if Methodism has ever been on a better 
footing or more prosperous there than 
during the years of his pastorate. In the 
fall of 1858 he was appointed Agent for the 
Book and Tract Depository, and still made 
his home in Memphis. In 1859 he was ap- 
pointed to Central Church Mission, and 
soon had a temporary house erected, a con- 

f regation gathered, and an organized mem- 
ership, which was the beginning of the 
present Central Church. At the close of 
that year he was appointed to Okolona and 
Verona Station, now in the North Missis- 
sippi Conference, where he remained two 
years. His next appointment was to Pon- 
totoc Circuit for one year, and then to 
Houston for one year. The Civil War be- 
ing now in full blast, we have no printed 
minutes for the years 1864 and 1865. Aft- 
er the war brother Collins returned to 
Tennessee with his health much impaired, 
and for two years or more was Conference 
Sunday-school Agent, in which position he 
did much efficient work. He was also one 
year, or more, Agent for the Memphis 
Conference Female Institute. On Decem- 
ber 8, 1885, he was married to Miss Mary 
H. Felds, an elegant, refined, Christian 
woman, who seemed providentially de- 
signed to smooth his pathway for the re- 
mainder of his days. After his marriage 
he settled on a little farm in the suburbs of 
Fulton, Ky., where he and his good wife 
lived in peace and comfort, but continuing 
in the pastorate, being appointed to Ful- 
ton Station, Fulton Circuit, Harris Circuit, 
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Dukedom Circuit, and Water Valley Cir- 
cuit, all being near his home. In 1895 he 
was superannuated. Brother Collins from 
early manhood was subject to nervous dys- 
pepsia and suffered much, but his physical 
infirmities seemed never to interfere either 
with his willingness or his ability to preach. 
He possessed a fine library and used it to 
much profit, and kept up to a considerable 
degree with the new phases of thought as 
they have appeared from time to time. He 
was somewhat slow in gathering his mate- 
rial and preparing his sermons, but when 
prepared he could ever afterwards use them 
most effectively. He was an orator. His 
voice was a charm. Full, sonorous, flute- 
like, his hearers were captured, impressed, 
and edified. Dr. John B. McFerrin, after 
hearing him pray on one occasion, said: 
“Now I know the secret of his power; it is 
that voice.” But, while his voice was so 
charming, he always had something to say. 
He was an excellent preacher and a su- 
perior pastor. Genial in spirit, affable in 
manner, kind and courteous to all, every- 
body loved him, respected him, and pro- 
nounced him a true and faithful man of 
God. His last, illness was somewhat pro- 
tracted, and developed a pulmonary affec- 
tion which none of his friends had ever 
suspected to exist; but he bore his suffer- 
ings with great patience, showing that he 
could suffer as well as do the will of God. 
He talked with great calmness of his ap- 
proaching death, gave directions concern- 
ing his burial, and expressed a desire that 
the older brethren of the Conference with 
whom he had labored so long might be noti- 
fied of the time of his burial. Many of these 
were present at his funeral. Thus the good 
man died as he had lived, trusting in Christ 
for eternal life. His end was peace. His 
funeral was conducted by Dr. W. T. Har- 
ris. assisted by other brethren, in the church 
at Fulton, l£y., and his body was taken 
thence to Martin, Tenn., for interment, 
where he awaits the trumpet’s sound in the 
resurrection day. 

Hardin J. Turner was born near Dur- 
hamville, Tenn., June 23. 1828. His father, 
William Turner, the older preachers say, 
was a noted class leader, and a true spir- 
itual barometer. Reared in a spiritual at- 
mosphere. Hardin J. Turner was always a 
preacher. He would spend hours telling 
how he would treat certain subjects, or how 
they had been discussed by some noted pul- 
pit orator; yet, like Moses, he lingered long 
in the wilderness ere he was obedient to 
the divine vision. He was eminent in 
three professions — the law, teaching, and 

I reaching. He was licensed to practice 
aw in 1851. He was first married Febru- 
ary 6, 1855. Two children were born of 
this marriage — a devout daughter, who 

E eded him many years to the better 
, and a son. true and faithful to God, 



who, in the discharge of civil duty, was 
foully assassinated last January. Both of 
these left families. The second marriage 
was to Miss Margaret Braden, August 23, 
1863, who survives him, having borne the 
trials and vicissitudes of life with great 
fidelity. To them were born a large fam- 



ily of sons and daughters, yet their hearts 
and home expanded to receive others. At 
the close of the Civil War brother Turner 
wns appointed attorney general, in which 
capacity he served four years. In the presi- 
dential campaign of 1868 he was a Demo- 
cratic elector. Urged to run for other offices, 
he declined, and in 1869 was licensed to 
preach, on the old Brownsville Circuit, G. 
W. D. Harris presiding elder, C. J. Maul- 
din preacher in charge, and J. S. Renshaw 
junior preacher. This circuit then em- 
braced a large part of two counties. He 
was ordained deacon in 1874, and elder in 
1876. He preached constantly in his home 
circuit, helping the pastors. While broth- 
er Turner was faitnful to duty, he bore 
himself so nobly that he seldom made ene- 
mies. Members of other denominations 
always loved to hear him preach, though 
he never preached anything but Methodist 
doctrine. In 1879 he was admitted on trial 
into the Memphis Conference and appoint- 
ed to the Dyersburg District High School 
and Mount Zion Circuit. He stayed at this 
work seven or eight years. Four years 
spent on the Dancyville Circuit and three 
years at Stanton and Mason completed his 
active ministerial life. Three years ago he 
became a superannuate. He lived for 
awhile at Mason, and then moved to Browns- 
ville, where he died, July 6, 1900. Brother 
Turner was warm-hearted and generous. 
His conversation was lighted up with chaste 
humor. He was well educated and fond of 
study. His mind was strong and versatile, 
his memory marvelous, and his religions 
experience bright and joyfffl. He was af- 
fectionate in his nature, fond of his friends 
devoted and indulgent to his family. Even 
on the day of his death acts of affection 
would show the sorrowing ones that the 
heart spoke though the lips moved not. In 
his pastoral life, as elsewhere, he was 
unique. He could sit around the store, or 
public place, and engage in religious con- 
versation and pastoral oversight, and be 
neither a bore nor a loafer. He could turn 
the family circle into a class meeting, or for 
hours around the fireside he would talk of 
some Bible character or incident, and draw 
old and young to him. Strong in the pul- 
pit and upon the platform, he not only re- 
joiced himself in his great commission, but 
delighted others by his preaching and Sun- 
day-school and educational addresses. For 
several years there had been a gradual 
paralysis of the body. It was sad to see 
the strong mind caged. You could almost 
hear the beating of the immortal wings of 
the soul against the earthly prison as he 
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strove for utterance. Blit the prisoner is 
released; the mortal has put on immor- 
tality. We fondly believe this son of God 
is in his Father’s house, forever clothed 
with the best robe, even that which is 
washed and made white in the blood of the 
Lamb.

Alexander C. Kelley was born in Pike 
county, Ark., December 3, 1865. He was 
converted in the summer of 1890 and re- 
ceived into the Church in Clark county. In 
January, 1891, he was granted license to 
preach by the Quarterly Conference of 
Okolona Circuit, and admitted on trial in 
the traveling connection by the Little Rock 
Conference in December, 1891, and sent to 
Lono Circuit. In 1892 he was sent to Spring 
Hill Circuit. During his pastorate there a 
fearful storm destroyed tne church build- 
ings, the farmhouses, the fences, and the 
live stock all over the circuit, bringing 
financial ruin to nearly all the people of his 
charge. While many left the country, the 
heroic young preacher remained at his post, 
ministering to the suffering people and 
sharing their poverty. He brought up his 
course of study, and at Conference in 1898 
was admitted into full connection, ordained 
deacon, and stationed on Caledonia Cir- 
cuit. He was stationed in 1894 on Lapile 
Circuit, in 1895 at Lono, in 1896-7 at Social 
Hill, and in 1898 on Saline Circuit. He 
went to his work, but was already enfee- 
bled by consumption. All that year he 
merely suffered and waited, cared for by 
an heroic and saintly wife. At the Confer- 
ence last year (1899) he was placed on the 
superannuated list, but during the session 
in the distant home of suffering he heard 
the roll-call up yonder, and is with us no 
more, for the Lord hath taken him. 

John H. Blakeley was born in Franklin 
county, Tenn., October 14, 1817. The moth- 
er, widowed in his infancy, was married in 
1821 to Wiseman Moore, and the family 
removed to Blount county, Ala. There, at 
seventeen years of age, brother Blakeley 
was converted and received into the Cum- 
berland Presbyterian Church. In 1838 he 
became a member of the Methodist Church; 
was licensed to exhort in 1839, and to preach 
in 1842. In the same year he was admitted 



on trial in the traveling connection by the 
Tennessee Conference, and transferred to 
the Arkansas Conference. He attended the 
session and was appointed to Montgomery 
Circuit. He was received into full connec- 
tion and ordained deacon at Little Rock in 
1844. We are not able to ascertain his ap- 
pointments for the next twelve years after 
his first appointment to Montgomery Cir- 
cuit, but in 1855 he was sent to Monticello- 
Circuit. He was appointed presiding elder 
of Monticello District, 1856-8; in 1859. 
Washington District; 1860-1, Pine Bluff 
District; 1862, Mt. Pleasant Circuit. In 

1863 he was granted a supernumerary rela- 
tion, and continued on tne same circuit; in 

1864 the same. It was the time of war. He 
had a large family, several growing boys, 
and found it necessary to get a farm, put 
them to work, and make a living. Many 
other preachers under similar stress be- 
came local itinerants. Such was the case 
with brother Blakeley. He became effective 
in 1865, and was again appointed to Mt. 
Pleasant Circuit, wnere his family lived, 
and where he was eminently acceptable 
and useful. The Avar was over; the time 
limit had more than passed, he was in no 
condition to move, and in 1866 asked for 
and received a location. But in 1867 he 
was readmitted and again appointed to Mt. 
Pleasant Circuit. In 1868 he received a su- 
pernumerary relation. In 1869, again ef- 
fective, he was sent to Warren Circuit; in 
1870, to Selma Circuit; in 1871, to Green 
Hill (Lacy) Circuit; in 1872-4 to Mt. Pleas- 
ant Circuit; in 1875, to Hamnurg Circuit; 
and in 1876, to Warren Circuit. In 1877 he 
asked for and received a superannuated re- 
lation, well earned after thirty-five years 
of labor. However, the next year he be- 
came effective, and was stationed for the 
ninth year on Mt. Pleasant Circuit, and in 
1879 on Lehi Circuit. But in 1880 he was 
granted a superannuated relation, and re- 
mained on this honor roll until his death. 
June 2, 1900, in the eighty-third year of his 
age and the fifty-eighth of his ministry. 
For many years of his superannuation, 
though unequal to a pastoral charge, he 
was abundant in labors and eminently use- 
ful, as Avell as highly respected and greatly 
beloved. He was a Methodist preacher of 
the old type now becoming rare. Rugged, 
vigorous, uncompromising, surcharged 
with divine truth, and full of the Holy 
Ghost, he commanded attention, respect, 
and obedience as a messenger of God. His 
unshaken faith in the truth which he 
preached and the God whom he served gave 
him a majestic mastery over great congre- 
gations, and his personal experience of the 
deep things of God made him a son of con- 
solation to the penitent and afflicted and a 
wise counselor to the embarrassed, the err- 
ing, or the bewildered souls among those to 
whom he ministered. 
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Jamks Rook us Shkuwood was born in 
Indiana. February 14, 1836. He lived in 
that state during his youth, but was an of- 
fieer in one of the Kansas regiments during 
the war between the states. At the close 
of the war he lived in Memphis, Tenn., 
where he married. A few years later the 
family removed to Arkansas. There was a 
remarkable revival on Lehi Circuit in 1870. 
under the ministry of the Rev. A. VV. Sim- 
mons. and along with many others Sher- 
wood was converted. He was directly 
licensed to preach, and was admitted on 
trial in the Little lloek Conference in No- 
vember. 1871. and appointed to Endora Cir- 
cuit. In 1872-3 he was stationed on Pales- 
tine Circuit; in 1874. on YVachita Circuit; 
iu 1875, on Camden Circuit; in 1876, Pales- 
tine; in 1877. Bartholomew; in 1878, Pales- 
tine; in 1879. El Dorado; in 1880, the same 
charge; in 1881. at Moro: in 1882-3. on De 
Witt Circuit: in 1884-5, Piue Bluff Mission; 
in 1886. Wattensas; in 1887, Pine Bluff Mis- 
sion: in 1888. Benton Station. In 1889 he 
located. In 1890 he was readmitted and 
appointed to Redlield, and returned to the 
same work in 1891. In 1892-3 he served Lehi 
Circuit; in 1894-5. Macon Circuit; in 1896, 
Clark Circuit; in 1897, Redtield. He was 
located in 1898. but in 1899 was readmitted 
and placed on the supernumerary list; and 
on March 22, 1900, ended his long and use- 
ful ministry, dying at his home in the sixty- 
fifth year of his life and thirtieth of his min- 
istry. His preaching was scriptural, spir- 
itual, tearful, and effective. He was a good 
man, full of faith and of the Holy Ghost.

William M. D. Bond, son of Whitefield 
Bond, was born in Buncomb county. N. 

C. , July 29, 1824. His mother’s maiden 
name was Jones. He, from birth, enjoyed 
the blessing of pious example and training. 
At the early age of ten he professed con- 
version and joined the Methodist Church. 
In the pure atmosphere of the mountain 
regions of his native and adopted states, 
strengthened by healthful sports and use- 
ful toil, he grew up to well-developed, vig- 
orous manhood. His early educational 
advantages were quite limited. Yet with 
quick natural abilities, inspired by a lauda- 
ble ambition to be somebody and to do some- 
thing in the world, and through the read- 
ing and study of such books as fell into his 
hands and by close application to business, 
he fitted himself for success in the vocations 
of after life. Such was his industry, judg- 
ment, and aptitude for business affairs 
that had he devoted his time and talent to a 
secular calling his labors would doubtless 
have been crowned with signal success. 
But feeling himself called of God to higher 
spheres of usefulness, he in 1850 applied for 
and was granted license to preach. After 
serving the Church as a local preacher for 
two years, he decided to turn his back upon 
the attractions and ambitions of the world 
and give himself wholly to one work — the 
work of soul-saving. In 1852 he was re- 
ceived on trial into tne Georgia Conference, 
and was appointed to Eatonton Circuit, 
1853; Calhoun, 1854-5; Lafayette, 1856-7; 
Summerville, 1858; Cave Spring, 1859; Pal- 
metto, 1860-1; Franklin, 1862-3; Palmetto, 
1864; Franklin, 1865; Troup, 1866. At the 
close of this year the Conference divided 
and brother Bond, by virtue of his appoint- 
ment, fell into the South Georgia division. 
He served Sumter Circuit, 1867; Attapul- 
gus, 1868-9; Cusseta, 1870-1; in Columbus, 
1872; Butler Circuit, 1873; Hayneville, 
1874-5; in Macon, 1876. Closing his year 
here, he was transferred to the North Geor- 
gia Conference, where he served appoint- 
ments as follows: Palmetto, 1877, Hogans- 
ville, 1878-9; Alpharetta, 1880-1; Canton, 
1882-3; Hartwell, 1884-6; Monroe, 1887; 
Harmony Grove, 1888-9; Danielsville and 
Mission, 1890: Belton, 1891; Maysville, 1892; 
Athens Circuit, 1893-4. Here, after more 
than forty years of active, efficient labor in 



gospel fields, his itinerant life closed. The 
Conference next ensuing placed his name 
upon the “roll of honor’’ alongside with 
other war-worn and battle-scarred veterans 
who, with armor bright, had retired from 
fields of active conflict. After superannu- 
ation he quietly and in a sweet spirit of 
resignation retired to his cottage home in 
College Park, a beautiful suburb of Atlan- 
ta, where in loving companionship with his 
wife— whom, as Miss Margaret Norris, of 
Forsyth county, he led to the marriage al- 
tar in 1843 — he lived till God called him to 
his reward. This true woman, faithful wife, 
and tender mother still survives him to be- 
wail his loss and cherish his memory. The 
time and space allotted to a Conference 
memoir are too limited for a full delinea- 
tion of the character and life work of one 
who lived and labored as did our deceased 
brother. A full estimate and measurement 
of his real worth must be left to the deci- 
sions of the day of final rewards. A faith- 
ful, toiling, self-denying servant of God 
who, at the Master’s call, goes forth “bear- 
ing precious seed,” sets in motion forces of 
influence which will survive and bear fruit 
long after his worn and shattered body has 
crumbled into dust. Such a servant, we 
think, was brother Bond. To the several 
fields of labor assigned him — some of them 
unremunerative and uninviting — he went 
cheerfully, if not joyously, resolved to do 
his best, and his best was usually crowned 
with success. A happy combination of ele- 
ments in his character conspired to make 
him in many respects a remarkable man. 
His voice in sermon and song — he was gift- 
ed in both — was ever a call to righteous- 
ness. He believed, preached, and sang the 
doctrines of the Bible, the witness of the 
Spirit, and the triumphs of faith. San- 
guine, joyous, full of fervor and zeal, he 
was a power in revival services, at the 
church, in the grove, and in camp-meeting 
altars. As a pastor he “magnified his of- 
fice” in the various charges committed to 
his care. Manly in bearing, neat in per- 
son and dress, pleasant in manner, open 
and cordial in his greetings, he was a pop- 
ular and welcome guest in the homes of his 
friends and parishioners. Retiring from 
active service, he was by no means idle. It 
was not in his physical, mental, and moral 
make-up to be unemployed. Habits of in- 
dustry and economy formed in youth fol- 
lowed him to life’s sunset. He not only as- 
sisted his brethren in meetings, when called 
on for help, but kept up a regular appoint- 
ment of his own till a fatal sickness, acute 
pneumonia, struck him down. The sum- 
mons was sharp and sudden, but it found 
him with his house in order. His last con- 
scious utterance, made in answer to an in- 
quiry by his physician, was: “I am lying 
here thinking, praying, happy.” Soon 
thereafter his mental power went into 
eclipse, and amid the thickening gloom of 
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mortal dissolution, on the 12th day of April, 
1900, his ransomed spirit entered into the 
fruitions of a cloudless, eternal day. 

William Bascom Stradley was born in 
Yancey county, N. C., September 28, 1853, 
and died June 23, 1900. He was educated 
at Hiwassee College, Tenn., from which in- 
stitution of learning he was graduated May 
27, 1875. He received the degree of A.M. 
May 22, 1879; the degree of D.D. May 11, 
1891. What more lovely in this life can fall 
under the eye than the steadily rising struc- 
ture of a character whose maker and builder 
is God? A man reaches his highest estate 
in this life only when his whole being is 
thrown open to the energies divine operat- 
ing through the hi^h offices of Father, Son, 
and Holy Ghost. This, only this, is true 
manliness, and it was this that the life of 
W. B. Stradley exhibited as its distinguish- 
ing characteristic. It was this that arrest- 
ed attention on the first sight, and the im- 
pression deepened as acquaintance grew. 
As we recall our dear brother his manliness 
comes before us as the quality that shone 
so prominently as to awaken the universal 
admiration of his brethren. We were im- 
pressed with this from the time he came to 
us until he left us. If we were favored 
with his association in the attachments of 
personal friendship, or met him in the 
largest social life, or joined him in the 
business at the Conference room, or listened 
to his earnest appeals from the pulpit, we 
invariably carried away with us an impres- 
sion of his manliness. We could not shake 
his hand without receiving the impression 
that he was cast in lofty mold. When he 
stood before us, twelve months ago, at La 
Grange, and invited us to be the guests of 
Trinity, Atlanta, at our next session, we saw 
in his brierht face and caught from the warm 
tones of his voice that he was happy over 
the prospect of being the servant of his 
brethren of the Conference in doing some- 
thing more to enhance their comfort and 
secure for them a season of joy. Physical- 
ly our brother was endowed with powers of 

g reat endurance. Among the mountains of 
is boyhood home was laid the foundation 
of a robust manhood. His symmetrical, 
erect form, not an ounce of flesh too much 
or too little; his bright eye; his florid, clear 
complexion; his deep chest and strong 
voice, gave promise of a long life of service. 
So accustomed was he to perfect health, 
and so faithfully had his strength respond- 
ed to all his demands, that it was hard for 
him to believe that any exertion he might 
make could exhaust the resources on which 
he had so often drawn without harm. The 
shock that shattered his well-knit frame was 
a surprise to him rather than to those who 
knew him best, and who were solicitous be- 
cause of the high pressure under which he 
carried on his work. The unlooked-for 
call for a suspension of labor was also the 



announcement of overwork and underrest. 
Intellectually, Dr. Stradley was furnished 
with a diversity of gifts, and all of a high 
order. Orderliness characterized his mind 
in all its operations. His preaching was 
bold, spiritual, never lacking in precision, 
often melting into tenderness, always evinc- 
ing anxiety for the salvation of men. His 
mind was accustomed to wide ranges in 
theology, and showed familiarity with gen- 
eral literature in the rich stores on which 
he drew in the illustration and general en- 
forcement of his themes. He expounded 
the Scriptures with clearness, and was 
equally at home in impressing the simplest 
and most familiar maxims of everyday re- 
ligious life. He was ready always to ad- 
vocate the great interests of the Church, 
having studied them, and furnished himself 
for addressing the large gatherings of our 
people in their behalf. His mind was prac- 
tical, fitting him eminently for what the 
Church is always looking for — a man of all 
work. From building a sermon he could 
turn aside and superintend the erection of 
a house of worship, or the refitting of a par- 
sonage, or the putting up one where none 
had been provided; and he has been known 
to throw aside his coat in such enterprises, 
and take hold as if all depended on his per- 
sonal exertion. He gloried in thrusting his 
brawny arm beneath anything of the kind 
that was giving way, and lifting it into life 
and hopefulness. Spiritually, our brother 
had received the kingdom of God as a little 
child, and while yet a little child. His fa- 
ther was conducting a revival on theGreene- 
ville Circuit — Holston Conference — when 
his little son, then only six years old, asked 
to go with him to a night meeting. The 
request was declined. When his father re- 
turned home the little fellow was sitting up 
in bed, with his mother at his side, happily 
converted and praising God. He was dedi- 
cated to God at his birth, and to the Chris- 
tian ministry at his baptism, subject to the 
Master’s will. The offering was accepted. 
His religion was simple, trustful, comfort- 
ing, saving. There hung no mists about 
his personal experience. He knew whom 
he had believed. He had the witness in 
himself. The communication of Christ’s 
life to his life was no myth, but a divine 
reality of which he was as conscious as he 
was of the rich blood bounding through his 
veins. Here is the secret of so many signs 
of life about him wherever he went to la- 
bor. It was this that clothed the smallest 
work with sacredness and made the ‘ 4 mean- 
est work divine.” There were no spasms 
in Dr. Stradley’s religious development. 
He grew like a beautiful tree rooted by the 
waters of a river. His leaf never withered, 
his fruit was in season, and whatsoever he 
did prospered. All his days were Sabbaths, 
and all his work was worship. Brother

A genuine experience of grace brought the 
whole man with his complex gifts and opu- 
lent attainments to the feet of the Son of 
God, and thence with the Spirit’s anointing 
on head and heart he went forth to be a 
best servant of the world. He was a great 
winner of souls. This master passion which 
consumed his youth never lost its flaming 
energy, but burned on till he was burned 
out. He was a shining light because he was 
being forever consumed — a bush always on 
fire to draw men to God. He led them to 
Christ wherever he was sent; and like the 
seventy he came back to the Master from 
every itinerant journey, with the recital of 
triumph: the sick healed, the lame afoot, 
the blind seeing, the dead raised, and devils 
cast out. To tne Master, not to men. He 
did not trumpet his own successes, but in- 
stead ascribed the fact to the right arm of 
his King.

le was the thirteenth chapter of First Co- 
rinthians expressed in his attitude and ap- 
proach to his fellows, and a better reading 
of the text is not easily rendered during a 
century. He used the pulpit wisely for the 
mastery of souls. He was a great preacher. 
He cared little for the technics of sermon- 
izing, but he was an able minister of the 
word. He did not withhold the counsel of 
God for fear of offending or from a desire 
for popularity, but his arrest of sinners was 
not like a sheriff’s hand. His arraignment 
of sin was never discounted by heat or 
harshness of utterance. Mercy wept while 
warning thundered. Pitv sobbed its way 
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But the grace of God was his chiefest and 
commonest message. To bind up the 
broken-hearted and release the captive and 
convince men of God’s love was the staple 
of his preaching; and in this he was his 
Lord’s true messenger and an able minister 
of consolation and hope. And yet it is 
hardly to be doubted that the pastorate was 
his best worked field. He did not count the 
shepherd’s crook an incumbrance, but 
honor and help. He was a good shepherd, 
and his fold knew his voice, and he called 
them by name. The wilderness and the 
night were invaded by his search for the 
wandering, and the sick and the lame and 
the wounded he bore back in his bosom. 
Out of the blare and unrest of the noisy 
world into quiei places he led his flock. 
Painstaking, patient, tender, he bore him- 
self among tne worldly and contentibus, 
and won tnem to Christ by his Christlike- 
ness. The fragrance of his heaven-blessed 
spirit pervaded the home where he went to 
cheer and disciple, and in the prayers poured 
out for his people in their want and temp- 
tation the angels found incense enough for 
their censers. He wove the spell of heaven 
over the sinful, until they found themselves 
entangled in the invisible net of salvation. 
His visits to his people were like Mary’s to 
her Lord; he also did what he could for the 
Master in the Master’s followers, and to 
this day the perfume of his consecrated 
service sweetens the Church he honored 
with his love and devotion. He was a man 
of stainless soul. To be right is biggest at- 
tainment. True, he excelled as a gentle- 
man. His preaching was a transport of the 
gospel and its faithful distribution to want. 
His pastorship was preeminent, an educa- 
tion in soul-saving. Moreover, he was a 
writer of unusual distinction, elegant in 
diction, brilliant in conception, effective in 
aim. But in becoming what he was and is 
to be forever, he was greatest of all. Serv- 
ice is the loftiest achievement. And yet, 
true character, clean of foot and heart, is 
the royal fact of life and history ; and this, 
in him, had a splendid expression. He was 
unselfish, candid, and manly. The temp- 
tation to push himself he never felt. The 
atmosphere in which he lived was so ster- 
ilized by grace that such a suggestion died 
before it could reach his heart. He scorned 
self-seeking — it was enough for his soul that 
God was seeking him ! Brother and friend 
to all, no man went down under unjust im- 
putation. or by the thrust of covert indirec- 
tion, without his manliest protest and vol- 
unteered defense. He stood at last before 
his people like Samuel, clear of any indict- 
ment for wrong to them or for failure to 
defend their interest when at stake. He 
was meek and lowly in heart like the Son 
of man, and he well expresses himself in 
this message to his brethren: “May your 
lives, my brethren, be not like mine, fail- 
ures, but abound unto every good word and 
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work till the great meeting in our Father’s 
home in heaven. I am trying to go that 
way — trying! May I be blessed enough to 
meet you there, after you have fought the 
good tight and lain hold of eternal life, and 
won the crown. We forget that only these 
are they who shall bear the palm and be 
crowned— they who are faithful unto the 
end.” Failure! If his life was failure, 
where shall we look for success? To be and 
serve as Christ demands was he; and in 
trying to go that way, he went so glorious- 
ly as to brighten its path like unto the sky 
lit up by the angels’ descent. Gone up with 
Moses iuto the mount to meet God, and see 
that glory whose unveiling will make his 
own face radiant forever ! Blessed are such 
dead that have died in the Lord! “Yea, 
saith the Spirit; for they rest from their 
labors, and their works do follow them.” 

J. P. Burgess was born July 10, 1866. at 
Hayesville, N. C. The prophet Jeremiah, 
lamenting the untimely ills of his ideal 
city, the glorious Jerusalem, gave expres- 
sion to his grief in these symbolic words: 
“Her sun is gone down while it is yet day. ” 
In the early morning of life’s day the sun of 
brother Burgess has declined to its setting. 
The sky-soaring mountains of his birth- 
place spoke in silent yet massive eloquence 
to his soul, inspiring the spirit of lofty aspi- 
ration and self-denying hardihood which 
characterized his life. He entered upon 
time’s career sorely handicapped. A strug- 
gle was thrust upon him from the outset. 
His parents were extremely poor. When 
eighteen years of age he was converted, and 
immediately felt tne call to preach. As 
soon as he could master his adverse circum- 
stances he entered Emory College. Pro- 
tracted sickness intervened and thwarted 
the hungry purpose of his mind to complete 
the college course. In 1890 he was received 
on trial in the North Georgia Conference, 
and his official history is as follows: 1890-1, 
Hickory Flat Circuit; 1891-2, Roopville 
Circuit; 1892-3, North Coweta Circuit; 
1893-5, Orchard Hill; 1895-6, Cobb Circuit; 
1896-8, Cedartown Circuit; 1898-9, The 
Rock Circuit; 1900, to Zebulon Circuit. 
Eight years and a half measure the brief 
space of his ministry, and this in the morn- 
ing of untutored youth. But this was five 
and a half years more than his Master had. 
Could any privileged member of the hier- 
archy above calculate the issue and experi- 
ence of these eight years? That poignant 
sense of sin’s destructive curse upon lost 
souls, leading God’s ambassadors to spend 
nights of wrestling prayer, that throbbing 
pulse of responsive love to Him who re- 
deemed and washed in his own precious 
blood, that keen and indescribable hunger 
and thirst after the righteousness and holi- 
ness of God, those secret, abyssmal chords 
of the soul vibrating to the touch of joys and 
sorrows which only the sinner saved by 



grace can know — who among the angels can 
enter into these vast realms of experience? 
Brother Burgess was a good and faithful 
preacher, a conscientious and painstaking 
pastor, an affectionate husband and wise 
father. He leaves a wife and three chil- 
dren. His last days led him over the Via 
Dolorosa of his Lord. His suffering was 
great. A short while before his death a 
letter was received from him with these 
words: “A four months’ spell of sickness, 
doctors’ bills, and the loss of my horse have 
left me so at sea that I don’t know what to 
do.” The Sea of Galilee was struck by 
hurtling storm and tempest. A little com- 
pany of men mid roaring waters and mid- 
night darkness were struggling for life. A 
lonely man was praying on the mountain 
top. He broke off his prayer and, walking 
the mad waves, called out to the alarmed 
sailors: “Be of good cheer; it is I; be not 
afraid.” That same sympathetic friend, 
“Jesus Christ, the same yesterday, to-day, 
and forever,” came out to the storm-swept 
sea of perplexity and suffering upon which 
our brother was tossed, and saying, “Be 
not afraid, it is I,” took him to be forever 
“one of the guests of God.”

T. L. Miller was born June 4, 1842, in 
Hawkins county, Tenn. His father, Will- 
iam Miller, a Virginian by birth, was a 
farmer, and as far back as the subject of 
this sketch could remember was an official 
member of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. His house was the home of Meth- 
odist preachers. Among the earliest recol- 
lections of brother Miller was a family 
altar, around which the family gathered 
morning and evening until his faithful 
father went to heaven. Father and moth- 
er were both of Methodist families. Broth- 
er Miller was reared on a farm, and was 
from childhood taught to reverence the 
Sabbath, to attend church, and to shun all 
evil associations. At the age of nineteen 
he entered the Confederate army, in 1861; 
served four years in the Nineteenth Ten- 
nessee Infantry; was surrendered with 
General Joseph E. Johnston’s army at 
Greensboro, N. C., April, 1865. After the 
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war he engaged in farming for three years. 
Then for four years he taught in the public 
schools in the county of which he was a 
citizen. In 1873 he moved with his family 
of wife and four children to Hiwassee Col- 
lege, Madisonville, Tenn., then presided 
over by Dr. J. H. Brunner. After spend- 
ing four years here he graduated, taking 
the A.B. degree. He was converted May 
10, 1867, under the ministry of the Rev. 
S. S. Grant, of the Holston Conference. 
His conversion was radical, clear, and sat- 
isfactory: his experience so bright that he 
never doubted his spiritual birth. Of this 
he wrote: “It was, and still is, a matter of 
gloriously conscious knowledge.” He was 
licensed to preach on the Decatur Circuit, 
Holston Conference, under the presiding 
eldership of Carroll Dong, 1870; admitted 
on trial into the North Texas Conference, 
1881. He served the following charges: 
Gober Circuit, three years; Sherman Cir- 
cuit, one year; Whitewright Circuit, one 
year; Bell’s and Savoy, one year; Sherman 
Circuit, three years; Bonham Circuit, two 
years; Montague and Belcher, two years; 
Montague and St. Joe, one year; Bellevue 
Circuit, two years. During his pastorate 
at Bellevue he was stricken with paralysis, 
August 20, 1897. He was therefore super- 
annuated at the following Conference, 
1897. He was ordained deacon by Bishop 
Wightman at Bristol, Tenn., 1876, and 
elder by Bishop Kavanaugh at Green- 
ville. Tex., 1891. He died at his home 
in Baylor county, Texas, January 21, 
1900. Not a murmur ever escaped his 
lips, but he seemed perfectly resigned to 
his Father’s will. He spoke many times 
about his brethren in the Conference, 
naming many of them and speaking ten- 
derly of them. He seemed specially inter- 
ested in the boys who passed before him 
in the classes of the second year. Services 
were held with him less than twenty-four 
hours before he died, and his hearty re- 
sponses told how fully ready he was to go. 
Then often, when all were away except his 
faithful wife, he would say: “Mamma, as 
I can do nothing else, may I pray? ” and 
being answered in the affirmative, he 
would lift his feeble voice to God, asking 
for grace in the hour of need, and for his 
gracious benedictions upon his family. 
On Sunday, the 21st, while part of his fam- 
ily were away at church, his sanctified 
spirit forsook its tenement of clay, leaving 
his faithful companion holding his head. 
On Tuesday his funeral was conducted in 
the Methodist Church at Seymour. After 
the funeral, the Masonic order, of which 
he was an honored member, conveyed the 
body to the cemetery and buried it with 
their beautiful and impressive services. 
Brother Miller was a good man, and loved 
by all who knew him. May God bless his 
family, and finally unite them around his 
throne above. 



William R. Davis was born in Giles 
county, Tenn., November 11, 1823. His 
parents were John and Emily Davis. He 
was converted at thirteen years of age in 
his father’s house, and joined the Meth- 
odist Church the following year. He was 
licensed to preach in 1845, and was re- 
ceived on trial into the Louisiana Confer- 
ence in 1856. The following year he trans- 
ferred from the Louisiana to the Ouichita, 
now Little Rock, Conference, where he 
spent several years. From this Confer- 
ence he was transferred to the East Texas 
Conference, and was a charter member of 
the Trinity, now North Texas, Conference, 
having become a member at its organiza- 
tion in 1867, and so remaining until his 
death a few months ago, with the exception 
of a few years during which time he sus- 
tained the relation of a local preacher. 
In 1896 he took a superannuated relation, 
in which he continued to the end. His 
life as a minister is summed up as follows: 
Effective, twenty years, local preacher 
twelve years, supernumerary one year, 
superannuated eleven years; total, forty- 
four years. He was married in 1848 to 
Miss Lucy O. Rutland, of Alabama; and to 
this union were born seven children, five 
of whom preceded him to the other shore. 
Of his wife and her faithfulness he spoke 
very tenderly, stating that in all the years 
of hardships and poverty through which 
they passed she never complained, but was 
always brave and faithful to the work 
committed to the care of her husband. 
He died at the age of seventy-six years. 
Thus briefly do we record the story of this 
life, and yet the full history of this faithful 
and useful servant of God cannot be told 
in this world. Not till in the world to 
come will we know of all that he has 
wrought. And so we add his name to the 
list of our sainted dead, and pray God that 
his life and memory may linger on earth 
to inspire the living to greater usefulness 
and efficiency in the Church of Christ. 

R. G. Rainey was born in Rowan coun- 
ty, N. C., June 28, 1820. His parents were 
born and reared in Mecklenburg county, 
Va. His mother’s maiden name was Mary 
Morgan. His father died when he was an 
infant, and when he was five years of age 
his mother came to West Tennessee and 
located in Madison county, where he grew 
up to manhood. His educational advan- 
tages were limited, but he made the best 
use of them possible, being compelled to 
labor on the farm for support. He was 
first married to Miss Terry Butler, Novem- 
ber 28, 1843. She died March 14, 1856, and 
left five children. On January 1, 1857, he 
married Miss Mary Y. Walsh, near Purdy, 
Tenn. Six children were born to this 
marriage. Only six children remain. He 
was converted at Cool Springs church, on 
Bear Creek Circuit, Memphis Conference, 
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September 1, 1844, and joined the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, South, September 
8, 1844; was baptized by affusion; was 
licensed to exhort in the year 1845, and 
was licensed to preach in the year 1848. 
He was admitted into the Memphis Con- 
ference at Paducah, Ky., December, 1851, 
and was appointed to the Charleston Cir- 
cuit, in the state of Mississippi. He was 
ordained deacon by Bishop Capers at 
Grenada, Miss., 1858. He was returned to 
the Charles Circuit, and in 1854 was ap- 

I minted to the Oxford Circuit, where he 
abored for two years. In 1855 he was or- 
dained elder by Bishop Kavanaugh at 
Memphis, Tenn. In 1856 he served the 
Purdy Circuit; 1857, Corinth Circuit; 1858, 
Pinson Circuit; 1859, Montezuma Circuit; 
1860, Rock Spring Circuit; 1861, Charleston 
Circuit, in the state of Mississippi. At this 
time the civil war broke out, and he had 
no regular work for three years. Although 
he had appointments, it was impossible to 
fill them. During the stormy period of the 
Civil War he was twice arrested by Federal 
soldiers while endeavoring to fill his ap- 
pointments. At the close of the war he 
went regularly on with his ministerial la- 
bors. In 1867 he was stationed at Corinth, 
Miss., and in 1868-9 he was assigned to the 
Denmark Circuit. In 1870 he was returned 
to Pinson Circuit, and in 1877 he served 
this charge for a third time. He labored in 
the Memphis Conference from 1852 to 1877 
inclusive, and in 1877 he was transferred, 
at his request, to the North Texas Confer- 
ence. In 1878-80 he labored on the Paris 
Circuit; in 1881-2 on the Woodland Cir- 
cuit; in 1883, supernumerary; in 1884 he 
was assigned to the Rosalie Circuit. At the 
close of the Conference year he was grant- 
ed a superannuated relation, which he sus- 
tained up to the time of his death. Brother 
Rainey served his Church in the active 
work of the ministry for thirty-two years, 
and only retired when he was forced to do 
so by reason of old age and declining 
health. He was afflicted for several years, 
but was not confined to his bed until Fri- 
day before his death. He bore his afflic- 
tions with Christian patience and fortitude. 
He loved the work to which his Master 
called him in the long ago, and he talked of 
the Church and of his love for it until the 
end came. He never murmured; he nev- 
er complained; and whether Providence 
smiled or frowned, his spirit of meek sub- 
mission never forsook him. He seemed to 
realize to the fullest extent that “behind a 
frowning providence He wears a smiling 
face.” He will be missed in the home cir- 
cle, in the community where he lived, in 
the great Church on whose altar he sacri- 
ficed his life. While the Paris District 
Conference was in session, he passed peace- 
fully away — a fitting climax to this grand, 
phenomenal life. In the language of the 
ascended McFerrin, “We know where to 



find him,” and when the battle is over we 
shall greet him in the Conference above, 
and where there are no superannuates, 
but where life is always springtime, and 
where we shall never grow old. 

Richa.rd Lane was a native of Georgia, 
born February 21, 1816. His father, Henry 
Lane, was also a Georgian, and his mother 
a Virginian. Both parents were of a de- 
cided Methodistic and Southern impress, 
which characteristics were markedly man- 
ifest in their children. Baptized in infan- 
cy, he professed religion October 9, 1886, 
and soon after was licensed to exhort by 
his pastor, Rev. Windsom Graham, accord- 
ing to the usage of that day. He was licensed 
to preach in 1839. and the same year was 
admitted on trial in the Georgia Confer- 
ence. He was ordained deacon by Bishop 
Andrew in 1842, and elder by Bishop Soule 
in 1844. Of tall, commanding figure, be- 
nign, intellectual face, the impersonation of 
Southern chivalry, Richard Lane was ev- 
ery inch a man — an ideal Christian man and 
minister. At the roll-call of sixty Annual 
Conferences he has been found “blameless 
in life and official administration.” He 
was St. James’s “perfect man,” that “of- 
fended nQt in word, and was able also to 
bridle the whole body ” — a pure, clean man, 
that never brought reproach upon the 
cause of Christ, but. “by manifestation of 
the truth, commended himself to every 
man’s conscience in the sight of God.” He 
had none of the weakness of Diotrephes, 
“who loveth to have the preeminence,” but 
illustrated the apostolic injunction, “In 
honor preferring one another.” He had 
something of the majestic bearing of Bishop 
Soule, never indulged in idle or trifling con- 
versation— his presence a menace to every- 
thing of a doubtful or unseemly charac- 
ter. No slang ever escaped his lips in, or 
even out of, the pulpit. He was a faithful 
student of the Bible — a mighty man in the 
Scriptures, drawing his arrows from God’s 
own quiver. When conditions favored, the 
forest was his favorite resort for study, 
meditation, prayer, and sermonizing. He 
was never slovenly in thought, diction, or 
in personal appearance, regarding Paul’s 
advice to Titus, “ Let no man despise thee ”; 
hence was painstaking and laborious in his 
preparations for the pulpit, presenting 
“beaten oil” — his best thoughts — in accu- 
rate statement, and withal baptized with 
the Holy Ghost. He was rather uniform in 
his efforts, never failing to impress and edi- 
fy his congregations, not solely by the in- 
trinsic merit of his sermons, but by the 
great heart and life from whence they ema- 
nated — it was what was said, plus the man 
that said it — the discourse magnified by the 
life of the preacher. He was perhaps sin- 
gular in that he was a member of no secret

Adney McSwain Attaway, eldest son of 
the Rev. John Attaway, was born in Edge- 
field District, S. C., on the 1st of October, 
1860, and died very suddenly in Pickens 
county, in January, 1900. Reared by a 
mother whose whole life gleamed with in- 
telligent and devoted piety, and whose vig- 
orous mind and stalwart character served 
her well in the necessary absence of her 
faithful itinerant husband, it is not sur- 
prising that he was a child of unexception- 
able moral conduct, and that quite early in 
life he was soundly converted, and joined 
the Church of his parents. At the very be- 
ginning of his Christian course he felt the 
call to the gospel ministry, but his youth 
and his innate modesty induced him to put 
off this duty for several years. In the 
meantime his education was going on, and 
he entered Wofford College, where he 
passed creditably through the junior class. 
He was admitted into the Conference in 
December, 1885, and filled acceptably the 
several appointments to which he was as- 
signed. To his logical mind, and his con- 
stant study of the divine Word, were added 
an attractive voice and a very graceful de- 
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livery, that rendered his preaching unusu- 
ally acceptable and efficient. Especially 
were his public prayers appropriate and 
impressive. But his mother was a chronic 
invalid, and McSwain inherited some of her 
physical feebleness. More than once his 
ardent zeal broke him completely down, 
and forced him to retire from what became 
his loved employ; and the heart failure, 
which snatched him away when he ought to 
have been in the prime of his manhood, 
was only the culmination of his lifetime 
weakness. His delicate widow and their 
eight small children linger behind to mourn 
their loss, consoled in their great sorrow by 
the satisfaction that he is at rest in his heav- 
enly home. 

Silas Pinckney Holbrook Elwell, son 
of John L. and Rachel Elwell, was born 
near what is now known asForeston, S. C., 
January 5, 1842. He was married to Miss 
C. Rhame, of Clarendon, S. C., December 
27, 1860. He died suddenly in Columbia, 
S. C., February 17, 1900. He was educated 
in the schools of his neighborhood and in 
the town of Sumter, S! C. He was an ar- 
dent student, and made the best use of his 
limited opportunities. Though his school 
term was short, he pursued his studies to 
the end of his life. He became acquainted 
in some degree with what is generally 
known by men of greater scholastic pre- 
tensions. When the tocsin of war between 
the states was sounded he was among the 
first to respond to the call of his state. He 
served in the Twenty-third Regiment of 
South Carolina Volunteers. He was on 
duty in his native state until 1863, when 
he went with his regiment to the west, to 
reenforce General Joseph E. Johnston, for 
the relief of General Pemberton, besieged 
in Vicksburg, Miss. In this campaign he 
was severely wounded, and lost his left 
arm at the shoulder. So desperate was his 
wound that his life was despaired of by 
others. It was not thought worth while to 
make an effort to save his life. But he 
never for a moment lost heart. His heroic 
spirit, as he lay in his blood, encouraged 
others to come to his aid in his struggle 
for life. He was dauntless in battle, and 
unconquerable as he lay among the dead 
and dying. A truer, noble soldier never 
bore arms in his country’s cause. He was 
left in the hands of the enemy, and the nar- 
rative of his escape from them furnishes a 
story of heroic courage and tact unsur- 
assed in the history of the war. Though 
e was so badly wounded, and so severely 
mutilated, he was not discharged from the 
army until after the close of the war. On 
his return home he became an enthusiastic 
Confederate Veteran. He was a member 
of Camp Hampton, of the United Confed- 
erate Veterans, chaplain of the South Caro- 
lina Division of the United Confederate 
Veterans, on the staff of General C. I. 



Walker. It was he who inaugurated the 
movement to erect a monument to the 
women of the Confederacy . He used his best 
influence effectively for the introduction 
of Southern histories in Southern schools. 
He was very fraternal in spirit, and hence 
he affiliated with quite a number of broth- 
erhoods. He was Grand Chaplain of the 
Masonic Grand Lodge of South Carolina; a 
member of the Columbia Commandery, K. 
T. ; a member of Myrtle Lodge, No. 3, K. 
P., Columbia, S. C.; and at one time a mem- 
ber of Star Fort Lodge, K. H.. Ninety-Six. 

S. C. They all enjoyed his good cheer and 
efficient service, and they honored him in 
the fellowship. As a Christian and as a 
Christian minister he was most conspicu- 
ous. He was converted to God about the 
age of twelve years, while attending the 
school in Sumter, S. C. In his early youth 
he was impressed that he was called of 
God to preach the gospel. Though he was 
“disobedient to the heavenly vision,” he 
never swerved from his integrity during 
the war, nor did he succeed in ridding 
himself of the conviction for his life work. 
He desired to study law, but the earnest 
protest of his mother barred his way thither. 
From what we know of him, we make no 
doubt that he might have succeeded at the 
bar. Under the advice of his teacher he 
gave himself up fully to his high calling of 
God in Christ Jesus. In 1867 he was licensed 
to preach. In May of that year his pastor, 
the Rev. William Hemmingway, preacher 
in charge of the Manning Circuit, died. 
At the request of members of the circuit, he 
was appointed to fill out the unexpired term 
of the deceased pastor. From this circuit 
he went up to the South Carolina Confer- 
ence, which met in Morganton, N. C., in De- 
cember of that year, as an applicant for ad- 
mission on trial. He was admitted. Thence- 
forward his course was onward and upward, 
until the Master said, “It is enough, come 
up higher.” He served the following 
charges: Waccamaw Circuit, 1868-70; 

Lynche’s Creek Circuit, 1871-2; Columbia 
Circuit, 1873; Cokesbury Circuit, 1874-5: 
South Abbeville, 1876-9; Pickens Circuit. 
1880-3: Ninety-Six Circuit, 1884-5; Bishop- 
ville Circuit, 1886-7; Batesburg Circuit, 
1888-90; Marion Street Station, Columbia, 
S. C., 1891-4; Bamberg Station, 1895-6; 
Kingstree Station, 1897; Spring Street, 
Charleston, S. C., 1898-1900. He received 
his appointment of 1900, but he fell with his 
armor on at the opening of the year. He 
was ordained deacon at Cheraw, S. C., in 
1869, by Bishop Kavanaugh; elder, at Spar- 
tanburg, S. C., 1871, by Bishop Paine.

He was 
not only the pastor of his people, but their 
personal friend; ready to sympathize with 
them, and on occasion and opportunity to 
serve and help them. We have never known 
among us a more thorough Christian gen- 
tleman than Edward B. Loyless. ShaKes- 
peare makes King Lear to claim of himself 
that he was every inch a king. Loyless was 
every inch a man. His educational advan- 
tages were slight, and his preaching unpre- 
tentious and plain; and yet his was a use- 
ful and edifying ministry. He was born 
in Beaufort District, September 10, 1842, 
and was married November 5, 1874, to Miss 
Sarah E. Sanders, of Colleton county. 
Seven of his eight children survive, and 
these, with their widowed mother, claim 
our tender sympathy. At fifty-eight years 
of age, in the ripe maturity of his influence 
and Lis powers, he is called away from us. 
A few months ago strong and well, and 
now, after a rapid decline, at home with 
God. Said Edmund Burke, in the English 
parliament, and in memoriam of a lately 
deceased member of that august body, 
“What shadows we are, and what shadows 
we pursue! ” May we not get the most out 
of the life that now is by putting the most 
into it. and so, following Christ after the 
example of our saintly and ascended breth- 
ren, be found in Christ here and with Christ 
forever? 

Ervin G. Price was born in Colleton 
county, S. C., September 13, 1852. Death 
claimed his father and mother when he was 
of very tender years. Fortunately for him, 
the care and training of his early years fell 
to the lot of his grandmother. Like the 
parent of old who watched over the intel- 
lectual and spiritual development of Tim- 
othy; she brought him up “in the nurture 
and admonition of the Lord.” His oppor- 
tunities for an education were not large. 
To some men they would have meant the 
paralysis of all earthly hope. The only 
thing he demanded was standing ground. 
This was given, and he moved earnestly 
forward. Early in life he felt and heard 
the call of God to preach his gospel. This 
call was as emphatic as that which came to 
Jonah; but, unlike Jonah, there was no de- 
sire “to flee to Tarshish.” December, 1876, 
dates his entrance into the South Carolina 
Conference. This Conference was held in 
the town of Chester. Henceforth his life 
was consecrated to the uplifting of human- 
ity and the glory of God. In.all his work he 
was utterly devoid of pretense and policy. 
He never wore two faces. Cardinal Gran- 
ville, whose life was composed of suavity 
and deception, would have found in him 
his deadliest foe. What he conceived to be 
right received his warmest commendation, 
and what he believed was wrong was con- 
demned with all the power that he pos- 
sessed. He occupied no middle ground in 



his opinion of any man or any fact. He was 
extra diligent in his intellectual work. He 
bought and mastered the best books. He 
knew how “to winnow the wheat and get 
rid of the chaff. ’ ’ His sermons were crowd- 
ed with clear, plain, deep, and very origi- 
nal ideas. Our Conference contained few 
better preachers than our departed brother. 
If all things are considered, his life as a 

E reacher was a marvelous success. Through 
is preaching sinners were converted, back- 
sliders reclaimed, and believers were firm- 
ly established on the Rock of Ages. He was 
a church and parsonage builder, and the 
annihilator of cnurch debts. A number of 
lovely church buildings mark his progress 
through the years. He was conscious of 
the fact that it was a very easy thing to 
build a parsonage or church on credit, and 
leave the debt for your successor to pay. 
He was willing to struggle and labor that 
all buildings that he caused to be erected 
should be free of all incumbrance. In the 
providence of God he was sent to several 
fields where the people were trembling be- 
fore fearful debts. He believed that this 
was one of the deadliest foes that ever 
crossed the pathway of the progress of the 
Church. It required nerve ana courage to 
attack the foe, but he did not falter nor 
hesitate for a single moment. His efforts 
were always crowned with victory. His 
home was his “Beulah Land.” On Sep- 
tember 13, 1887, he married, at Reidville, 
N. C., Miss Carrie Thomas. His was one 
of those marriages made in heaven. He 
was all devotion, and his wife lavished upon 
him her truest love. Isaac and Rebekah 
had in them a real parallel. To the four 
sweet girls sent into his home he was the 
kindest of fathers. His struggle to live 
when attacked by his fatal illness was truly 
wonderful. Cronje, with his four thousand 
men, environed by forty thousand of the 
enemy, who were playing upon them with 
lyddite shells, did not surpass him in hero- 
ism. The last thing he proposed to do was 
to surrender. The fight he must have made 
won the admiration of the very angels of 
God. Our brother quailed not before death. 
As he sank out of human sight, his face was 
stern with courage. When, on April 28, 
1900, he passed away, in the old historic 
town of Cheraw, S. C., Methodism lost one 
of the bravest men that ever led her troops 
to victory. Around his sleeping dust glory 
will forever stand guard. 

Sidi Hamet Browne was born in Ander- 
son county, S. C., September 23, 1819, and 
died at his home in the city of Columbia, 
September 13, 1900. He was admitted on 
trial into the South Carolina Conference, at 
Fayetteville, N. C., December, 1845. He was 
an effective itinerant preacher for forty - 
two years. He served fourteen years on 
circuits, ten years on stations, sixteen years 
on districts, and two years as agent of the 
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Columbia Female College. He was elected 
a delegate to three General Conferences. In 
1887, at the Conference at Spartanburg, he 
was granted a superannuated relation. 
From the day he joined the Conference to 
the close of his life — more than half a cen- 
tury — he never failed to answer the roll- 
call at the Annual Conference. Brother 
Browne was a preacher of unusual ability. 
Though his educational advantages were 
limited, yet, endowed with a sound mind 
in a sound body, he attained a development 
of his mental faculties and accumulated a 
stock of knowledge which made him a tower 
of strength in the pulpit. Few men sur- 
passed him in originality of thought, in an- 
alytic power, in logical force, and in sim- 
plicity and aptness of illustration. His 
chief mental characteristic was independ- 
ence of thought. His preaching was always 
instructive, ministering to the edification 
of the hearer. He never dealt in common- 

E lace platitudes, but, like a wise scribe, he 
rougnt forth out of his treasure things new 
and old, and he never failed to put the old 
in a new setting. He made no attempt at 
oratory. In simple style and plain language 
he told the story of redeeming love. He was 
a spiritual preacher. His sermons were sat- 
urated with gospel truth. Having the word 
of Christ dwelling in him richly in all wis- 
dom, he was a “workman that needeth not 
to be ashamed, rightly dividing the word of 
truth.” His preaching was spiritual, be- 
cause he was himself a man of deep spirit- 
uality. His experience of conversion was 
clear and distinct, and he never doubted its 
reality. The day, the hour, and all the cir- 
cumstances connected with his conversion, 
were fresh in his memory to the day of his 
death. He lived close to the cross, where 
he rejoiced in the consciousness of com- 
munion with God, of fellowship with Christ, 
and of the perpetual indwelling of the Holy 
Ghost. The theme upon which ne delighted 
to talk and preach and write was love. 
The Christian Neighbor , established April 
2, 1868, was born out of a heart in which 
love to God and man was the controlling 
principle. He not only advocated peace 
toward men, but his life was in itself a gos- 
pel of love. In the last conversation had 
with him, he said: “1 am ready to go. and 
I am only waiting to be called home. I can 
say with St. Paul, ‘For me to live is Christ, 
and to die is gain.’ ” “Precious in the sight 
of the Lord is the death of his saints.” 



John Owen was born at Wisbeach, En- 
gland, November 2, 1851, of sterling Wesley- 
an Methodist stock, his father being a mem- 
ber of the Wesleyan Conference. He was 
educated in the common schools of En- 
gland, and at the age of eighteen, with his 
father, came to this country. May, 1869, 
he landed in New York, where he remained 
for one year. After this, his father having 
bought a plantation in Sumter county, and 



returned to England, John Owen took 
charge of the plantation and farmed there 
until the time of his entrance into the South 
Carolina Conference. He was first married 
to Miss Josephine Watson, of Hartlepool. 
England, who died one year afterwards. 
December 23, 1875, he was married to Miss 
Nannie J. Warren, of York county, S. C. 
Seven children blessed this union, and 
these, with the devoted wife, are left to 
mourn the loss, but with the precious her- 
itage of blessed memory, of a noble father 
and tender husband. At the age of four- 
teen years, yet living in England, he had 
joined the Church, but coming to this coun- 
try, and settling on a remote river planta- 
tion, he fell away from Church associations. 
September, 1875, he was converted, and 
began afresh with that conversion, and 
joined the Methodist Church at Harrison. 
Mecklenburg county, N. C. A man of John 
Owen’s temperament and talents was sim- 
ply buried in the locality and work in which 
he was engaged at this time. He needed a 



sympathetic friend to bring him_ forward. 
This he found in the Rev. 



A. J. Stokes, 
presiding elder of the Sumter District. 
Brother Stokes, becoming acquainted with 
him, saw at once the man in John Owen, 
and thrusffhim forward into work, and thus 
brought out a man of genius that would 
otherwise have remained in obscurity, un- 
conscious of his own powers, and unknown 
to all. Brother Owen was licensed to 
preach in 1883. He served as supply on 
the Richland Circuit in 1885, in December 
of which year he was received on trial into 
the South Carolina Conference. His first 
appointment was West Lancaster Circuit, 
where he served three years. His further 
appointments were: Pee Dee, one year; 
Mullins, four years; Clio, one year; Orange- 
burg District, as presiding elder, four years; 
and Johnston. It was while on Johnston, 
toward the close of his second year there, 
that on the afternoon of October 30, 1900, 
while bird hunting, for the purpose of sup- 
plying a delicacy for a sick member and 
friend of his pastorate, he was accidentally 
shot by the young friend who was accom- 
panying him. He recognized at once the 
fatal character of his wound, but showed 
no fear, not even nervousness, and through- 
out all the forty-nine hours of intense suf- 
fering in which he lingered was calm, con- 
scious, and with heroic fortitude bore his 
suffering without a groan. He spoke kind- 
ly and gently to and of the young man, who 
was heartbroken because of the accident at 
his hands. With expression of calm faith 
in God, during the evening of November 
1st, from brave endurance of suffering he 
passed into sweet enjoyment of the rest that 
remaineth for the people of God. John 
Owen was among the noblest souls. Truer 
heart never beat in breast of man. Quiet, 
retiring, meditative, the currents of his life 
ran deep and with tremendous force. His 
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gifts were of a rare and high order. The 
small ehai ,e of commonplace talk he had 
little of. He reserved his tire for questions 
and occasions that demanded power, and 
was revealed on such occasions as the capa- 
ble man he was. His power of language 
and expression, when under the sway of 
impassioned thought, was often a source of 
amazement even to those who knew best his 
great power. Sensitive and reticent as he 
was, it took time for his brethren to know 
and appreciate him. Those who were with 
him in special meetings, and especially 
those who were privileged to work with him 
during his term as presiding elder of the 
Orangeburg District, came to see him as he 
was, and to appreciate his heart of pure 
gold. In the end few, if any, men among 
us are more generally and genuinely loved 
than John Owen, rrecious is, and will 
ever be, his memory. He can never die. 
He can never go out of our lives. Death 
has no power over such a life as his. Deal ’i 
has no power to sever the bonds of true 
friendship. Though the shadow feared of 
man break fair companionship, and hurry 
one on where we cannot “see nor follow, 
though we walk in haste,” yet soul in soul 
we are, and shall be bound forever, and 
by and by we shall meet and with God 
commune of all life's story and heaven’s 
glory. Folded are the once busy hands, 
stilled the loyal heart, and silent the silver 
tongue to earth; but busy now those hands 
in heavenly employ, tilled that heart with 
all holy love and divine rapture, melodious 
that voice with praises to God. We know 
where to find him, and, though with tear- 
dimmed eyes, we follow on.

E. F. S. Roberts entered upon his re- 
ward in the kingdom of glory May 1, 1900. 
He died as he had lived, faithful and full 
of hope. He would have been seventy- 
three years old if he had lived to the 18th 
of next December. He was married to 
Miss Fannie Moses, November 13, 1855, 
who for nearly forty-five years shared his 
fortunes and misfortunes, true and faith- 
ful, and now in old age and personal afflic- 
tion is left to sorrow with her children; 
the husband and father is gone. The fol- 
lowing synopsis of his life is taken from 
his private diary: “I was converted in the 
summer of 1838, on Sunday morning, in 
the old brick church in Columbus, Ga., 
and joined the Church immediately. I 
preached my first sermon in April, 1848. 
From childhood I felt that 1 must preach. 
I ought to have taken up the work earlier, 
but delayed it till I was twenty years old. 
Even then, after preaching, or trying to do 
so, a few times, I became discouraged and 
gave it up. But I felt, • Woe is unto me, if I 
preach not the gospel!’ I felt awful! My 
joy was gone, my path was dark. Again I 
promised the Lord if he would restore my 
peace I would take up the cross. The light 
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came. I said, ‘Glory to God! I’ll do what 
he wants me to do.’ I was licensed to 
preach by Moses Brock, presiding elder, 
in 1851, and employed as junior preacher 
on the Houston Circuit, in the Memphis 
Conference (now embraced in the North 
Mississippi Conference). 1 was admitted 
on trial into the Memphis Conference in 
1852, and appointed junior preacher on 
the Fulton Circuit, Isham Hearn, preacher 
in charge. During the summer of that 
year 1 was transferred by the presiding 
elder to the Hickory Flat Circuit, the 
preacher who was appointed to it having 
abandoned it. In tne fall of 1858 I was 
discontinued, and remained in the local 
ranks till October, 1866. During that pe- 
riod I was three times employed as supply; 
1862 on the Chickasaw Circuit, 1863-4 on 
the Frankfort Circuit. In October, 1866, 

I was admitted on trial into the Tennessee 
Conference, and appointed to Morgan 
(now Danville) Circuit. In 1867, reap- 
pointed to same work. This, of course, 
covered the year 1868, up to October. In 
1869-70 was on Summerville Circuit. In 
November of 1870 the North Alabama Con- 
ference was organized, at which time I 
was appointed to Van Buren Circuit. In 
1872 traveled Gadsden Circuit; 1878, 
Fayette Circuit; 1874-6, the Vernon Circuit; 
1877-9, Bexar Circuit; 1880, Luxapalila Cir- 
cuit; 1881, Center Star Circuit; 1882-3, Cy- 
press Circuit; 1884^6, Lentzville Circuit; 
1887-8, Cypress Circuit.” At the Conference 
session of 1888 brother Roberts was placed 
on the superannuate roll, never again to 
appear in the effective list where he had 
served so long and faithfully. He spent 
the remainder of his days near the charge 
he last served, and was known, loved, and 
honored by the people. Brother Roberts 
was a good preacher, sound in faith and 
doctrine, and was always ready and able to 
give an answer to him who would ask a 
reason for the faith that was in him. He 
was more than an ordinary defender of the 
doctrines of the Scripture as he believed and 
taught them. His great age and affliction 
made it impossible for him to do much 
preaching the last few years of his life; but 
he never fully laid down his great commis- 
sion till he laid it at the Master’s feet, hon- 
ored and without a blot or stain, to receive 
his crown. For over half a century he bore 
aloft the standard of the victorious cross in 
the midst of the din of battle and strife of 
arms. Brother Roberts did not give his 
life to monej T -making, and consequently 
died poor and homeless, but had gained a 
crown and a kingdom. He had to move 
last winter, and was quite a good deal ex- 
posed, contracted pneumonia, and was nev- 
er well again. For the last few months he 
seemed much troubled, at times, at the pros- 
pect of leaving his family homeless. On 
Tuesday before he died he seemed to get a 
complete victory over even that gloomy 



thought. He said to brother C. E. Herigis, 
“I’m entirely willing to, leave my family 
in the hands of Goa and the North Ala- 
bama Conference”; then resignedly said, 
“The Lord of all the earth will do right.” 
At one stage of the death scene he seemed 
to have lost his whereabouts, and imagined 
that he and his family were wanderers from 
home. But in the midst of his distress at 
being lost from home, he quietly said, ‘ ‘ The 
best of all is, God is with us. ” We laid him 
to rest on May 2d, at Wayland Springs, 
Tenn., to await the resurrection of tne just.

John Eidson, for ten years a member 
of the White River Annual Conference, 
passed to his reward from Jonesboro, 
Ark., March 16, 1900. Born in Kentucky. 
December, 1850, he had passed, by a few 
months, the half-century period; but he 
seemed to be in the prime of his powers, 
and to have years of usefulness before him. 
From the time he was admitted on trial in 
1888 to his death he had served only four 
different appointments, namely: Shiloh 
Circuit, Jonesboro Circuit, Harrisburg Cir- 
cuit, and Cotton Belt Mission — having 
made only one quarter on the last-named 
work. He was a fearless and faithful 
preacher, and had fine gifts as a pastor. 
It was his mission and his delight to be a 
circuit preacher. He was a man of the 
people. He loved them, trusted them, and 
worked for their good. Without even ac- 
ademic training, he had fine natural abil- 
ity, with rare courage and common sense. 
He laid upon the altar of the Church a 
loving heart and put into his ministry the 
ower of a redeemed and valorous man- 
ood. He defended Methodist doctrine 
and polity; preached with evangelical fer- 
vor; visited the homes of his people, and 
looked after all the details of a preacher’s 
work. The people loved him, and the 
Lord’s work prospered in his hands. He 
was planning great things for his new 
charge; but the meeting appointed to be- 
gin an aggressive campaign proved to be 
the end of his earthly labors. He went 
from that meeting to minister to his fam- 
ily stricken with smallpox, and, after their 
recovery, to be himself prostrated with the 
same disease, and then translated to his 
Father’s house. He desired to live to fin- 
ish his work in the Church and to help his 
wife rear their children for God; but he 
felt no fear as he “walked through the 
valley of death.” He “fell on sleep” as 
quietly as the stars fade from view when 
the king of day waves the golden banners 
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of the morning. He sent messages of love 
to the brethren of the Conference, and 
asked us to meet him “when the roll is 
called up yonder.”

T. P. Smith. — There is an old adage to 
this effect, “Death loves a shining mark”; 
another, “Death removes our idols.” These 
are both true in their application to the sub- 
ject of this memoir. If there ever was a 
shining mark in our Conference, brother 
Smith was one; and if this Conference had 
an idol as a preacher, brother Smith was 
that idol. He was the friend of every mem- 
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ber, and every member loved him, and if 
there ever was a man — a Christian or a 
minister — above suspicion and perfectly 
clean in life, he was that man, Christian 
and minister. If he ever tried to supplant 
another or rise above another, we never 
heard it intimated. He was forever trying 
to build his brethren up. He loved his 
Church, and labored for her good. He 
loved the ministers, and was willing to suf- 
fer with them if need be. Places sought 
for him, but he sought not for places. By 
close study and correct living he prepared 
himself for any place the Church had for 
him, and when the Church called he was 
ready. He had easy places, but he worked 
hard in them. He was a success from the 
first, and a revivalist of the old stamp. He 
preached the doctrine of the Church, and 
under these sermons sinners were convict- 
ed; and they repented, and when converted 
they knew it, and shouted the praise of 
God. We are very safe in saying that hun- 
dreds were led to Christ by his ministry. 
He was a circuit preacher, a station preach- 
er, and a preacher and manager for the dis- 
trict. He was an all-round man. The Rev. 
James McCarter well said of him: “He was 
fine-looking in person, graceful in manners, 
and gentle as a lamb. He stood by duty, 
principle, and friends. He did not neglect 
little things. Brother Smith was a convert- 
ed man, and he knew it. He was called to 
preach the gospel, and he knew it.” One 
who was kneeling by his side while he was 
praying for the conversion of an aged sin- 
ner avers that he told the Lord if he would 
convert this man he would immediately do 
his whole duty. The man was converted, 
and brother Smith’s face shone like a light- 
ed lamp. He answered the call. From his 
own hand we have the following: He was 
born in Pickens county, Ala., October 17, 
1844; converted in Smith county. Texas, 
August 10. 1869, under the ministry of the 
Rev. John S. Mathis; joined the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, August 10, 1869, 
the day of his conversion; licensed to preach 
November 17, 1877, by the Quarterly Con- 
ference of Starville Circuit, R. W. Thomp- 
son, presiding elder; admitted on trial in 
the East Texas Conference in December, 
1878, at Tyler, Texas, Bishop Keener pre- 
siding; was ordained deacon, December 19, 
1880, at Shreveport by Bishop Keener; or- 
dained elder at Henderson, Texas, Decem- 
ber 3, 1882, by Bishop Parker; received into 
full connection in tne East Texas Confer- 
ence December, 1880. His first circuit was 
Athens, 1878; returned to the same circuit, 
1879; built a church costing $800; had about 
one hundred and seventy conversions. He 
then traveled theLarissaCircuit three years; 
built a church costing $500, and an arbor 
costing $300, and had three hundred and 
seventy conversions, He was then sent to 
the Henderson Station, which place he 
served for four years to the delight of all the 



people. Now he was made presiding elder 
and sent to the San Augustine District for 
one year, and then sent to the Marshall Dis- 
trict. He served this district for three 
ears, and was then sent to Tyler District, 
is old home, and to the delight of the peo- 
ple he served them for four years; and then 
the bishop sent him to the Pittsburg Dis- 
trict, which he served for four years, mak- 
ing twelve years as presiding elder without 
a break. Bishop Hargrove took him from 
the district and stationed him at Marshall, 
and he began his work with all his soul, not 
knowing the Lord’s plan. God’s plan was 
to take him to heaven, so on Sunday morn- 
ing, the 14th of January, 1900, at the par- 
sonage in Marshall, the Master, with an es- 
cort of angels, came for him, and he went 
home. As said above, brother Smith was 
an all-round man. He was a good boy, a 
good man, a good farmer, a good husband, 
a good steward, a good manager of the 
Board of Publication, and a careful mem- 
ber of the General Conference. We have 
lost much, he has gained more; the Church 
suffered, but heaven rejoices; the earth is 
poorer, but heaven is richer. His wife, our 
sister, is lonely, but soon she will meet him 
up yonder. This whole Conference mourns 
with her, but we hope and expect with her.

Horatio V. Philpott was born near 
Summerville, in Morgan county, Ala.. April 
1, 1827. In his early boyhood he had the 
educational advantages of his native town, 
but finally enjoyed tne privileges of a more 
advanced course under a learned Presby- 
terian minister. He was a close student. 
He studied men and books and earnestly 
sought knowledge to the last day of his 
life. In 1845 he came to Texas, joined the 
United States Army, and in the war with 
Mexico served as a Texas Ranger. He 
went into Mexico with the advanced guard 
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and returned With the rear guard of the 
army, having distinguished himself for 
fearlessness, daring, and the highest type of 
personal courage. At the close of the war 
with Mexico he returned to Alabama and 
entered upon the practice of law and be- 
came quite prominent in politics. He was 
made major general of the Alabama state 
militia. In boyhood he had been intensely 
religious, but in early manhood was great- 
ly troubled by doubts and became skeptical. 
The date of his conversion, or reclamation, 
was perhaps about the age of twenty-seven 
years. Soon after that he began preaching 
as a minister in the Methodist Church. In 
1855 he again came to Texas and became 
president of the Masonic Institute, an edu- 
cational institution established by the Ma- 
sons, at Fairfield, Texas, but soon resigned 
this to join the Texas Conference. He was 
admitted on trial at Gonzales in 1856 and 
stationed at San Antonio. He was received 
into full connection at Austin in 1858 in a 
class with O. A. Fisher, Thomas B. Fergu- 
son, Buckner Harris, and others. He was 
a deacon at this time — was probably a local 
deacon at the time of his admission on trial. 
He was elected and ordained elder at Chapel 
Hill in 1860, being ordained by Bishop An- 
drew. During his long and faithful minis- 
try he served the following charges: 1857, 
San Antonio Station; 1858, Matagorda and 
Trespalacios Station; 1859, Columbia and 
African Mission; 1860-1, Huntsville Station; 
1862, Chapel Hill Station; 1863, Houston 
and Colored Mission. The minutes show 
that he was transferred to the Alabama 
Conference in the fall of 1863, but it is prob- 
able that he did not go, as he was present 
at the following session of this Conference. 
In 1865 he was stationed at Brenham; 1866, 
at Galveston; 1867, appointments not given; 
1868, Bryan Station and Circuit; 1869-70, 
Bryan Circuit; 1871-2, Bryan Station; 1873, 
Chapel Hill District; 1874-7, Austin Sta- 
tion; 1878-9, Bryan Station; 1880, Galves- 
ton District; 1881, Austin Station; 1882. 
Bryan Station; 1883-5. Huntsville District; 
1886-8, Chapel Hill District; 1889-91, Gal- 
veston District; 1892, Bryan Station. In 
the fall of 1892 he was transferred to the 
West Texas Conference and stationed at 
Laredo. In the fall of 1893 he was trans- 
ferred back to the Texas Conference and 
stationed at Willis. In 1894 he was grant- 
ed a superannuated relation. At Brenham, 
in the fall of 1895. he was left on the effect- 
ive list and appointed to the Buffalo and 
Oakwoods charge. This was his last ap- 
pointment. In the fall of 1896, at Bastrop, 
he was again granted the superannuated 
relation, which relation he sustained until 
the day of his death. Thus ended a long 
and faithful ministry of forty years' hard 
labor in his Master’s vineyard. In the fall 
of 1867 he was elected secretary of the Texas 
Conference, and served continuously until 
1881, a period of twenty-four years. He was

a reserve delegate to the General Confer- 
ence in 1870, and member of the General 
Conferences of 1874, 1878, 1882, and 1890, and 
was reserve delegate in 1886. He was twice 
married. His first wife was Miss Eloise 
Thompson, a lady of culture and high so- 
cial position. In 1863 he was married to 
Miss Henrietta Clay Bledsoe, of Washing- 
ton county, Texas. Dr. Philpott was no 
ordinary man. In manners he was a per- 
fect Christian gentleman. As a husband 
and father he was indulgent, tender, and 
loving. As a citizen he sought to do justice 
to all men. As a preacher he was strong 
and clear. He delivered his message with 
skill and sobriety, so dividing the word of 
truth that each received his portion in due 
season. He was a man of very strong con- 
victions and always with courage equal to 
his convictions. Few men in Texas Meth- 
odism were more widely known than Dr. 
Philpott, and his name is closely connected 
with the history of Methodism in this state. 
But he answers to our roll-call no more. 
He has heard and answered the call we 
must all answer sooner or later. The pass- 
ing away of Dr. Philpott removes one of 
our oldest and most honored members from 
among us. We may truly say an old land- 
mark in our Zion, a great man. has fallen 
in Israel. On the 9tn day of November, 
1900, at the home of his son, W. B. Phil- 
pott, at College Station, his redeemed spirit 
took its flight to its eternal reward. He 
leaves the fragrance of a good name among 
us. Peace to his memory and rest to his 
tired spirit, and may God shelter with his 
tenderest care the loved ones that are left 
behind.

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Isaac Watts Avent was born in Chat- 
ham county, N. C., Septembers, 1823. His 
father’s house was the favorite lodging 
place of the early Methodist itinerant, and 
his parents being very pious, were influ- 
ences that conspired, doubtless, early to 
impress his mind of his need of a Saviour, 
whom he sought and found at the age of 
ten years. While young Avent was still 
in his teens, he was placed at the head of a 
class at the old home church, where he was 
converted — old Buckhorn. Being drawn 
out so soon in the Master’s work, he felt 
the responsibility without proficiency, and 
turned his energies toward a preparation 
of head as well as heart, and at the common 
schools of that day laid the foundation of 
what proved to be a long life of usefulness 
in God’s service. Not long after he reached 
his majority he was licensed to preach, and 
seeing the Lord’s cause prosper in his hands 
was encouraged to seek admission into the 
itinerant ranks, and was admitted at the 
Raleigh Conference November 9, 1853; serv- 
ing faithfully on missions and circuits from 
mountain to seacoast, until by the wear of 
time he gave up traveling and took a su- 
pernumerary relation — serving with fidel- 
ity — aiding the pastor in every way until at 
the Conference at Washington last year he 
was placed on the superannuated list. He 
died in peace January 18, 1900. He served 
the following places: 1854, Raleigh Circuit;, 
1855, Columbia Circuit; 1856, Wentworth 
Circuit; 1857, Patrick Circuit; 1858, Jones- 
ville Circuit; 1859, Alexander Circuit; 1860, 
Surry Circuit; 1861-2, Blue Ridge Mission; 
1863-4, East Rowan Circuit; 1865-8, Cape 
Fear Circuit; 1869-70, Deep River Circuit; 
1871-3, Buckhorn Circuit; 1874, Smithville 
Circuit; 1875-7, Cumberland Circuit; 1878, 
supernumerary; 1879-80, Lillington Circuit: 
1881-2, second man on Buckhorn Circuit; 
1883, Ashpole Mission; 1884-6, second man 
on Buckhorn Circuit. At the Conference 
of 1886 he ceased from traveling. In 1855 
he was ordained deacon by Bishop Early at 
Wilmington, N. C., and was ordained elder 
by Bishop Pierce at Goldsboro, 1857. Broth- 
er Avent was twice married; first to Miss 
Temperance Rollins, of his native county, 

- who shared with him many years of the 
itinerant service. After her decease he was 
married to Miss Chloe H. Pegram, of Har- 
nett county, N. C., who survi ves him. His 
neatly kept and well-selected library he left 
to Trinity College. The last Conference he 
attended' was at Raleigh, 1897, where he 
received a great blessing — shouting aloud. 
The last time he preached was at the pro- 
tracted meeting atCokesbury, 1899, when at 
his invitation a young lady came forward to 
the altar and was converted. For the last 
year he was nearly blind, but his faith 
grew stronger. He was only confined to his 
room for about a week before he died, and 
for several days was seemingly unconscious; 
out like a ship gliding into port, the frail 



bark of Isaac Watts Avent was at the end of 
its voyage, and his redeemed and glorified 
spirit went up the “shining way” to be 
with God and loved ones ascended. Let us 
cherish his memory and emulate his godly 
example. 

Lawrence Olin Wyche was the son of 
the Rev. Ira T. Wyche and Martha Pearce 
Wyche, whose fragrant memory still lin- 
gers in Methodist homes from mountain top 
to ocean shore. Brother Wyche was born 
in Person county in 1852; educated at Trin- 
ity College; grew tired by the wayside, and 
fell asleep on Core Sound Mission March 12. 
1900. He was reared in a most refined, 
cultured, Christian home. His father and 
mother lived close up to God, and their liv- 
ing told on his life. In early boyhood he 
gave his heart to God, and ever remained 
true to his first vows. His unshaken con- 
fidence in Jesus Christ was supreme. He 
relied on him amid all the trials to which 
he was subjected, whether that of location 
or when sent to missions on lonely sea-girt 
isle. He obeyed joyously, with his hand in 
God’s hand. He was the pastor of the 
church on Ocracoke Island when so much 
feeling existed between the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church and the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. Both Churches confided in 
his integrity at all times. Not an unkind 
word was ever spoken of him. The two 
Churches are more harmonious now. Who 
knows but that was the work that God in- 
tended for him to accomplish? If it be so. 
great good did he. He was as humble as a 
little child. He never thought he did any- 
thing when he compared his work with the 
vastness of what was to be done for the 
Master. His ministerial work was in the 
east. At the last session of Conference he 
was so cheerful, so hopeful, as the way had 
been opened for him to resume work in the 
Conference. He stood with a sickle drawn 
ready to gather grain, little dreaming that 
God then had numhered his days. Soon he 
was to go to a much better appointment, 
an appointment without care for children, 
an appointment at the City of Peace. The 
Great Bishop needed him for some specific 
work, and in much love took him from this 
mission field of sorrows. Though not set 
useful as others on account of the restrict- 
ed sphere in which he moved, yet he has 
left footprints behind him in which we may 
step heavenward. Our brother left three 
small children, his wife having preceded 
him to heaven three years. The call of the 
Master was sudden — it came at sunrise. He 
laid his shackles by without a single pang 
of parting. Thus lived, suffered, labored, 
and died Lawrence Olin Wyche. 

Thomas Page Ricaud was born in Balti- 
more, Md., October 19, 1817, and died at the 
home of his son-in-law. Professor W. J. 
Ramsey, in Durham, N. C., on the 6th of 
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October, 1900, lacking only a few days of 
being eighty-three years of age. The his- 
tory of the subject of this sketch in early 
life is one of almost romantic interest. His 
father and mother having died when he was 
quite young, he was adopted at five years 
of age by a Kinsman, who took him with his 
family to the city of Mexico, where young 
Ricaud grew up and received a liberal edu- 
cation, taking a special course in the Uni- 
versity of Mexico in preparation for the 
priesthood in the Roman Catholic Church. 

In the meantime he enlisted with the revo- 
lutionists in a civil war, which broke out in 
Mexico, that resulted in the establishment 
of the republic of Mexico upon broader 
principles of liberty. He was wounded and 
taken prisoner while acting as courier in 
this struggle. In early manhood he left 
Mexico for France, and in a short time re- 
turned from France to the United States, 
aud eventually located in Virginia, taking 
up the study of law. While engaged in his 
law studies he attended a Methodist revival 
and was converted and joined the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church. Feeling called to 
the work of the ministry, he obtained 
license to preach, and on November 10, 1841, 
at Portsmouth, Va., he was admitted, on 
trial, into the Virginia Conference and 
transferred to the North Carolina Confer- 
ence, of which he remained a member the 
rest of his life. He served the following 
charges: Junior preacher on Franklin Cir- 
cuit, Danville District, 1842; Halifax, Dan- 
ville District, 1843; Plymouth, 1844; Beau- 
fort, 1845-6; Mattamuskeet, 1847; Henry, 
Danville District, 1848; Franklin, Dan- 
ville District, 1849; Salisbury, 1850-1; New 
Berne, Andrew Chapel, 1852; New Berne, 
Colored Mission, 1853; New- Berne, Andrew 
Chapel, 1854; Wilmington, Fifth Street, 1855 
-6: Washington; 1857-8; Louisburg, 1859- 
60; Yancey ville, 1861-2; Tar River, 1863-4; 
Ridgeway, 1865-6; Smithfield, 1867; Snow 
Hillt 1868-70; Rock Spring, 1871-2; Iredell, 
1873-4; Albemarle, 1875-7; Duplin, 1878-9: 
Wilmington, Fifth Street, 1880-3; Wash- 
ington, 1884-6; Weldon and Halifax, 1887; 
Wilmington, Bladen Street, 1888-9; New 
Berne, Hancock Street, 1890-1. At the Con- 
ference which met in Greenville, December, 
1891, he took a superannuated relation, and 
sustained that relation until his death. In 
1845, while stationed at Beaufort, he was 
happily married to Miss Anna M. King, 
daughter of the late Dr. Francis L. King. 
She was in every way fitted to be the wife 
of a Methodist preacher, and as a true help- 
meet she shared with her husband the joys 
and sorrows of itinerant life, until on the 
22d of November, 1895, in Wilmington. N. 
C., her beautiful life on earth peacefully 
closed, and her remains were laid to rest in 
Oakdale Cemetery, where by her side now 
rests the body of her devoted husband. Four 
children survive those sainted parents: Mr. 
Thomas Page Ricaud, Jr., of South Caro- 



lina; Hon. A. G. Ricaud, of New York; and 
Mrs. Sarah R. Farrior and Mrs. W. J. Ram- 
sey, of North Carolina. Uncle Ricaud had 
the characteristics that always win success. 
Combined with his native talent he pos- 
sessed an unflagging industry and a never- 
failing cheerfulness of spirit. However 
hard his field of labor or however arduous 
his toils, who ever heard him murmur, or 
who ever saw him discouraged or despond- 
ent? What a chain of appointments, 
cheerfully and faithfully filled by this man 
of God! Thousands of homes were made- 
glad and better because of his genial, Chnst- 
ly presence about their hearthstones, ami 
multitudes through his faithful ministry 
were brought to Christ — gathered into the 
Church— and helped on their way to heaven 
Doubtless there were many of his spiritual 
children, having crossed the flood before 
him, who on that October morning were 
watching and waiting for him at the beau- 
tiful gate. He did not go into the presence 
of his Redeemer empty-handed. *In a pe- 
culiar degree he exercised the spirit of 
charity toward all his brethren, always 
ready to make a generous allowance for the 
faults and failings of others. He seemed 
incapable of bearing animosity toward &ny 
one. Cultured in mind and fluent in speech 
polished and pleasant in manner, kind and 
loving in all nis bearing, he bore himself 
with an humble dignity that commanded 
the respect and love of all who knew him. 
And it came to pass, also, that in the even- 
ing time there was light. We never saw a 
more beautiful old age. With an. ardent 
affection he loved his friends, especially his 
brethren in the ministry. How glad he was 
to meet with these comrades at our annual 
gatherings! Who was there could fail to> 
see how much he added to the interest of 
our Conference, at Washington, last win- 
ter? Just fifty-four years before that date. 
Bishop Andrew presided at a Conference 
held at that place, and Uncle Ricaud was 
the only one present last Conference who 
was there little more than half a century 
before. We shall miss his familiar figure 
and his cordial hand-shake as from time to 
time we gather to receive our appointments. 
As the sun of his life was setting, there were 
no clouds to obscure its light. The gospel 
he had so long and faithfully preached to- 
others sustained and comforted him in the 
dying hour. Time and again he declared 
his readiness to depart. Without a strug- 
gle, like an infant falling into sweet slum- 
ber, he “fell on sleep.” Hail, sainted fa- 
ther in Israel ! We ex pect again to see thee, 
and rpnew our friendship and love on the 
eternal shore. Till then, farewell!

Edwin Marion Wright was born near 
Covington, Newton county, March 15, 1857. 
When he was about ten or eleven years of age 
his parents left the farm arid came to Oxford, 
for the purpose of educating their sons. As 
early as 1870 he attended the preparatory 
department of Emory College. He did not 
pursue his course consecutively, but ad- 
vanced through the sophomore class in 1878. 



While in college he was happily converted 
and maintained ever afterwards a high type 
of Christian character. Having recognized 
a call to the ministry, he was licensed to 
preach under the presiding eldership of the 
Rev. W. D. Anderson. He went to Texas 
soon after being licensed to preach, to take 
the school of a sick brother, who soon died. 
Remaining in the West, he was received on 
trial in the Little Rock Conference, Arkan- 
sas, in November, 1883. In his second year 
his health failed, and after spending some 
time at Hot Springs he returned to Georgia, 
being transferred to the North Georgia Con- 
ference. He was ordained deacon in Au- 
gusta in 1886, by Bishop McTyeire, and eld- 
er in Cedartown, by Bishop Keener. At 
that Conference he located to come to col- 
lege. He moved his family to Oxford and 
attended college during 1890 and 1891. He 
loved the college and ever did all in his 
power in its interest. His health failed 
again, and, at the advice of Doctor (now 
Bishop) Candler, he left college and sought 
work in the South Georgia Conference, for 
the benefit of a les3 severe climate. He was 
readmitted at Columbus in 1892 and ap- 
pointed to the Higgston charge, which he 
served in 1893. His work was at Swains- 
boro in 1894, Dexter in 1895, Adrian in 
1896, Clyde in 1897, Mount Pleasant in 1898. 
In 1899 he served the Vienna Circuit. As 
to his work on this circuit, Dr, J. B. McGe- 
hee, his presiding elder, writes that “ by his 
goodness and devotion to duty he greatly 
endeared himself to the charge, to his pre- 
siding elder, and to the public. . . . With 
his work in hand and on his heart, it is 
scarcely necessary to say that he was suc- 
cessful. He was, at the desire of the peo- 
ple, returned to this charge for the present 
year. ” His constitution, never very strong, 
was assailed by chills and fevers in an ag- 
gravated form, and pneumonia ensued. 
His illness was short and severe, and he 
passed away April 18. He died well. Among 
his last words he said: “Faith in God is 
worth it all. Bless the Lord for a life of 
faith and consecration. Bless his holy 
name! ’’ A friend who knew him intimate- 
ly writes of him: “I can truly say I never 
knew a purer man. . . . His life was full of 
good works and good deeds: indeed, his his- 
tory is a true type of a noble Christian gen- 
tleman. ... He was deservedly popular 
with his churches, and his preaching was 
tender and pathetic, frequently abounding 
in rare illustrations and glowing with po- 
etic expressions.” He was married Janu- 
ary 1, 1885, to Miss Sallie S. Smith, near 
Athens, Ga. His home life was peculiarly 
happy, and he found great pleasure in his 
family. He left a devoted wife, a son about 
fourteen years of age, and two little girls. 
An aged mother and several brothers and 
sisters survive him. In the midst of the 
showers of an April day his body was laid 
to rest in the cemetery in the presence of a 
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large company of sorrowing relatives and 
sympathizing friends. Thence at the last . 
day ne shall, in company with some of the 
grandest men and purest saints of Georgia 
Methodism, wake to meet his Lord. 

Geo roe S. Johnston, son of the Rev. 
G. C. S. and Mrs. Maria Johnston, of Flor- 
ida. was born October 13, 1838, in San Jo- 
seph, on the Gulf coast of Florida. He 
died suddenly, of heart failure, in Ameri- 
cus, Ga., the 3d day of May, 1900. Two 
brothers and tw o sisters survive him. name- 
ly: Dr. A. S. Johnston and Colonel Phil. 
Johnston, Mrs. S. A. Pound and Miss C. P. 
Johnston. He leaves a devoted wife, two 
daughters, and one son to mourn his loss. 
They are now living in Sandersville. Ga. 
The first ten years of his life were spent 
in Tallahassee, Fla. ; the remaining eleven 
years of his minority on his father’s plan- 
tation, five miles from Tallahassee. For 
six years he was a regular farm hand in all 
the 'work of an industrious and thrifty farm 
life. When nineteen years old he joined the 
Church, and w r hen twenty years old he felt 
impressed that it was his duty to give his life 
to the ministry of the Methodist Church, the 
Church of his father. When tw'enty-one 
years old he felt that he ought more fully to 
prepare himself for his high vocation, so he 
went to Emory and Henry College, Virginia, 
Dr. E. E. Wiley, president. In 1861 the war 
between the states began and the college 
closed, and he came to Georgia and went 
to Emory College, Oxford. That year he 
was licensed to preach in Putnam Circuit 
by Dr. J. E. Evans, presiding elder, the Rev. 
George Allen being preacher in charge. 
During this eventful year he was married 
to Miss Emma N. Blalock, daughter of the 
Rev. David Blalock. He joined the old 
Georgia Conference, which met in Atlanta 
in 1862, and was stationed in Georgetown; 
1863, Jacksonville Circuit; 1864, Cave 
Springs Circuit; but he had to leave there 
in July on account of the Federal army and 
the devastating of that fair section. He 
moved to Thomasville. Ga., the first of Au- 
gust, w'here he remained until the meeting 
of the Florida Conference, which he joined. 
During the remainder of his ministry he 
served the following charges: 1865, Spring 
Hill Circuit; 1866-7, White Sulphur Springs 
Circuit. In 1868 he returned to the South 
Georgia Conference and served Spring Vale 
Circuit; 1870-1, Ellaville; 1872, Oglethorpe 
Circuit; 1873-4, Waynesboro Station; 1875-6, 
Hamilton; 1877-8, Butler; 1879-81, Talbot; 
Circuit; 1882-3, Dawson Station; 1884-5. 
Camilla Circuit; 1886-7, Sandersville and 
Tennille; 1888, East Macon Station; 1889, 
Way cross Station; 1890, Albany Station; 
1891-2, at Grace Church, Savannah; 1893-4, 
Louisville Circuit; 1895-6, Cochran Station; 
1897, Marshallville Station; 1898-9, Buena 
T ^ista Station; 1900, Americus, St. Paul.

Master’s work. Brother Johnston was no 
ordinary man, but quite above the average 
in intellect, culture, and attainments. He 
had to be intimately known to be fully and 
justly appreciated, honored, and loved. 
He was a modest and reserved man, rath- 
er shrinking than pressing himself for- 
ward. He was inclined at times to yield 
to feelings of melancholy when he was not 
well or anything disturbed his mind; other- 
wise he was bright, joyous, and cheerful, 
especially among his intimate friends. If 
he had cultivated his gifts of composition, 
he would have attained excellence. He al- 
ways mastered any subject he undertook to 
present to the public, having clothed his 
strong and clear thoughts in appropriate 
and chaste style and language. He was a 
preacher of decided gifts and oratorical 
powers, with an unusually handsome 
presence and a voice of uncommon power, 
compass, and sweetness, especially when 
he was under deep emotion. As a Chris- 
tian he was modest, humble, conscientious, 
firm to conviction and principle, and in his 
last few' years especially he was spiritual in 
his daily life and ministry, ever growing in 
the graces of the Spirit. As a husband and 
father he was devoted and loving, and his 
family are deeply grieved, and heartily 
cherish his memory. He was true to his 
friends, and honored by them in return. 
He spent thirty-eight years in the active 
work of the ministry, without a break, hav- 
ing served churches in almost every part of 
the state, especially in the South Georgia 
Conference. He was a true man and a 
Christian, and a faithful expounder of the 
word of God. His end v r as peace. The 
night before he died, while at his prayer 
meeting, he saw in the congregation most 
marked and encouraging evidence of the 
presence and power of the Spirit, and while 
telling his wife on his return home he 
seemed almost rapturous. The next day he 
died suddenly with his face peacefully smil- 
ing and his arms across his breast, and the 
weary pilgrim went home. 

William Jesse Stallings was born in 
Sumter county, Ga., June 29, 1851, and died 
in Climax, Decatur county, October 22.

Wilbur F. Bearden was born in Marion 
county, Ga., October 15, 1851. Of his child- 
hood and youth, and of his conversion and 
call to the ministry, we have no informa- 
tion. He was received on trial into the 
South Georgia Conference at Thomasville, 
December, 1872; received into full connec- 
tion and ordained deacon by Bishop Dog- 
get at Americus, December, 1875; ordained 
elder by Bishop McTyeire at Thomasville 
in 1878. He was effective for only nine years, 
serving Moultrie Mission twice, Terrell 
and Morgan Circuit as junior preacher, 
Laurens Mission, Bullock Mission, Jones- 
ville Mission, Jacksonville Circuit, two 
years, and Gibson Circuit.

Though he 
did not fill a large sphere in the eyes of men, 
the faithful servant was not overlooked by 
the eye of God. His limited opportunities did 
not bring him into prominent places, and 
his feeble health and early retirement from 
the active work prevented him from taking 
a large share of the duties and privileges of 
the itinerant preacher's life. One man who 
knew him well says: “He died as he lived, 
a good and true man.” Though often de- 
nied the fellowship of his brethren of the 
Conference, he has entered into that larger 
communion of the glorified faithful, and 
into the immediate presence of the Lord he 
loved.

James W. Bates was horn in Virginia, 
January 25, 1820, and died at his home, near 
Batesville, Miss., November 21, 1900. Be- 
tween these dates was a life that deeply im- 
pressed itself on a large circle of people for 
good. Your committee, unfortunately, are 
furnished with very meager data as to his 
life as a Methodist itinerant, having no 
record of the appointments received and 
served by him. He was admitted on trial 
into the traveling connection at the session 
of the Memphis Conference in 1842. Of 
brother Bates it may safely be said that he 
was always ready to do the work assigned 
him, fearlessly facing its hardships and 
cheerfully making the sacrifices it required, 
always showing himself to be a man of in- 
domitable courage, ever ready to give a 
reason for the hope that was in him. Al- 
though not favored with educational advan- 
tages in early life, he nevertheless became 
thoroughly grounded in the cardinal truths 
of the gospel that he so ardently loved, and 
so became an acceptable preacher, and was 
heard with interest by his congregations. 
His was a strong, rugged character, marked 
by unflinching courage of his convictions. 
Those who knew him well were thorough- 
ly convinced that he always unhesitatingly 
spoke what he believed to be the truth. 
Many were converted and brought into the 
Church under his ministry, and many in 
that day will rise up and call him blessed. 
The last charge served by him was Panola 
Circuit, near his home, perhaps more than 
a dozen years ago. He then quietly, un- 
complainingly accepted the superannuated 
relation, retired to his peaceful and lovely 
home, and there spent the remaining years 
of his life, attended by the gentle ministra- 
tions of his excellent wife and sons and 
daughters. The latest years of his life were 
marked by mental decline, yet while he 
would forget the names of dear friends, he 
never forgot, nor lost faith in, the Saviour 
whom he bad believed, and whom the older 
members of this body have heard him so ar- 
dently praise during our annual gatherings 
and on other occasions. The high esteem 
in which he was held by the community in 
which he had lived so long was demon- 
strated by the vast throng that gathered at 
his funeral, by the tears shed over his bier 
and the tender tributes paid to his memo- 
ry. Thus another link is broken that bound 
us to the early Methodism of North Missis- 



sippi and West Tennessee. His end was 
peaceful. Gradually his strength failed, 
softly he passed out, and the weary wheels 
of the once vigorous life stood still, and he 
sleeps the peaceful sleep that shall know 
no waking till the resurrection morn. 

Reuben C. Calloway was born in Pon- 
totoc county, Miss., July 8, 1850, and died 
at his home in Grenada, Miss., November 
20. 1900. In his twenty-eighth year he was 
converted and joined the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, Smith. Not long thereafter he 
felt called to preach the gospel. He was 
licensed to preach by the Quarterly Con- 
ference of the Pontotoc Circuit, Rev. Amos 
Kendall, presiding elder, and was recom- 
mended for admission on trial into the trav- 
eling connection. At the session of the 
North Mississippi Conference held in the 
town of Columbus, Miss., he was received 
on trial. He was ordained deacon at Cor- 
inth, Miss., November, 1882, by Bishop Mc- 
Tyeire, and ordained elder by Bishop 
Keener at Aberdeen, Miss., November, 1884. 
In the fall of 1882 he was married to Miss 
Washam, of Pontotoc county, Miss. Broth- 
er Calloway was a true Methodist itinerant. 
His field of labor was always on hard cir- 
cuits, where he received a meager salary. 
His whole ministry was a struggle with 
poverty. He lived a life of rigid self-de- 
nial and hard toil. He went to his charge, 
however difficult, without a word of pro- 
test or suggestion of dissatisfaction. He 
was deeply pious, a close Bible reader, and 
given to much prayer. He was an indus- 
trious pastor and a successful soul-winner. 
He was an instructive preacher, displaying 
much originality of thought in his discus- 
sion of the great themes of the Bible. As a 
husband and father he was affectionate and 
tender. In the early summer his health 
began to fail, but he persisted in filling his 
appointments and holding protracted meet- 
ings. For two weeks he suffered greatly, 
but bore it patiently. When the end came 
he w r as ready. When asked concerning his 
hope of eternal life, he replied, “It is all 
right.” A good man has gone to his re- 
ward, and a wife and eight children mourn 
his loss. > 

C. C. Grisham, son of Laban and Eliza- 
beth Grisham, was born in Pontotoc coun- 
ty, Miss., January 1, 1850. His early edu- 
cational advantages were such only as the 
common schools of the country afforded, 
but with his constant diligence and appli- 
cation he became a fair English scholar. In 
a great revival meeting, conducted by the 
now sainted C. C. Mayliew, his uncle, in the 
town of Chesterville, Miss. , he was soundly 
and happily converted to God in his twen- 
ty-first year. So clear and satisfactory was 
his conversion that he afterwards had no 
doubts. His was a conscious and joyous 
religion. It was not unusual for him to 
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shout aloud the praise of his Lord. In ear- 
ly life he felt impressed that he ought to 
preach the gospel, and in 1877 he yielded to 
this impression and was licensed to preach 
by the Quarterly Conference of the Caswell 
Circuit, at Hickory Flat camp ground, in 
Union county. He preached for two years 
as a local preacher, and taught school; but 
feeling that his whole life ought to be given 
to the high and holy work of the traveling 
ministry, he offered himself to the North 
Mississippi Conference, and was received 
on trial at its session held in Water Valley, 
December, 1879. From this Conference he 
was appointed to the charge — the Caswell 
Circuit — in which he was reared, and spent 
a happy and successful year among the 
friends and associates of his youth. At 
about the time he entered the Conference 
he was happily married to Miss Lou Crom- 
well. In 1881 he served the Panola Circuit. 
At the close of this year he was received 
into full connection, and ordained to the 
office of deacon by Bishop Paine, at the 
Conference held in Grenada. In 1882-4 he 
served the Cornersville Circuit in the Hollv 
Springs District. At the close of his fourth 
year he was ordained elder by Bishop Mc- 
Tveire, at the Conference held in Oxford. 
In 1885-6 he traveled the Charleston Cir- 
cuit. At the close of this second year, in 
consequence of the fact that his wife had be- 
come an invalid, and his own health had be- 
come much impaired as the result of ardu- 
ous and excessive labors, he was granted 
a supernumerary relation, and continued 
in said relation live years — 1887-91. His 
health having somewhat improved, he was 
returned to the effective list and appoint- 
ed to the Banner Circuit. He served this 
charge two years, 1892-8. The name of 
the charge was then changed to Paris, and 
he was continued the next year, 1894. 
1895-8 he served the Toccopola Circuit. In 
the early part of the last year of this term 
his health failed, and at the succeeding ses- 
sion of his Conference he was given a su- 
perannuated relation. His whole ministe- 
rial life was spent in the Grenada District, 
except three years; and except seven years, 
he served and resided in the Toccopola Cir- 
cuit, where he was brought up. He was al- 
ways popular, and was a power for good in 
all of the charges he served, but among the 
people who had known him longest and 
best his name was as ointment poured 
forth. Brother Grisham was among our 
most successful soul-winners. Wherever he 
went his labors were crowned with glori- 
ous revivals, and many souls were happily 
converted to God as seals to the divine au- 
thority of his ministry. He was an earnest, 
zealous, and clear scriptural preacher. He 
was always felicitous in presenting the car- 
dinal doctrines of our holy Christianity, 
such as repentance, justification, regener- 
ation, the witness of the Spirit, and holy 
living. In the sick room and the homes 



of sorrow he was especially pathetic, ten- 
der. and helpful. To the last he drew the 
young people to him and held them with a 
firm grip. This useful and consecrated life 
ended, as only such a life could end, peace- 
fully. After more than two years of suffer- 
ing'with that dread disease, consumption, 
in the midst of his loving family and sur- 
rounded by his friends, on the 15th of No- 
vember, 1900, he calmly fell asleep in Jesus. 
We know nothing of the particulars at- 
tending his last days and death. We need 
none to assure us of the reward that he has 
gone up to receive. His consecrated and 
successful life is abundant evidence to his 
brethren that he has gone to heaven. 

Joseph Johnson, son of Joseph and Chris- 
tiana Johnson, was born in Moore county, 
N. C., July 5, 1822. He was truly a prince 
among men: large of stature, strong in 
mind, great of heart, and noble in charac- 
ter. But few if any truer men ever lived 
or died. He made diligent search for the 
path of duty, and once finding it he as dil- 
igently pursued it. He was ever true to the 
convictions of his conscience. He sought 
to know what God would have him to do, 
and once convinced nothing could change 
his purpose. There is an incident in his 
life that beautifully illustrates this fact. He 
was born and reared in a well-to-do Pres- 
byterian family, and when quite young he 
felt called to preach the gospel in the Meth- 
odist Church, to which his father was much, 
opposed; so much indeed that the young 
man was given to understand that if he per- 
sisted in his course he would be disinherit- 
ed. But nothing daunted — for he knew in 
whom he trusted— he turned from his fond 
parents, his comfortable home, his earthly 
possessions, without where to lay his head, 
to endure the poverty, the toil, and the suf- 
fering of a pioneer Methodist preacher. 
After a year of hard and faithful toil, which 
was full of stirring incidents in his young 
life, he visited the home of one of his broth- 
ers near his father's. His brother asked 
him to preach in his home, but Joe refused, 
saying it would be an affront to his father's 
religion. His brother went to his father 
and told him he wanted Joe to preach in his 
house, and desired his father’s presence. 
The old gentleman consented, a few friends 
were called in, and Joe preached with great 
unction and got happy. The presence of the 
Holy Spirit was upon the people, and at the 
close of the sermon Joe’s father put his 
arms around him and said: “Go, preach. 
Joe, preach; and you can have your land 
and mules, and the negroes too.” So the 
promise was fulfilled that “every one that 
hath forsaken houses, or brethren, or sis- 
ters, or father, or mother, or lands for 
my name’s sake, shall receive a hundred- 
fold.” Brother Johnson loved his family 
and home devotedly, but never let them 
come between him and his duty to his 
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Church or his God. He joined the Mem- 
phis Conference in 1846, in which he labored 
until the North Mississippi Conference was 
formed in 1870, including the territory in 
which he was living at the time, and re- 
mained an honored member of this Confer- 
ence till his death. He was converted at 
the Burkhead camp ground, in Tennessee, 
September 22, 1841. His ministry covered 



many years of faithful service. Amonghis 
appointments were four on the Corinth Dis- 



appointments were four on the Corinth Dis- 
trict and many hard circuits in Tennessee, 
Mississippi, and Arkansas. He was happi- 
ly married to Miss Cornelia R. Tuggle, Jan- 
uary 22, 1851. On the 26th of July, 1900, in 
his comfortable home at Mount Pleasant, 
Miss., surrounded by his weeping family 
and many friends, he quietly passed away. 
Such a life cannot end.

Freeman A. Whitson, son of John W. 
and Sarah A. Whitson, was born in Fay- 
ette county, Ala., April 17, 1854, and died 
in the parsonage at New Albany, Miss., Feb- 
ruary 7, 1900. Brother Whitson professed 
religion and joined the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South, when about thirteen 
years of age, in the year 1872. After his 
conversion he lived a consistent Christian 
life, and in October, 1885, feeling that he was 
called of God to preach, was licensed by the 
Rev. J. D. Cameron, who was then his pre- 
siding elder. He then applied at once for 
admission into the traveling connection, and 
on December 2, 1885, in the town of Kos- 
ciusko, was received into that relation. 
Filling this relation acceptably for two 
years, he was then received into full con- 
nection in the Conference at Winona on No- 
vember 27, 1887. He was ordained deacon 
at the same time by Bishop Keener, and in 
due time ordained elder, at Holly Springs 
in 1889, by Bishop Galloway. He filled the 
following appointments: 1886-7, Sparta 
Circuit; 1888-90, Okolona Circuit; 1891, Eb- 
enezer Circuit; 1892-3, Amory and Smith- 
ville; 1894-7, Pontotoc Circuit; 1898, Pates 
Camp Circuit; 1899-1900, New Albany Cir- 
cuit. In all these appointments brother 
Whitson gave satisfaction as preacher and 
pastor; and being a revivalist, he had great 
success in most of his works in building up 
the Church. His early educational advan- 
tages were not as good as some others’, yet 
he was taught in the school of Christ; and 
being an apt scholar, he became a good and 
successful preacher of the doctrines of the 
Bible, and became well versed in Methodist 
theology, so that he was a strong defender 
of the faith as tanght by our Church. But 
while he was strong in doctrine he was no 



less strong in his feelings of sympathy for 



the sinner, and was therefore very persua- 
sive in his presentation of the truth. He 



gave no uncertain sound, but preached the 
truth with great power and effect. Broth- 



truth with great power and effect. Broth- 
er Whitson was faithful to every call of the 
Church he so much loved, and ready to 
spend and be spent in its service. Being 
called on to attend a funeral service on a 
cold, disagreeable day, while in the ceme- 
tery he contracted a severe cold, which soon 
became pneumonia of a dangerous type 
and resulted in death; and one week from 
the time he buried another he himself was 
buried. The departure of brother Whitson 
from earth was a grand triumph. As he 
ascended he threw back to all about his 
deathbed the glorious news that all was 
well. He died— we wept; our hearts were 
sad. But the battle was over and victory 
won.

James D. Stallings, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
H. C. Stallings, was born August 10, 1867. 
He was converted and joined the Church 
in his boyhood, the exact date not being 
known. He was licensed to preach at the 
Quarterly Conference of the Rutledge Cir- 
cuit, March 9, 1889, Rev. O. R. Blue pre- 
siding elder, and Rev. J. W. Hamner 
preacher in charge. On August 6, 1891, he 
was married to Miss Josephine Crowell, 
who, with four children, survives him. 
Brother Stallings was admitted into the Ala- 
bama Conference on trial at Greensboro, 
Ala., in December, 1898, having served the 
Roxana Circuit as supply one year previous 
to this date. He was sent for the year 1899 
to the Texasville Circuit, which he served 
with acceptability. At the next session of 
the Conference in Mobile, Ala., he was or- 
dained a local elder by Bishop Candler, and 
died in the district parsonage at Eufaula, 
Ala., on Wednesday night, August 8, 1900. 
The above dates mark the principal events 
in the career of this man of God, yet there 
are many other circumstances connected 
with his life which reveal to us the charac- 
ter of a true hero of the cross in the person 
of our deceased brother. While only a boy 
and a private member of the Church, he 
was faithful and did, to the best of his abil- 
ity, what the Church called upon him to do. 
He served the Church in the capacity of 
local preacher nine years and nine months, 
and during all this time his brethren among 
whom he labored had the utmost confi- 
dence in his piety and in his call to the 
ministry. He was ever ready to assist his 
pastor, and to do whatever lie considered 
for the good of the Church. The Texas- 
ville Circuit to which he had been assigned 
for the years 1899-1900. and which he served 
to the time of his death, was a very trying 
charge on his physical man. It consists of 
eight churches, one of which is located at a 
distance of about thirty-five miles from the 
parsonage, another twenty-five, and anoth- 
er eighteen; yet, through heat and cold, he 
traveled these distances back and forth 
without a murmur or complaint. It was 
his jqy to do his master’s bidding, and he 
counted it a great privilege to serve this cir- 
cuit. He had surrendered himself com- 
pletely to the will of the Lord and to the 
work of an itinerant preacher, and was far 
removed from a compromising or tempo- 
rizing spirit. Several incidents occurred 
during his short pastorate which brought 
to light the true metal of which he was 
composed, and revealed the fact that he had 
in him the materials of which martyrs are 
made. Not in the smallest degree would he 
swerve from what he believed to be right, 



however great the pressure brought to bear 
upon him. Possessing this positive charac- 
ter, he could but make some enemies; but 
being sure that he was right, he followed 
his convictions regardless of what others 
who opposed him might say. He took hold 
upon the affairs of his charge with a firm 
grasp, and was rapidly developing into a 
strong character, which none who knew 
him intimately could fail to admire. He 
was diligent, and was fast becoming a 
strong preacher. His presiding elder said 
of him: “Listening to him preach some 
time ago, I was amazed at the progress he 
had made as a preacher. He was thor- 
oughly self-possessed, his language was 
good, the divisions of his discourse were 
well arranged, and his message delivered 
in a manner to impress the people. Had 
he lived and continued to improve through 
the years of the future as he had in the 
past year and a half, he would have become 
one of the most successful preachers in the 
Conference.” On August 2, 1900, he went 
to Eufaula, Ala., to attend the District Con- 
ference of w T hich he was a member, and was 
taken sick the first night of the Conference. 
On Friday morning, by special request, his 
charge was called and he made his report. 
While standing there on the floor and suffer- 
ing from the disease from which he never 
recovered, he said: “I may be killing my- 
self, but that’s all right. 1 am ready to 
spend and be spent in tne Master’s service.” 
His sickness continued to grow worse until 
he became delirious, and once while asleep 
he sang the first stanza of “Come, thou 
Fount of every blessing.” He then preached 
a sermon in a clear voice, prayed the con- 
cluding prayer, made some announcements 
pertaining to the affairs of the church, sang 
the doxology, pronounced the benediction, 
and sank into that sleep from which the 
child of God “never wakes to weep,” but 
whose “waking is supremely blessed.”

Charles Green Andrews, Archibald B. 
Nicholson. 3. 

Charles Green Andrews was born in 
Madison county, Miss., and at the time of 
his death was about seventy years of age. 
Reared in affluence, inheriting the best 
blood of the old South, accustomed to all 
the graces and refinements of the highest 
social life, the son of large fortune and thor- 
oughly educated, no young man in Missis- 
sippi in those golden days before the war 
ever entered life with fairer prospects or 
more radiant hopes. He was graduated 
from Centenary College, Jackson, La. 
“The highest distinctions allured his world- 
ly ambitions and the richest rewards await- 
ed his eager search, but when the voice, of 
God was heard calling him away to the 
quiet, humble life of a Methodist preacher, 
he obeyed without a murmur. He was ad- 
mitted on trial in the Mississippi Confer- 
ence in Woodville, Miss., December 8, 1858. 
His first appointment was Point Worthing- 
ton and American Bend, and between that 
time and the session of the Conference held 
in Vicksburg in December, 1899, he filled 
every grade of appointment from the hum- 
blest to the highest. In 1871 he was elected 

E resident of Centenary College, Jackson, 
a., a position which he filled with credit to 
himself and great usefulness to the Church 
until 1882, when he was made presiding 
elder of the Vicksburg District. In Decem- 
ber, 1896, Dr. Andrews was made presiding 
elder of the Meridian District, and had 
barely entered on his fourth year when 
death claimed him. He was married in ear- 
ly life to Miss Octavine Kearney, a woman 
who by her gentle and gracious manners, 
her comprehending sympathy and unselfish 
zeal, was peculiarly fitted for a minister’s 
wife. This home, with its added blessing 
of six children, was one of the happiest that 
ever entertained an itinerant preacher, and 
its door was always open and its welcome 
always cordial. For many years Dr. An- 
drews had occupied the very first place in 
the affections of his brethren of the Missis- 
sippi Conference, as evinced by his repeat- 
ed election as secretary of the Annual Con- 
ference and his frequent election to repre- 
sent them in the General Conference of the 
Church. He was a member of every Gen- 
eral Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
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Church, South, since the session held in 
1870. He was also a member of the Ecu- 
menical Conference which met in City Road 
Chapel, London, 1881, and of that held in 
Washington City in 1891. For thirty-four 
years he served continuously as secretary 
of the Conference, except when, upon more 
than one occasion, he was taken from the 
secretary’s table and made the presiding 
officer in the absence of the bishop. In any 
company of men Dr. Andrews would have 
been conspicuous. In person he was tall, 
erect, and stately. His features were clear- 
cut and regular; his eyes gray and pierc- 
ing; his broad forehead indicated intellec- 
tual strength, and his thin lips and clear 
voice suggested something of austerity in 
his nature. His manner was courtly and 
dignified, and he was marked by an ease 
and grace of movement unusual in one 
of his great stature. His handsome form 
and noble bearing indicated the symmetry 
and strength and uprightness of one of the 
manliest and kingliest of men. Bishop Gal- 
loway says of him: “He was a man of pro- 
found piety. I have thought, without in- 
vidious comparison or extravagance of 
speech, that he was the holiest man I ever 
knew. The deep things of God he grasped 
with a strong and intellectual faith, and 
transmuted them into the very fiber of his 
being. He dwelt amid the high places of 
the kingdom of God. There were no heights 
of faith unto which he did not ardently as- 
pire, and if there were any unto which he 
did not attain, it was because of the weak- 
ness or weariness of his soaring wing. But, 
like all deeply spiritual and refined souls, he 
was modest in the expression of his reli- 
gious feelings. He felt that there ought to 
be some sacred secrets between the soul and 
God. So, while he dearly loved the con- 
venticles of the saints, and liked to talk of 
the great verities translatable into human 
experience, he was as far as possible re- 
moved from cant or spiritual conceit.’’ He 
was a man of prayer, spending whole nights 
sometimes in supplication to God. As a 
preacher Dr. Andrews cannot be said to 
have occupied the highest rank; but he was 
scriptural, clear, and strong, and his splen- 
did personality, his magnificent manhood, 
carried him triumphantly into the hearts of 
his people to an extent that would have 
been impossible to mere pulpit ability when 
not reenforced by these virtues of personal 
character. As a pastor Dr. Andrews was 
diligent and painstaking, and many are the 
homes of the high and the humble, homes 
marked or unmarked by the advantages of 
wealth or culture, in which his sympathetic 
ministry will be remembered. But it is 
probable that in the social circle, whether 
in the wider or narrower significance of 
that term, the charms of that saintly man 
shone more resplendent. He was the orna- 
ment of every circle into which he entered 
where dignity without stiffness, grace with- 



out affectation, and affability without triv- 
iality evinced the cultured, modest gen- 
tleman. In that most sacred circle, into 
which only kindred and friends beloved 
could enter, he was at his best — the center 
of joy and gladness, as he was the center of 
affection. He was loved with a fervor in- 
expressible, not only for the strength of 
manhood, but also for the fun and frolic 
and the very boisterousness of boyhood 
which were so unexpectedly, but withal so 
becomingly, manifested in the gray-haired 
and dignified minister. As a Christian Dr. 
Andrews was recognized by all who knew 
him as a consecrated and devout man. 
Converted in his youth, he was marked 
throughout his long life by deep piety that 
left its impress upon all who knew him. 
Unostentatious in nis religious life, a foe to 
shams, and with no sympathy with morbid 
or abnormal expressions of religious expe- 
rience, he presented to the world a tine type 
of the disciple and minister of Jesus Christ. 
We feel that we are honored in having had 
him among us, and that God has been glo- 
rified by his life apd by his death. 

A. B. Nicholson was born in South Caro 
lina in 1826. At the age of four his parents 
moved to Florida. His father, having no 
pastor, became the priest of the home, and 
the boyhood of our brother was spent in the 
home of parents who were devout members 
of the Presbyterian Church. On leaving 
home, he fell into skepticism, but he could 
not free himself from the teachings of his 
childhood. We quote the following from 
notes left by brother Nicholson: “On the 
first Sunday night in July, 1849, 1 was most 
powerfully converted. 1 was licensed to 
preach in 1851; in 1852 was received on trial 
into the Mississippi Conference, and ap- 
pointed to Bayou Pierre Circuit. In 1858 1 
was sent to the Gainsville Circuit; in 1854 
was sent to the Franklin Circuit; in 1855 to 
the Scotland Circuit; in 1856 to the George- 
town Circuit; in 1857-8 to the Brookhaven 
Circuit; 1859, Pearl River Circuit; in 1860, 
Brandon Circuit; 1861-2, Raleigh Circuit, 
1863-4, chaplain in Confederate army; 1865, 
Lake Circuit; 1866, Scotland Circuit; 1867-8, 
Bayou Pierre Circuit; 1869-70, Byhalia Cir 
cuit; 1871, Rocky Springs Circuit; 1872, 
Scotland Circuit; 1873-5, Summit District; 
1876, Georgetown Circuit; 1877, Ocean 

n j Circuit; 1878, Pearlington Circuit; 

e Kalb Circuit; 1880, Dover Circuit; 
1881, Spring Ridge Circuit; 1882, Martins- 
ville Circuit: 1883, Providence Circuit; 1884, 
Forest and Morton; 1885, Fannin Circuit; 
1886, supernumerary; 1887, superannuated, 
and remained so. I took into the Church 
three thousand three hundred members. I 
know eleven ministers who said they were 
converted under my ministry.” Brother 
Nicholson had a pronounced religious ex- 
perience. He never doubted his conver- 
sion. It was as distinct to him as the shin- 
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mg of the noonday sun. He was intensely 
emotional.' To shout, to weep, to laugh, 
were the methods by which he showed nis 
deep and overflowing love for God. To 
judge one's sermons by their results, broth- 
er Nicholson was a most excellent preacher. 
He possessed the gift of oratory, and at 
times there were spiritual shocks produced 
by his preaching. He possessed a strong 
personality, and nowhere was it felt more 
strongly than in the pulpit. He knew the 
way to human hearts. Few men could ex- 
cel him in conversation. A fine vein of 
humor pervaded his style. There was no 
less of enjoyment if one heard him repeat 
an anecdote. To spend Monday with him 
a brother pastor would forget that it was 
blue Monday. The home life of our broth- 
er was attractive. On the 24th of Decem- 
ber, 1855, he was married to Miss Adelia 
Graves, daughter of William Graves, of 
precious memory. His love for his com- 
panion was as fresh, joyous, and tender as 
on the bridal morn. He was childless, but 
the children loved to visit his home, for 
children, like the carrier pigeon, have the 
home instinct. He loved little children. In 
his declining years he had no spirit of carp- 
ing. He loved his brethren. In the gar- 
den of friendship the flowers never faded. 
There the rarest flowers ever grew, and 
their fragrance was ever about you. How 
we loved him! We could not help it. His 
friendship would hold you as the sun 
holds the planets. July 2, 1900. at his home 
in Hazlehurst, Miss., our brother passed 
peacefully away, like a weary child going 
to sleep at eventide. 

George Bancroft was the son of Charles 
and Rebecca Bancroft, of Mobile county, 
Ala. He was born June 26, 1826, near tne 
city of Mobile. When an infant he was 
dedicated to God by his parents in holy 
baptism, the Rev. E. Hearn officiating. In 
•early life he was the subject of religious 
impressions, and being blessed with pious 
parents, he was brought up in the nurture 
and admonition of the Lord. In the year 
1841, at the age of fifteen, he joined the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, uniting with 
what was then known as the old Bee Hive 
Church in Mobile, under the pastorate of 
ihe Rev. Jared Sparks. He developed into 
a strong young man who was admired for 
his upright conduct and respected for his 
Christian character. He was married to 
Miss Mary G. Ramsey, December 24, 1845. 
She proved a faithful companion through 
life, and preceded her husband to the heav- 
enly city a few months. Brother Bancroft 
was licensed to preach in Sumpter coun- 
ty, Ala., in 1848, and for many years was 
a faithful and acceptable local preacher. 
He joined the Alabama Conference, his first 

E astoral charge being Cuba Circuit, which 
e had organized and named while a local 
preacher. Having served this charge, he 



located for one year, at the expiration of 
which, in 1878, he joined the Mississippi 
Conference, of which he was an honored 
member till his death. As an itinerant 
preacher he was loyal, always willingly go- 
ing wherever sent and never complaining 
of his appointment. He was a faithful pas- 
tor and a good preacher. On account of 
the failing health of himself and wife he 
was superannuated at the Conference which 
met in Hazlehurst, December, 1893. Often 
has he been heard to say that the greatest 
cross of his life was the giving up the work 
which he loved so much and in which he 
spent his life. The later years of his life 
were spent in the town of Forest, where he 
lived with his granddaughter, Mrs. Mary 
Gardner. For several months prior to his 
death he suffered a lingering illness, and 
gradually grew weaker until the 1st of May 
last, when he peacefully fell on sleep. 
While afflicted in body, all was well with 
his soul. His thrilling experience of a pres- 
ent, joyous, and full salvation was an in- 
spiration to all who visited him during the 
latter weeks of his life. No child of God 
was ever riper for the kingdom and more 
ready to go when the message came to 
him. “Come up higher.” While he has 
answered for the last time to the roll-call of 
the Conference which he loved so dearly, 
yet in that great day, “when the roll is 
called up yonder,” he will be present. Well 
may it be said of him, “He has fought a 
good fight, and kept the faith,” and now 
wears the crown of rejoicing at the right 
hand of God on high.

Samuel E. Phillips was born in the year 
1845, and was admitted on trial into the 
Florida Conference in December, 1869, at 
Lake City, Fla., and continued a member 
until December, 1899, thus giving thirty 
years of unbroken labor to his Church and 
its great Head. He was an industrious and 
conscientious coworker with Christ in the 
spread of the gospel. He served some of the 
hardest appointments as well as some of the 
best, including Gainesville, Tallahassee, 
Tampa, and Live Oak districts. Brother 
Phillips was no ordinary preacher. He was 
a man of fine natural ability, and of consid- 
erable acquired learning. Many of his ser- 
mons were of a high order. They were 
masterpieces of strong, orderly thinking. 
Brother Phillips was a good man, and quite 



iven up to his heavenly calling from the 
eginning of his ministry; but during the 
latter part of his life his religious experi- 
ence was greatly deepened and enriched, 
so much so that, as observed by his friends, 
he was an entirely consecrated man, enjoy- 
ing the abiding presence of the Comforter. 
Our lamented brother contemplated reen- 
tering the Conference at this term, having 
located December, 1899, for which he was 
recommended by the Live Oak District 
Conference; but his work was done, and 
from his home in Lake City, after a brief 
illness, he entered into rest November 6, 
1900. “Blessed are the dead which die in 
the Lord from henceforth; yea, saith the 
Spirit, that they may rest from their labors, 
and their works do follow them.” 

William C. Collins was born in Browns- 
ville. Tenn., October 6. 1887, and was called 
to his reward in heaven from Salem Church, 
Gadsden county, Fla., November 18, 1900. 
Brother Collins was converted in his twelfth 
vear, and was admitted on trial in the East 
Texas Conference when twenty years of age, 
in the year 1857. He was married to Mrs. 
Perryman the 23d of December. 1864. with 
whom he lived happily until separated by 
death. Four children! three sons and one 
daughter, survive their father, to be a stay 
and comfort to their lonely mother in her de- 
clining years. Brother Collins was a mem- 
ber of the East Texas Conference seventeen 
years, and of the West Texas two years, 
from which he transferred to the Florida 
Conference in 1875. The Minutes show 
that he labored in the following fields while 
a member of the Florida Conference: Leon, 
1876-7; Columbia, 1878; Waukeenah. 1879; 
Madison. 1880-2: Sumter, 1883-4; Marion. 
1885-6; Anthony, 1887: Blue Springs, 1888; 
Cedar Grove, 1889; Lady Lake, 1890-1; 
Sumter, 1892-3; Bowling Green, 1894-5; 
Newnansville. 1896; Wakulla, 1897-8; Con- 
cord, 1899-1900. From the above appoint- 
ments it will be seen that our departed 
brother did a great deal of hard work with- 
out any hope of earthly reward, having 
never, possibly, in his entire ministr 3 r re- 
ceived much above a bare living; yet un- 
complainingly he went forward until he 
finished with joy the work given him to do. 
The unanimous testimony of his brethren 
is that he was a man of great sweetness of 
spirit, gentleness of manners, of entire de- 
devotion to his ministerial duties, and 
wholly abandoned to God. After groaning 
for years to be made perfect in love, he en- 
tered into that blessed experience. The 
thirteenth chapter of First Corinthians was 
his ideal of Christian character, and he re- 
alized his ideal as few men have done. He 
was a faithful, earnest, and successful 
reacher of the gospel. There is much to 
e desired in the manner, time, and place 
of his passing away. On the Sabbath and 
in the house of God. where he had so often 
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preached Christ and him crucified, with 
only a few moments of pain, ‘‘he ceased at 
once to work and live.” It is still true that 
our people and our preachers die well. 
What a transition for our brother, from 
the toils and hardships of earth to the hap- 
piness and holiness of heaven! 

Oh, may we triumph so 
When all our warfare’s past, 

And dying find our latest foe 
Under our feet at last.
